AN  ACT  to  compel  Clerks  of  the  Peace  for  Counties  and  other  Persons  to  take  the 
Custody  of  such  Documents  as  shall  be  directed  to  be  deposited  with  them  under  the 
Standing  Orders  of  either  House  of  Parliament. 

WHEREAS  the  Houses  of  Parliament  are  in  the  habit  of  requiring  that,  previous  to  the 
introduction  of  any  Bill  into  Parliament  for  making  certain  badges,  turnpike-road*,  cuts, 
canals,  reservoirs,  aqueducts,  waterworks,  navigations,  tunnels,  archways,  railways,  piers, 
ports,  harbours,  ferries,  docks  and  other  works,  to  be  made  under  the  authority  of  Par- 
liament, certain  maps  or  plans  and  sections,  and  books  and  writings,  or  extracts  or  copies  of 
or  from  certain  maps,  plans  or  sections,  books  and  writings,  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of 
the  clerk  of  the  peace  for  every  county,  riding  or  division  in  England  or  Ireland,  or  in  the 
office  of  the  sheriff  clerk  of  every  county  in  Scotland,  in  which  such  work  is  proposed  to 
be  made,  and  also  with  the  parish  clerk  in  every  parish  in  England,  the  schoolmaster  of 
every  parish  of  Scotland,  or  in  Royal  Burghs  with  the  town  clerk,  and   the  postmaster  of

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  Act  of  the  Second  Year  of  Her  present  Majesty,  for  providing 
for  the  Custody  of  certain  Monies  paid  in  pursuance  of  the  Standing  Orders  of 
either  House  of  Parliament  by  Subscribers  to  Works  or  Undertakings  to  be  effected 
under  the  Authority  of  Parliament. 

WHEREAS  an  Act  was  passed  in  the  second  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty 
Queen  Victoria,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Custody  of  certain  Monies  paid 
in  pursuance  of  the  Standing  Orders  of  either  House  of  Parliament,  by  Subscribers  to  Works 
or  Undertakings  to  be  effected  under  the  Authority  of  Parliament :"  And  whereas  it  is  ex- 
pedient that  the  said  Act  should  be  repealed  and  should  be  re-enacted,  with  such  modifi- 
cations, extensions  and  alterations  as  after  mentioned  :  BE  it  therefore  Enacted,  by  The 
Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by 
the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  said  Act  shall  be  and:  is  hereby  repealed:  Provided 
always,  That  all  acts  done  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act  shall  be  good,  ralid  and 
effectual  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  and  that  all  sums  of  money  paid  under  the  provisions 
of  the  said  Act  shall  be  dealt  with  in  all  respects  as  if  this  Act  had  not  been  passed.

be  deposited  is  intended  to  be  executed  in  that  part  ofthe  United  Kingdom  called  England ; 
or  into  any  of  the  Banks  in  Scotland  established  by  Act  of  Parliament  or  Royal  Charter 
in  the  name  and  with  the  privity  of  The  Queen's  Remembrancer  of  the  Court  of 
Exchequer  in  Scotland,  at  the  option  of  the  person  or  persons  making  such  applica- 
tion as  aforesaid,  in  case  such  work  or  undertaking  is  intended  to  be  executed  in  that 
part  of  the  United  Kingdom  called  Scotland ;  or  into  the  Bank  of  Ireland  in  the  name 
and  with  the  privity  of  the  Accountant-general  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  Ireland,  in  case 
such  work  or  undertaking  is  intended  to  be  made  or  executed  in  that  part  of  the  United 
Kingdom  called  Ireland ;  and  such  warrant  or  order  shall  be  a  sufficient  authority  for  the 
Accountant-general  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  England,  the  Queen's  Remembrancer  of 
the  Court  of  Exchequer  in  Scotland,  and  the  Accountant-general  of  the  Court  of  Chancery 
in  Ireland,  respectively,  to  permit  the  sum  of  money  directed  to  be  paid  by  such  warrant 
or  order  to  be  placed  to  an  account  opened  or  to  be  opened  in  his  name  in  the  bank 
mentioned  in  such  warrant  or  order. 

III.  And  be  it  Enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  person  or  persons  named  in  such 
warrant  or  order,  or  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them,  to  pay  the  sum  mentioned  in  such

Member  to  speak  upon,  or  in  relation  to,  such  Petition  ;  but  it  may 
be  read  by  the  Clerk  at  the  Table,  if  required. 

That,  in  the  case  of  such  Petition  complaining  of  some  present 
personal  grievance,  for  which  there  may  be  an  urgent  necessity  for 
providing  an  immediate  remedy,  the  matter  contained  in  such  Petition 
may  be  brought  into  discussion  on  the  presentation  thereof. 

That  all  other  such  Petitions,  after  they  shall  have  been  ordered  to 
lie  on  the  Table,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Petitions,  with* 
out  any  Question  being  put ;  but  if  any  such  Petition  relate  to  any 
matter  or  subject,  with  respect  to  which  the  Member  presenting  it 
has  given  Notice  of  a  Motion,  and  the  said  Petition  has  not  been  ordered 
to  be  printed  by  the  Committee,  such  Member  may,  after  Notice  given, 
move  that  such  Petition  be  printed  with  the  Votes. 

That,  subject  to  the  above  regulations,  Petitions  against  any  Resolu- 
tion or  Bill  imposing  a  Tax  or  Duty  for  the  current  service  of  the  year 
be  henceforth  received,  and  the  usage  under  which  The  House  has 
refused  to  entertain  such  Petitions  be  discontinued.

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LIGHTING  OF  THE  HOUSE.

COPY  of  the  Report  of  Mr.   Goldsworthy  Gurney  to  the  Commissioners 
op  Works,  respecting  the  Lighting  of  the  House  of  Commons. 


Gentlemen,  Westminster,  30  June  1853. 

The  arrangements  for  "  lighting  under  the  galleries  in  the  House  of  Commons 
are  finished,  and  may  be  lighted  during  the  sitting  of  The  House  whenever  you 
will  be  pleased  to  give  instructions." 

On  thus  far  completing  the  system  of  lighting  the  House,  I  beg  permission 
to  make  a  few  observations,  the  more  so  because  a  fear  has  been  implied  in  a 
late  Report  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Lighting  and  Ventilating,  in  the 
last  paragraph  but  one,  that  u  the  heat  arising  from  the  system  may  interfere 
with  the  ventilating  arrangements,  and  occasion  inconvenience  by  radiation 
downwards  from  the  roof." 

I  beg  to  observe  that  no  fear  need  be  entertained  on  either  of  these  points, 
and  I  come  to  the  conclusion  on  the  following  grounds. 

The  principle  of  lighting  from  above  is  the  same  as  that  introduced  by  me 
in  the  late  House  of  Commons ;  and  which  continued  to  work  well,  without 
interruption,  for  12  years,  namely,  from  1839  to  the  time  of  taking  down  the 
House,  in  1851.  During  this  period  no  complaint  was  made  of  the  heat,  or 
interference  with  ventilation.  The  general  arrangements  of  the  chamber  and 
shafts  above  the  ceiling  in  the  present  House  are  the  same  as  those  in  the 
late  House  of  Commons ;  but  the  materials  of  which  the  light  chambers  are 
constructed,  are  different.  In  the  late  House  the  sides  and  roof  of  the  chamber 
were  constructed  of  paper  and  canvas ;  in  the  present  House  they  are  constructed 
of  plaster  and  cast  iron.  The  heat  in  it  was  as  great  as  that  in  the  present,  and 
notwithstanding  it  was  formed  of  paper  and  canvas,  no  inconvenience  was 
felt.  In  the  late  House  there  was  4,000  cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute  passing 
through  this  vitiated  chamber  from  ventilation  of  the  House  below,  which 
fully  ventilated  the  lights.  In  the  present  House  it  ought  not  to  be  less ;  and 
this  quantity,  when  I  undertook  to  make  the  lighting  arrangements,  was 
guaranteed ;  it  is  sufficient  for  the  attendants,  and  for  the  proper  ventilation 
of  the  lights;  and  keeps  the  temperature  of  the  chamber  from  96*  to  98° 
(see  register  of  thermometer  kept  by  Messrs.  Huxley  &  Heriot) ;  if  the  tem- 
perature is  suffered  to  get  higher,  it  will  be  from  deficient  ventilation. 

The  arrangements  for  ventilation  have  in  no  way  been  altered.  The  wood 
panels  have  been  simply  taken  out  from  the  ceiling,  where  the  lights  are  placed, 
and  glass  ones  put  in  their  stead ;  of  exactly  the  same  size,  and  resting  on  the 
same  fillets ;  so  as  to  leave  exactly  the  same  area  of  opening  under  them  for

the  passage  of  air  from  the  House.  The  heat  in  the  upcast  shaft  for  the 
ventilation  of  the  House  is  produced  by  a  large  fire,  of  40  feet  square  surface 
— sufficient  to  ventilate  a  large  colliery — the  small  addition,  therefore,  of  the 
heat  from  the  lights  is  not  likely  to  affect  it.  On  the  facts  above  stated,  and 
others  noticed  by  close  watching,  and  from  long  practical  experience,  in  the 
late  House,  I  feel  justified  in  saying  that  no  fears  need  be  entertained  of  any 
interference  with  the  ventilating  arrangements. 

The  fear  implied  of  "  heat  radiating  downwards  from  the  roof,"  neither,  need 
be  entertained.  In  fact,  the  House  is  not  lighted  by  radiated  light;  and 
therefore  I  do  not  see  how  there  can  be  any  radiation  of  heat.  The  House 
is  lighted  by  "dispersion,"  the  rays  of  heat  are  separated  from  the  rays  of 
light  before  they  enter  the  House :  the  latter  are  sent  into  the  House  through 
the  glass  panels :  the  former,  to  the  upcast  shaft,  along  with  the  vitiated  air,  and 
there  turned  to  an  item  of  account  by  assisting  in  rarefying  the  column  in  the 
upcast  shaft.  Without  troubling  you  with  further  details,  I  may  observe  that 
this  principle  of  separation  is  the  one  on  which  I  founded  my  recommendation 
of  the  present  system  for  lighting  the  House.  To  separate  the  rays  of  heat 
from  the  rays  of  light,  is  no  very  easy  matter ;  they  obey  similar  laws,  and 
remain  inseparably  combined,  when  transmitted  by  radiation,  reflection  from 
polished  surfaces,  or  by  refraction — the  usual  modes  of  illumination — therefore, 
to  light  the  House  of  Commons,  and  at  the  same  time  to  prevent  heat  from 
passing  into  the  House,  it  became  necessary  to  adopt  a  new  principle.  To 
carry  this  out  practically,  and  to  obtain  light  of  sufficient  power  for  the  purposes 
of  the  House,  I  have  been  obliged  to  adopt  a  modification  of  the  Bude  light, 
which  I  used  in  the  old  House.  This  light  is  now,  with  a  slight  alteration, 
placed  over  the  panels  in  the  new. 

I  have  thought  it  right  to  have  the  question  of  heat,  coming  into  the  House 
by  radiation  downwards,  examined,  by  competent  persons.  The  following  is 
a  copy  of  a  Report  on  the  question,  by  Professor  Hann,  of  King's  College, 
whose  accuracy  in  experiment,  and  practical  knowledge  of  the  subject  is  well 
known  : — 

«  Dear  Sir,  King's  College,  13  June  1853. 

"  We  have  made  the  necessary  experiments  to  determine  the  amount  of  heat 
in  the  House  of  Commons,  coming  from  the  lights  above  the  glass  ceiling.  We 
first  took  the  temperature  of  the  House  at  different  levels,  before  the  lights  were 
lighted  :  the  thermometer  in  the  Lobby  was  69° ;  the  thermometers  also  were  at 
69°  under  the  galleries,  behind  the  Speaker's  chair,  and  also  in  the  Members' 
and  Reporters'  galleries.  We  laid  a  thermometer  on  the  table  of  the  House, 
which  also  indicated  69°.  We  suspended  in  the  centre  of  the  body  of  the  House 
a  thermometer,  nine  feet  above  the  floor ;  another  24  feet  above  the  floor,  and 
another  39  feet  above  the  floor,  which  was  about  three  feet  below  the  glass 
panels.  The  lowest  thermometer,  after  waiting  some  time,  we  found  at  69° ; 
the  one  above  it,  24  feet  from  the  floor,  was  a  little  higher ;  and  the  one  at  the 
highest  level  was  70°,  namely,  about  one  degree  more. 

"This  difference  in  temperature  was  due  to  the  fact  of  warm  air  always 
assuming  the  highest  level.  After  allowing  the  thermometers  to  remain  a 
sufficient  time  for  equalisation,  and  finding  them  unchanged,  we  had  the  House 
lighted. 

"  After  waiting  a  sufficient  time  to  ascertain  what  change  had  been  produced 
on  them  by  direct  radiation,  we  examined  all  the  thermometers,  expecting  those 
nearest  the  ceiling  would  be  more  affected  than  those  below ;  we  were  surprised 
to  find  that  no  change  had  taken  place. 

"  We  replaced  them  in  the  same  positions,  and  examined  them  from  time  to 
time,  for  upwards  of  an  hour  and  a  half;  the  light  during  this  period  was  fully 
on,  and  continued  to  burn  as  if  The  House  was  sitting.  During  this  period 
there  was  no  sensible  change  in  the  thermometers. 

"  We  now  placed  a  very  delicate  thermometer  within  18  inches  of  the  illumi- 
nated roof;  after  remaining  some  time,  we  examined  it,  and  found  it  standing 
at  70°,  thus  showing  the  same  temperature  as  before  the  lights  were  lighted, 
and  that  no  heat  had  passed  sensibly  to  affect  the  thermometer  at  this  close 
approximation. 

"  These 
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"These  facts  much  surprised  us,  before  the  means  adopted  for  insulation  were 
pointed  out.  It  may  be  well  to  remark  that  there  was  no  ventilation  going  on 
at  the  time,  and  that  the  atmosphere  of  the  House  was  not  changed.  We 
therefore  come  to  the  conclusion  that  there  is  no  heat  passed  through  the 
illuminated  roof  to  the  atmosphere  of  the  House.

In  the  lighting  under  the  galleries  I  have  not  been  able  to  carry  out  the 
exclusive  principle  of  insulation  so  completely  as  above  the  roof;  yet  I  believe  it 
is  done  sufficiently ;  all  the  lights  have  ventilating  tubes.  A  thermometer  hung 
high  up  under  the  curved  panels  of  the  gallery,  after  the  lights  had  been 
burning  three  hours,  did  not  rise  more  than  a  degree ;  one  hung  lower  down 
was  not  affected.  Two  thermometers,  one  hung  under  the  canopy  of  the 
Speaker's  chair,  and  another  at  the  same  level  under  the  gallery— in  which 
position  they  both  were  subject  to  the  same  impediment  to  interchange  and 
circulation  of  air,  and  nearly  as  might  be  under  the  same  conditions — did  not 
vary  so  much  as  one  degree.  It  is  very  difficult  to  divest  the  mind  of  the  idea 
of  heat  from  light ;  I  should,  therefore,  be  obliged  if  you  would  cause  a  ther- 
mometer to  be  placed  inside  one  or  two  of  the  pillars,  which  support  the 
galleries  ;  and  another  outside,  at  the  same  level ;  so  that  the  actual  difference 
may  be  seen  by  Members  when  the  House  is  sitting.  The  light  on  the  curved 
panels  is  not  so  well  diffused  as  it  might  be ;  it  may  be  improved  during  the 
Recess.  I  have  thought  it  better  to  submit  the  arrangements  at  once  as  they 
are,  than  delay  longer,  at  this  period  of  the  Session. 

In  the  arrangement  for  lighting  much  time  and  difficulty  has  been  occasioned 
by  scrupulously  avoiding  any  interference  with  the  architectural  arrangements. 

The  Standing  Committee  allude  in  their  Report,  to  "  the  large  quantity  of 
gas  which  must  be  required  to  attain  the  transmission  of  the  light."    I  wish 
briefly  to  observe  that  the  gas  is  supplied  to  the  lights  by  a  special  and  separate 
meter.     I  beg  to  enclose  the  register  kept,  when  the  lights  have  been  fully   ^. 
burning,  taken  by  your  contractors,  Messrs.  Huxley  &  Heriot.     You  will  perceive  p  **  **>ri*xed 
that  the  quantity  is  not  large :  at  least  so  large  as  the  remark  seems  to  imply :  ^er» 
there  is  not  more  than  900  cubic  feet  per  hour  burnt,  when  the  lights  are  fully 
on ;  and  the  expense,  you  will  perceive,  of  this  system  of  lighting  the  House  of 
Commons,  does  not  exceed  4s.  3d.  per  hour. 

I  should  not  have  troubled  you  with  the  foregoing  details,  did  I  not  believe 
that  a  mistake  must  exist  somewhere ;  and  feel  it  right  to  state  these  facts  in 
explanation.

Gentlemen, 
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Gentlemen,  Westminster,  30  July  1853. 

I  respectfully  beg  to  state  that  the  light  for  lighting  the  Lobby  of  the 
House  of  Commons  is  fixed,  and  ready  for  your  inspection. 

I  have  fixed  it  without  any  ornament  whatever  as  a  naked  light,  for  your 
opinion ;  and  in  order,  if  approved  of,  that  you  may  the  better  have  a  design 
made  to  enclose  it,  in  keeping  with  the  architecture,  as  you  proposed  to  do. 

I  beg  to  add  that,  in  order  to  carry  off  all  heat  and  products  of  combustion 
— which  are  now  complained  of  as  escaping  from  the  present  unventilated  lights 
into  the  body  of  the  Lobby— I  have  used  one  light  only.  This  enables  every 
thing  effectually  to  be  carried  away  through  one  ventilating  tube  to  the  upcast 
shaft.  The  quantity  and  distribution  of  light  I  believe  to  be  sufficient  for  the 
Lobby ;  if  more  is  required,  it  may  be  had  from  the  same  source. 

On  preparing  to  fix  the  light,  a  difficulty  occurred,  which  occasioned  some 
delay  and  alteration ;  it  arose  from  a  large  iron  girder  being  found  lying 
directly  in  the  place  where  the  ventilating  tube  was  to  pass.  We  have  overcome 
the  difficulty  by  dividing  the  tube  into  four  smaller  branches,  and  carried  them 
round  it.  The  only  objection  is  that  in  appearance— it  may  be  ornamented  to 
suit  the  mouldings— the  whole  skeleton  must  ornamentally  be  enclosed,  and  the 
light  softened.

I  am  commanded  by  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  to 
transmit  herewith  copy  of  a  memorandum  which  has  been  received  from  Sir 
Charles  Barry,  the  object  of  which  is  to  show  that  the  amount  provided  in  the 
Estimates  for  the  current  year  for  works  at  the  New  Houses  of  Parliament  is 
totally  insufficient  to  meet  the  probable  expenditure,  if  the  claims  now  outstand- 
ing are. to  be  charged  upon  it,  and  I  am  to  state  that  before  my  Lords  take  any 
steps  in  the  matter,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  they  should  be  furnished  witn 
an  account,  showing  in  detail  the  whole  of  the  liabilities  now  existing  in  respect 
of  works  at  the  Houses  of  Parliament,  whether  for  building,  furniture,  fittings, 
ventilation,  or  any  other  charge  (exclusive  of  the  remuneration  to  Sir  Charles 
Barry),  and  that  such  account  should  distinguish  the  sums  now  actually  due 
from  those  which  are  still  the  subjects  of  arbitration,  and  those  likely  to  be 
required  to  carry  on  the  works  to  the  close  of  the  present  month,  so  as  to  exhibit 
the  whole  liability  of  the  Government  as  well  with  regard  to  accounts  due,  and 
to  become  due,  or  for  contracts  partly  executed  up  to  the  1st  of  April  1853; 
and  also  the  whole  of  such  accounts  as  will  become  due  up  to  the  1st  April 
1854. 

Their  Lordships  request  that  no  time  may  be  lost  in  sending  in  this  state- 
ment, together  with  any  explanation  which  the  Board  of  Works  may  be  able 
to  offer  upon  the  extraordinary  state  of  things  disclosed  in  Sir  Charles  Barry's 
memorandum.

This  being  the  case,  and  the  investigation  being  likely  to  be  of  long  duration,  they  were 
altogether  excluded  from  the  estimate  for  the  current  year.

which  amount  would  not  suffice  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  works  for  a  fortnight. 

The  present  contract  undertaken  by  Mr.  Jay,  upon  an  understanding  that  »the  annual 
expenditure  would  not  be  less  than  about  80,000/.,  effects  a  saving  to  the  country  as  com- 
pared with  the  recent  contract  of  Mr.  Grissell  of  above  30  per  cent.  Mr.  Jay's  contract  is  so 
low  as  to  make  him  fearful  of  a  loss,  particularly  under  the  present  apprehension  of  a  gene- 
ral rise  in  the  value  of  labour  throughout  the  country,  and  he  would  probably  be  only  too 
glad  to  be  relieved  of  his  contract,  by  any  forfeiture  or  breach  of  covenant  on  the  part  of 
the  Government ;  which  would  be  the  consequence  of  a  stoppage  of  the  works,  or  delay  of 
the  payments  due  to  him.  As  the  works  are  now  being  proceeded  with  in  a  very  satisfac- 
tory and  expeditious  manner,  particularly  as  regards  the  accommodation  for  the  House  of 
Lords  in  Old  Palace  Yard,  which  is  much  needed,  any  stoppage  of  them  would  be  attended 
with  great  inconvenience  and  difficulty,  and  would  inevitably  lead  to  a  greatly  increased  cost 
upon  the  works  in  future.

In  compliance  with  your  Lordships'  directions,  conveyed  to  me  in  Sir  Charles- 
Trevelyan's  letter  of  the  10th  ultimo,  I  have  had  under  consideration  a  statement 
submitted  by  Sir  Charles  Barry  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  on  the  6th 
of  the  same  month,  representing  the  liabilities  which  had  been  incurred  for 
works  at  the  New  Houses  of  Parliament  up  to  the  31st  of  March  1863,  and  the 
inadequacy  of  the  funds  at  present  at  the  disposal  of  tin's  Board  to  provide  for 
their  discharge. 

I  have,  in  consequence,  caused  inquiry  to  be  carefully  made  into  the  state  of 
the  liabilities  incurred  under  every  head  of  service  with  which  Sir  Charles  Barry 
is  professionally  connected,  up  to  the  present  time ;  and  I  have  ascertained  the 
amount  which,  assuming  those  liabilities  to  be  discharged,  will  become  due  on  the 
same  account,  in  respect  of  the  year  ending  the  1st  of  April  1854.

that  period.    For  instance,  works  are  in  course  of  execution  at  this  moment  at 

the  Houses  of  Parliament  which  have  been  in  progress  for  many  years,  and 

which  have  indefinitely  advanced  as  funds  have  been  provided. 

The  omission  is  the  more  important,  because,  not  only  is  all  reference  to 
sums  outstanding  silently  passed  over,  but  Sir  Charles  Barry  states  his  estimate 
delivered  in  November  1852  to  have  been  €S  only"  for  the  works  proposed  to 
be  executed  during  the  year  ending  March  next. 

If  it  were  so,  it  may  be  asked,  in  what  way  did  he  intend,  in  November  1852, 
to  provide  for  the  demands  wliich  would  be  outstanding  on  the  31st  March 
1853? 

It  is  admitted  in  that  memorandum  that  on  the  30th  November  1852,  when 
the  estimate  for  the  present  year  was  delivered  in  to  the  Commissioners  of 
Works,  he  was  aware  that  the  balance  in  the  hands  of  this  Board  was  only

His  attention  having  been  called  to  this  large  disparity  between  his  assets 
and  liabilities  in  November  1852,  with  reference  to  the  statement  in  his 
memorandum  that  the  estimate  then  delivered  to  this  Board  had  reference 
"only  to  the  works  proposed  to  be  executed  during  the  year  ending  the  31st 
March  1854,"  the  following  is  his  reply,  viz. :

The  complaint  against  him  is,  not  that, 
in  his  estimate  for  the  year  1854,  he  omitted  to  insert  the  exact  amount  of 
Mr.  GrisselPs  claim,  but  that  he  took  no  sum  whatever  in  respect  of  it.  No 
one  could  expect  him,  in  November,  to  certify  to  the  accuracy  of  accounts 
which,  as  it  appears,  had  been  made  up  and  delivered  in  the  month  immediately 
preceding.  But  in  an  estimate  in  which  the  probable  expenditure  of  a  twelve- 
month is  usually  stated  to  Parliament  in  one  sum,  he  could  surely  have 
included  something. 

From  the  hitherto  large  amount  of  unmeasured  works  at  the  New  Houses  of 
Parliament,  and  unexamined  accounts,  the  architect  has  never  hitherto  been 
able  to  place  before  the  Commissioners  of  Works  an  accurate  estimate  of  the 
balances  due  to  their  contractor.  From  representations,  however,  made  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Works  by  Mr.  Grrissell  some  years  ago  on  that  subject, 
coupled  with  the  result  of  the  final  adjustment  of  his  accounts*  there  would 
appear  to  have  been  due  to  him,  for  some  time  past,  a  floating  balance  of  about 
60,000  /.  The  balance  due  to  him  in  November  last  was  about  10.000  /.  in 
respect  of  settled  and  certified  accounts,  and  more  than  50,000  /.  was  also  due 
to  him  upon  accounts  which  were  ihen  awaiting  settlement.  Surely,  there- 
fore, Sir  Charles  Barry  might  with  safety  have  taken  30,000/.,  or  even 
40,000/.,  in  the  Estimates  of  the  present  year,  upon  accounts  which  he  has 
certified  at  a  sum  exceeding  60,000/.,  even  if,  between  November  1852 
and  the  latter  part  of  March  last,  there  had  not  been  means  of  making  a 
nearer  approximation  to  the  right  amount.

4.  Mr.  Grissell  has  been  seen  and  ques- 
tioned upon  this  point ;  he  states,  that  the 
adjustment  of  his  balances  was  never  con-

On  the  subject  of  the  Memorandum  submitted  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  which 
you  allude  to  in  your  letter  of  the  19th  instant,  I  wish  to  observe,  that  it  was  made  up  hastily, 
as  an  approximate  statement  only,  of  positive  and  partly  speculative  liabilities ;  and  merely 
to  show  that,  without  a  further  supply  than  the  Vote  proposed  for  the  current  year  to  meet 
outstanding  balances,  the  works  of  the  New  Palace  at  Westminster  must  be  speedily  brought 
to  a  close,  if  those  balances  were  paid  out  of  that  Vote.  The  amounts  in  that  Memorandum 
cannot,  therefore,  be  assumed  as  perfectly  accurate  and  capable  of  being  checked,  as  compared 
with  the  more  matured  statements  which  I  forwarded  to  the  Board  on  the  14th  and  18th 
instants. 

In  reply  to  the  question  which  concludes  your  letter,  I  beg  to  acquaint  you  that  any  excess 
in  the  aggregate  amount  of  my  certificates,  for  payments  prior  to  the  31st  March  1853, 
above  the  amount  of  the  Vote  for  that  year,  would,  I  considered,  be  paid  out  of  the  Vote  of 
the  following  or  current  year,  in  accordance  with  what  has  hitherto  been  the  custom  in  former 
years  with  respect  to  the  works  of  the  New  Palace  at  Westminster. 

The  aggregate  amount  of  my  certificates  in  former  years  have,  as  you  are  aware,  never 
tallied  with  the  amounts  of  the  Votes  for  those  years  respectively ;  and  whilst  the  amount  of 
all  liabilities  were  uncertain,  and  the  practice  prevailed  of  giving  certificates  for  payments  on 
account,  it  was  not  possible  to  regulate  the  amount  of  liabilities  in  the  year  by  the  amount  of 
the  Vote  for  the  year.  Now,  however,  that  the  amount  of  all  liabilities  is  ascertained,  and 
the  work  is  measured  up  as  fast  as  it  is  executed,  and  all  further  payments  will  be  wade  upon 
bills  only  which  are  duly  examined  and  certified,  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  future  in  regu- 
lating the  aggregate  amount  of  expenditure  in  the  year,  ao  as  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  the 
Vote  for  the  year.

In  the  statement  transmitted  to  die  Board  with  your  letter  of  the  18  th  instant,  in  expla- 
nation of  the  statement  which  had  accompanied  your  letter  of  the  14th  in  respect  of  monies 
due  and  accounts  depending  with  you  in  respect  of  the  New  Houses  of  Parliament  on  the 
81st  of  March  in  the  present  year,  there  are  four  sums*  to  which  your  attention  was  directed  4 
by  my  letter  of  the  19th  instant,  as  the  apparent  cause  of  a  difference  between  those  state- 
ments, which  you  were  accordingly  requested  to  explain.  The  explanation  conveyed  in  your 
reply  accounts  for  their  omission  from  the  statement  of  the  18th,  on  the  ground  "  that  the 
amounts  were  speculative,  and  that,  as  the  works  to  which  they  referred  were  not  completed, 
it  was  not  considered  necessary  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  them  out  of  the  Vote  tor  the 
current  year."  You  add,  that  "  they  were  included  in  the  statement  of  the  14th  instant, 
became  that  statement  was  required  by  the  Board  to  give  the  names  of  tradesmen  employed, 
and  the  amounts  of  cost  incurred  for  all  works  executed;  or,  in  other  words,  liabilities 
incurred,  up  to  the  31st  March  1853." 

This  explanation  is  deemed  to  be  so  far  satisfactory,  that,  while  it  admits  the  omission  of 
the  sums  in  question,  it  leaves  between  yourself  and  the  examining  officer  of  the  Board  only 
the  four  sums  in  queetion  to  be  accounted  for;  but  the  grounds  of  their  omission  the  Board 
cannot  clearly  ascertain  from  your  letter.  The  object  of  the  Board,  as  you  are  aware,  has 
been  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  all  accounts  outstanding  on  the  31st  March  1853,  in  respect 
of  works  which  had  been  then  executed  at  the  Houses  of  Parliament,  for  which  no  provision 
had  been  made  in  the  monies  voted  for  the  year  ending  the  31st  of  March  1854,  and  to 
cover  which,  therefore,  it  might  be  necessary  that  a  supplementary  vote  should  be  taken. 
The  heads  under  which,  in  your  letters  of  the  14th  and  18th  instant  respectively,  you  have 
rendered  statements  to  the  Board,  appear  to  the  Commissioners  to  cover  every  class  of 
liability  to  which  on  the  31st  of  March  they  could  have  become  subject 

In'referring,  however,  in  your  letter  of  the  21st  instant,  to  certain  accounts  as  "  merely 
speculative,"  and  as  referring  to  works  "  which  were  not  completed''  at  the  date  of  the  state- 
ments in  question,  the  Board  are  apprehensive  that  there  may  be  still  some  misunderstanding 
on  the  subject,  the  more  especially  as  towards  the  close  of  the  same  letter  you  appear  to  be 
aware  that  their  object  was  to  ascertain  "  the  amounts  of  cost  incurred  for  all  works  exe- 
cuted'9 at  the  New  Houses  of  Parliament  up  to  the  31st  of  March  1853  ;  and  they  desire 
me,  therefore,  to  call  your  attention  to  those  portions  of  the  correspondence  in  which  these 
discrepancies  occur,  and  to  request  that  you  will  have  the  goodness  to  explain  them,  with 
reference  to  the  really  practical  object  of  the  Board's  present  inquiry,  viz.,  to  ascertain  the 
amounts  of  accounts  delivered  or  liabilities  incurred  for  works  executed  at  the  New  Houses 
of  Parliament  up  to  the  31st  March  1853,  and  for  which,  or  for  some  portion  of  which,  it  may

periods  over  which  the  outstanding  claims  for  works  at  the  New  Palace  respectively  ex- 
tended," the  three  accounts  in  question  are  referred  to  as  belonging  to  a  period  ending  on 
that  day.

In  transmitting  to  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  the  explanations  which  their  Lordships  have 
called  for  upon  the  memorandum  with  which  you  have  furnished  the  Chancellor^  of  the 
Exchequer,  under  date  the  6th  of  May,  the  Commissioners  of  this  Board  are  desirous  of 
being  enabled  to  acquaint  their  Lordships  whether  the  statements  which  accompany  your 
letters  to  me,  of  the  14th  and  18th  of  May  respectively,  comprise  the  whole  of  the  outstand- 
ing demands  and  liabilities  on  account  of  works  and  services  at  the  New  Houses  of  Par- 
liament, up  to  the  31st  of  March  last.  The  Commissioners  desire  the  term  "  liabilities  "  to 
be  considered  as  applying  not  only  to  monies  due  for  work  which  has  been  executed,  but  to 
special  services,  if  there  be  any,  for  which  a  vote  of  money  has  been  taken,  but  which  have 
yet  to  be  begun.  On  referring,  for  instance,  to  the  estimate  for  the  year  ending  the  31st  of 
1,500/.  March  1853,  you  will  find  a  sum  to  have  been  there  taken*  for  providing  additional  tank 

room  in  the  Victoria  Tower,  a  service  which  is  understood  to  be  still  unexecuted.  The 
whole,  however,  of  the  voted  amount  for  services  at  the  Houses  of  Parliament  having  been

comprise  all  outstanding  demands,  and,  in  the  sense  to  which  you  allude,  all  liabilities  on 
account  of  the  works  and  services  at  the  New  Houses  of  Parliament  up  to  the  31st  of  March 
last.  I  know  of  no  other  work  than  the  tank,  alluded  to  in  your  letter,  for  which  a  special 
vote  has  been  taken,  and  the  work  has  not  been  executed  accordingly.  The  situation  originally 
proposed  for  this  tank  in  the  Victoria  Tower  having  been  considered  to  be  inconvenient  and 
undesirable,  it  is  now  proposed  that  it  should  be  placed  in  die  central  tower  of  the  new  front 
now  in  progress  in  Old  Palace  Yard,  which  has  been  the  cause  of  not  putting  the  work  in 
hand  at  present  As  that  front  cannot  be  carried  up  sufficiently  high  to  receive  it  during  the 
present  year,  I  propose  that  the  cost  of  it  shall  constitute  an  item  of  my  next  year's  estimate. 
In  the  meantime,  all  requisite  precaution  has  been  taken  to  prevent  any  inconvenience  for 
the  want  of  it.

which,  I  apprehend,  contemplates  not  only  the  limitation  of  the  expenditure  at 
the  New  Houses  of  Parliament  to  the  amount  which  the  Parliamentary  Esti- 
mates have  provided,  but  the  application  of  the  money  voted  to  the  specific 
portions  of  the  building  for  which  it  had  been  required.  Beyond  the  security, 
however,  which  such  a  regulation  would  afford,  combined  with  the  precautions 
which  have  been  established  by  my  letter  of  the  12th  ultimo,  I  am  not  aware  of 
any  check  that  could  with  any  practical  utility  be  imposed  upon  the  architect  of 
a  building  so  exceptional  in  all  its  circumstances  as  that  of  the  New  Palace  at 
Westminster.

Sir,  Office  of  Works,  &c,  12  June  1853. 

Referring  to  the  correspondence  which  has  recently  taken  place  respecting  the  Accounts 
for  the  New  Houses  of  Parliament,  in  connexion  with  the  estimates  of  preceding  years,  and 
adverting  to  the  system  which  is  now  adopted  in  respect  to  the  measurement  of  the  works 
and  the  delivery  of  accounts  by  which  the  Board  are  kept  advised,  it  would  appear  as 
promptly  as  possible,  of  the  progress  of  all  current  expenditure,  I  am  directed  by  tne  Com- 
missioners oi  Her  Majesty's  Works  and  Public  Buildings  to  beg  that  you  will  in  future  so 
regulate  the  progress  of  the  works  at  the  New  Houses  as  that  the  cost  of  them,  at  the  end 
of  every  year,  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  the  vote  taken  in  Parliament  for  the  service  of 
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that  year.  With  a  view  to  your  assistance  in  effecting  so  desirable  an  object,  I  am  to 
acquaint  you  that  the  bookkeeper  of  this  department  has  been  instructed  to  furnish  you,  at 
the  beginning  of  every  two  months,  with  a  statement  of  all  payments  which  shall  have  been 
made  within  the  two  months  preceding,  and  of  the  balance  which  those  payments  shall  have 
left  available  for  the  service  of  the  current  year.

Sir,  Treasury  Chambers,  21  July  1853. 

The  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  have  had  under  their  con- 
sideration your  report  of  the  18th  instant,  submitting  statements  in  reference  to  the 
state  of  tfie  depending  accounts  at  the  New  Houses  of  Parliament,  and  to  the 
inadequacy  of  the  vote  which  has  been  taken  for  the  service  of  the  current  year  to 
provide  for  the  discharge  of  those  accounts,  and  for  the  necessary  progress  of  the 
building.  In  reference  thereto,  I  am  to  state  that  my  Lords  learn  with  satisfac- 
tion that  a  system  of  accounts  has  now  been  established,  which,  if  persevered  in, 
will  insure  the  limitation  of  the  expenditure  within  the  year  to  the  amouiit  of 
money  granted  by  Parliament  for  the  service  of  the  year,  and  they  rely  upon  the 
determination  of  the  Board  of  Works  to  enforce  adherence  to  that  salutary 
arrangement. 

My  Lords  entirely  approve  of  the  suggestion  contained  in  your  report,  that  the 
annual  requisitions  of  Sir  Charles  Barry  should  be  accompanied  by  plans,  show- 
ing in  colour  those  particular  portions  of  the  building  to  which  his  estimates  are 
intended  to  apply  ;  and  they  iurther  direct,  that  the  estimates  to  be  laid  before 
Parliament  in  each  succeeding  year,  shall  be  accompanied  by  statements,  illus- 
trated by  plans,  showing  the  works  actually  executed  out  of  the  money  voted 
for  the  service  of  the  preceding  year. 

With  such  information  before  them,  Parliament  will  be  enabled  to  form  a 
judgment  regarding  the  correct  application  of  their  previous  votes  and  the  cha^ 
racterof  the  works  for  which  further  votes  may  be  demanded. 

My  Lords  request  that  you  will  direct  that  plans  of  the  description  recom- 
mended may  be  prepared  without  delay,  showing  in  colour  the  portions  of  the 
building  to  which  the  proposed  expenditure  of  76,515  /.  for  further  works  to  be 
executed  in  1853-4  is  intended  to  apply,  in  order  that  they  may  be  laid  before 
Parliament,  together  with  the  Supplementary  Estimate  which  it  is  necessary  to 
submit  to  The  House  ;  and  their  Lordships  would  impress  strongly  upon  you 
the  great  importance  of  making  such  arrangements  for  the  progress  of  the  build- 
ing as  will  ensure  the  completion,  in  the  first  instance,  of  those  works  which  are 
most  needed  for  the  convenience  of  the  public  service,  in  preference  to  the 
"Victoria  Tower,  the  proceeding  with  which  is  not  at  present  of  equal  urgency. 

The  works  which  are  of  most  importance  at  the  present  moment,  are,  firstly, 
the  offices  of  the  House  of  Peers,  to  be  erected  between  the  Victoria  Tower  and 
the  end  of  Westminster  Hall ;  and  secondly,  the  Clock  Tower.  The  first  are 
urgently  required  not  only  from  a  due  regard  to  the  convenience  of  the  House 
of  Peers,  but  as  a  measure  of  economy,  since  an  annual  expenditure  of  5,000  /. 
is  now  incurred  for  providing  temporary  accommodation  for  these  departments. 

The  Clock  Tower  is  next  in  importance,  because  my  Lords  are  given  to  under- 
stand that  the  clock  is  now  ready,  but  that  the  Astronomer  Royal  considers  that 
it  cannot  be  fixed  in  its  place  without  risk  until  the  tower  is  roofed  in  and 
finished.  Subject  to  these  requirements,  my  Lords  are  pleased  to  authorise  a 
further  estimate  being  submitted  to  Parliament  for  the  deficiency  to  be  provided 
for  beyond  the  vote  already  obtained  this  Session,  on  account  of  the  works 
reported  to  be  necessary  during  the  current  year.  Their  Lordships  collect  from 
the  Papers  before  them,  that  the  further  vote  required  for  this  purpose  will 
amount  to  69,127  L ;  and  they  request  that  you  will  transmit  to  them  the  neces- 
sary estimate  to  be  laid  before  the  House  of  Commons  accordingly.

The  Board  would  be  glad  to  be  furnished  with 
these  at  your  earliest  convenience.  The  second  of  these  requisitions  the  Board  must  con- 
sider as  limiting  the  immediate  progress  of  the  works  to  the  offices  of  the  House  of  Peers 
and  the  Clock  Tower.  I  am  to  request,  therefore,  that  the  works  at  the  Victoria  Tower 
may  for  the  present  be  suspended,  and  that  no  further  expenditure  may  be  incurred  upon 
this  portion  of  the  building,  except  under  the  especial  authority  of  this  Board.

Sir,  Westminster,  26  July  1853. 

•  In  compliance  with  the  request  contained  in  your  letter  of  the  25th  instant,  I  enclose  a 
plan  of  the  New  Palace  at  Westminster,  showing,  by  red  and  yellow  tints,  those  portions  of 
the  building  to  which  the  Votes  for  the  year  ending  the  31st  March  1854  are  proposed  to  be 
made  available.  With  respect  to  the  proposed  limitation  of  the  progress  of  tne  works,  and 
the  suspension  for  the  present  of  the  works  at  the  Victoria  Tower,  mentioned  in  your  letter, 
I  beg  to  acquaint  you  that  I  have  no  power  by  the  contract  with  Mr.  Jay  to  stop  any  portion 
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of  the  works  included  in  it,  except  in  case  of  improper  materials  and  workmanship  or  insuffi- 
cient dispatch ;  but  as  I  have  the  power  to  regulate  the  progress  of  each  portion  of  it,  I  will 
take  care  so  to  reduce  the  number  of  hands  employed  upon  the  Victoria  Tower  as  to  comply 
with  the  wishes  of  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  as  far  as  it  is  possible,  without  giving  Mr.  Jay 
the  opportunity  of  charging  the  Crown  with  a  breach  of  contract  which  otherwise  it  is  possible 
he  might  do,  inasmuch  as  the  masonry  of  the  towers  is  the  most  profitable  part  of  his  contract, 
I  think  it  right,  also,  to  observe,  that  it  is  important  to  the  ventilation  of  the  entire  building 
that  each  of  the  lofty  towers,  which  are  the  channels  of  admission  and  emission  of  air,  should 
be  completed  as  soon  as  possible ;  and  that  it  would  not  be  safe  and  prudent,  with  reference 
to  the  stability  of  the  fabric,  that  the  Victoria  Tower  should  be  stopped  at  its  present  level, 
even  if  the  conditions  of  the  contract  allowed  of  it  A  considerable  portion  of  the  masonry 
for  that  tower  is  already  wholly  and  in  part  prepared  for  setting,  but  cannot  be  at  present 
hoisted  owing  to  the  engine  and  lifting  gear  being  at  present  under  repair.  The  number  of 
masons  at  present  employed  upon  this  tower  is  60,  which  number  I  would  propose  to  reduce 
to  25,  if  it  be  possible.

Agreement  made  the  tenth  day  of  February,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-three,  between  the  Right  Honourable  Sir  William 
Molesworth,  Baronet,  one  of  Iter  Majesty's  Most  Honourable  Privy  Councillors, 
First  Commissioner  of  Her  Majesty's  Works  and  Public  Buildings,  in  his  capacity 
as  such  Commissioner  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty  s 
Works  and  Public  Buildings  of  the  one  part,  and  David  Boswell  Reid,  Esquire, 
Doctor  of  Medicine,  of  the  other  part :  Whereas,  in  or  about  the  month  of  April, 
One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty,  the  said  David  Boswell  Reid  was  engaged 
by  the  then  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Woods,  Forests,  Land  Revenues, 
Works  and  Buildings,  with  the  approbation  of  the  then  Lords  Commissioners  of 
Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  to  undertake  the  charge  of  warming  and  ventilating  the 
New  Houses  of  Parliament ;  and  in  or  about  the  month  of  April,  One  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-four,  the  said  David  Boswell  Reid  was  engaged  by  the 
then  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Woods,  Forests,  Land   Revenues,  Work* 
and  Buildings,  with  the  like  approbation,  to  superintend  the  lighting  of  the  said 
New  Houses  of  Parliament :  And  whereas,  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  made  and 
passed  in  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty, 
the  direction  of  Her  Majesty's  Works  and  Public  Buildings  was  separated  from 
the  management  of  the  possessions  and  land  revenues  of  the  Crown,  and  committed 
to  the  Commissioners  of  Her   Majesty's  Works  and  Public  Buildings:   And 
whereas  the  said  David  Boswell  Reid  complains  of  certain  grievances  and  injuries 
alleged  by  the  said  David  Boswell  Reid  to  have  been  suffered  by  him  since  his 
said  engagements  to  warm,  ventilate,  and  light  the  said  New  Houses  of  Parlia- 
ment at   Westminster,  and   claims  to  be  entitled   to   compensation  from   Her 
Majesty's  Government  in  respect  of  such  grievances  and  injuries,  and  has  delivered 
to  the  said  First  Commissioner  of  Her  Majesty's  Works  and  Public  Buildings,  at 
his  request,  a  paper,  purporting  to  be  a  statement  signed  by  him,  the  said  David 
Boswell  Reid,  of  the  grievances  and  injuries  in  respect  of  which  he  claims  com- 
pensation as  aforesaid ;  a  copy  of  which  statement  is  hereunto  annexed,  and  signed 
by  the  said  David  Boswell  Reid :   And  whereas  it  has  seemed  fit  to  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Her  Majesty's  Works  and  Public  Buildings  that  the  said  claim  of  the 
said  David  Boswell  Reid  should  be  referred  to  arbitration  as  hereinafter  mentioned, 
so  as  finally  to  terminate  all  questions  of  claim  by  the  said  David  Boswell  Reid 
upon  Her  Majesty's  Government.

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amount  of  compensation  (if  any)  ought  to  be  paid  to  the  said  David  Boswell  Reid 
in  respect  thereof,  shall  be  referred  to  the  award  of  William  Forsyth,  Esquire, 
Barrister-at-JLaw,  and  John  Forbes,  Doctor  of  Medicine,  d.c.l.  and  f.r.s.  ;  and  in 
case  they  should  not  agree,  then  to  such  third  person  as  they,  the  said  arbitrators, 
shall,  by  writing  under  their  hands  hereon  endorsed,  appoint  before  entering  upon 
the  said  reference.  And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  the  said  arbitrators  shall  make 
their  award  under  their  hands  and  seals  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  April  next, 
and  in  case  they  shall  not  make  their  award  within  the  time  so  limited,  then  that  the 
umpire  to  be  appointed  as  aforesaid  shall  make  his  award  concerning  the  premises 
oil  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  May  next :  Provided  always,  and  it  is  hereby  agreed 
and  declared,  that  the  said  arbitrators  or  their  umpire  (as  the  case  may  be),  shall 
not  be  confined  to  or  bound  by  technical  rules  of  procedure  in  considering  the 
matters  hereby  agreed  to  be  referred,  and  in  making  their  or  his  award  thereon,  it 
being  the  intention  of  the  parties  hereto  that  the  rights  (if  any)  of  the  said  David 
Boswell  Reid,  whether  at  law  or  in  equity,  shall  be  fully  and  fairly  investigated 
and  ascertained.

Statement  referred  to  in  the  annexed  Submission,  showing  the  Grievances  and 
Injuries  complained  of  by  Dr.  Reid,  and  in  respect  of  which  he  claims  Com- 
pensation. 

1st.  For  the  course  pursued  towards  him  in  1846,  when  the  management  of  the 
ventilation,  wanning  and  lighting  the  New  Houses  of  Parliament  was  taken  out 
of  his  hands  by  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Public  Works  and  Building's, 
and  placed  under  the  direetion  of  another  party.

That  it  was  proved  to  the  Committee,  that  William  Harris  was  bribed  with 
3/.;  William  Morley  with  2/.,  and  a  supplementary  payment  of  1/.  made  subse- 
quentto  the  election;  John  Blake  with  2 1. ;  Robert  Walcup  with  2/.;  Richard 
Walcup  with  2/.;  Francis  Radford  with  2/. ;  Thomas  Taylor  with  2/.;  Henry 
Needham  with  2/.;  Francis  Staley  with  2/.;  Charles  Cockaigne  with  2/.  * 
Edward  Cockaigne  with  2/.;  William  Oliver  with  1/.;  John  Swann  wkh  2/.; 
and  Henry  Sharrack  with  2/. 

That  Thomas  Morgan  seems  to  have  been  the  person  principally  engaged  in 
the  above-mentioned  acts  of  bribery,  and  the  funds  for  such  purpose  appear  to 
have  been  furnished  to  Morgan  through  the  intervention  of  a  person  named 
Thomas  Lund : — That  George  Clayton,  John  Ford,  and  Alfred  Ackermann  were 
likewise  engaged  in  various  acts  or  bribery  and  corruption.

That  John  Walker  was  actively  engaged  as  an  agent  in  carrying  into  effect  a 
most  extensive  system  of  bribery  and  treating  at  the  last  election.

That  it  was  proved  to  the  Committee  that  Joseph  Sharpless  was  bribed  with 
5/.,  William  Whiteside  with  5/.,  Charles  Parsons  Mawson  with  6/.,  Joseph 
Had  wen  with  2/.,  Thomas  Bond  with  2/.,  and  John  Garth  with  20  s.

Alexander  Mackinnon,  Esq.,  by  his  counsel,  declared,  that  being  unable  to 
disconnect  his  agents  with  treating  which  took  place  at  a  dinner  given  to 
certain  of  the  electors  of  the  town  and  port  of  Rye,  on  2d  July  1862,  he 
was  satisfied  that  the  Committee  must  come  to  the  decision  that  his  election 
was  void  on  the  ground  of  treating,  and  therefore  that  he  should  no  longer 
defend  his  seat.

said  William  Alexander  Mackinnon,  Esq.,  between  the  1st  day  of  June  and 
the  1st  day  of  August  1S52. 

That  considering  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  above  allegations,  this  Com- 
mittee think  it  their  duty  to  recommend  that  further  inquiry  and  investigation 
shall  be  made  regarding  the  bribery  at  the  said  election,  in  the  manner 
prescribed  in*  6th  and  6th  Vict.  cap.  102,  sect.  2. 

That  the  reasons  alleged  by  counsel  for  the  abandonment  of  the  trial  of  the 
said  charges  of  bribery  appeared  to  this  Committee  to  be  sufficient  to  justify 
such  abandonment,  and  they  therefore  have  not  felt  ft  necessary  to  examine 
the  Sitting  Member,  or  the  candidate,  or  their  agents,  under  the  powers  given 
by  the  first  section  of  the  said  Act.

That  it  appears  from  the  evidence  taken  before  this  Committee,  that  from 
1882  to  1852  inclusive,  Mr.  Jeremiah  Smith  of  Springfield  House,  near  Rve, 
has  exercised  a  great  influence  in  all  the  elections  of  a  Member  for  that 
borough. 

That  the  influence  of  Mr.  Jeremiah  Smith  was  ereated  and  maintained, 
by  a  system  of  lending  money  to  voters  in  sums  varying  from  several 
hundred  pounds  down  to  two  or  three  pounds,  according  to  the  position  and 
necessities  of  the  applicant ;  which  system  was  carried  to  a  very  great  extent. 

By  documents  submitted  to  this  Committee,  it  appears  that  from  1882  to 
1887  inclusive,  Mr.  Smith  corruptly  lent  money  for  electioneering  purposes, 
to  the  amount  of  more  than  8,200  /. ;  and  he  has  himself  stated  in  his  evidence, 
that  in  1887  loans  of  this  nature  were  outstanding  to  the  extent  of  15,000  /. 
He  added,  that  these  advances  were  made  by  instructions  from  Major 
Curteia,  then  the  Member  for  the  borough.

That,  irrespectively  of  political  objects,  Mr.  Smith  appears  frequently  to 
have  lent  money  to  persons  in  the  town  and  neighbourhood  of  Rye ;  but 
this  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  the  evidence  before  them  affords  the 
strongest  grounds  for  believing  thai  the  system  of  political  loans,  and  the 
exercise  of  influence  so  obtained,  has  been  continued  by  Mr.  Smith,  though 
on  a  less  extensive  scale,  down  to  the  last  election  in  1852. 

That  at  the  election  of  1852  Mr.  Smith  gave  his  support  to  Mr.  Mackinnon, 
and  a  list  of  56  voters  has  been  submitted  to  this  Committee  who  voted  for 
Mr.  Mackinnon,  being,  at  the  time,  indebted  to  Mr.  Smith. 

That,  of  the  above  56  voters,  a  large  proportion  appear  to  this  Com- 
mittee to  have  been  accommodated  with  money,  or  kept  in  debt  by  demands 
for  interest,  generally  made  in  the  year  or  in  the  immediate  prospect  of  an 
•lection,  for  electioneering  purposes ;  and  in  some  instances  it  was  proved, 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee,  that  the  votes  of  the  electors  were  in-  • 
fluenced  in  this  way  at  the  last  election. 

That  there  has  been  submitted  to  this  Committee  a  list  of  14  voters,  who 
being  indebted  to  Mr.  Smith,  voted  for  Mr.  Pomfret,  and  a  list  of  five  voters 
who  being  indebted  to  Mr.  Smith,  abstained  from  voting ;  but  it  appears  to 
this  Committee  that  12  of  the  above  19  voters  were  either  indebted  to  Mr. 
Smith  in  the  ordinary  way  of  business  and  without  loans,  or  were  pressed  for 
repayment  after  voting  against  his  wishes,  in  a  way  which  tends  to  confirm 
the  view  taken  by  the  Committee  of  the  previous  evidence. 

That  it  appears  from  the  evidence  that  Mr.  Mackinnon  paid  2,030  /.  into  the 
London  and  County  Joint  Stock  Bank  at  Rye,  previous  to  and  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  late  election,  and  Mr.  Mackinnon's  agent  subsequently  tendered 
accounts  to  this  Committee,  from  which  it  appears  that  nearly  the  whole  of 
this  sum  was  expended  on  the  election,  and  1,283/.  was  spent  in  treating  at 
84  public-houses,  of  which  a  list  was  furnished. 

That  evidence  was  tendered  to  this  Committee  in  support  of  three  charges  of 
bribery  by  Mr.  Pomfret ;  but  this  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  evidence 
failed  to  establish  the  accusation,  and  they  think  it  right  to  add,  that  Mr. 
Pomfret  appears  to  have  spent  only  130/.  during  the  contest. 

That  this  Committee  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  recommend  a  further  inquiry 
by  a  Commission,  because  the  statements  of  expenditure  by  both  candidates, 
which  have  been  submitted  to  them,  seem  to  disprove  the  existence  of  direct 
money  bribery  at  the  late  election ;  and  the  other  corrupt  practices  which 
have  prevailed  at  the  last  and  several  preceding  elections  have  been  suffi- 
ciently established  by  the  inquiry  which  this  Committee  have  conducted ; 
but  the  Committee  desire  to  call  the  special  attention  of  The  House  to  the 
system  of  corrupt  loans  which  is  exposed  in  the  foregoing  resolutions.  They 
think  it  most  important  that  a  remedy  for  this  mode  of  corruption  should,  if 
possible,  be  included  in  future  legislation,  inasmuch  as  they  consider  it  to  be 
a  system  most  fatal  to  freedom  of  election,  and  more  dangerous  to  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  voter,  because  more  enduring  and  less  costly  than  ordinary 
bribery.

That  it  was  not  proved  that  these  acts  of  bribery  were  committed  with  the 
knowledge  and  consent  of  the  said  Henry  Plumptre  Gipps  and  the  said  Henry 
Butler  Johnstone. 

That  the  Committee  find  that  a  system  of  corruption  by  means  of  colour  tickets 
prevailed  at  the  last  election  on  behalf  of  the  Sitting  Members,  and  at  previous 
lections  for  the  city  of  Canterbury  generally.

tainment, with  a  view  to  secure  their  votes  for  the  said  Charles  Gavan  Duffy ;  and 
the  said  electors  were  brought  up  to  the  poll,  two  and  two,  well  guarded,  as 
if  they  were  malefactors,  by  the  agents,  friends,  and  supporters  of  the  said 
Charles  Gavan  Duffy,  in  order  to  give  their  votes  at  the  said  election  for  the  said 
Charles  Gavan  Duffy ;  and  by  reason  of  the  said  locking  up  and  imprisonment 
and  treating,  they  were  forced  or  improperly  influenced  to  give  their  votes  for  the 
said  Charles  Gavan  Duffy." 


4  April. — New  Windsor  Election. 

House  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  unanimously  determined : — 

That  the  Honourable  Charles  Wellesley,  commonly  called  Lord  Charles  Wel- 
lesley, is  duly  elected  a  burgess  to  serve  in  this  present  Parliament  for  the  borough 
of  New  Windsor. 

House  further  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  also  unanimously  agreed  to 
the  following  Resolutions : — 

That  treating  to  a  considerable  extent  appears  to  have  existed  at  the  last  election 
for  the  borough  of  New  Windsor,  but  that  such  treating  was  not  proved  to  have 
taken  place  for  the  purpose  of  corruptly  influencing  voters,  or  to  have  been  by 
the  order  or  with  the  sanction  of  Lord  Charles  Wellesley,  or  of  his  agents. 

That  a  practice  appears  to  have  prevailed  at  recent  elections  for  the  said  borough 
of  hiring  and  employing  large  bodies  of  men  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  voters

1.  That  it  was  proved  to  the  Committee,  that  the  fcaid  Charles  John  Mare, 
esquire,  was,  by  himself  and  his  agents,  guilty  of  bribery  at  the  last  election  for 
the  said  borough,  by  promising  employment  and  situations  to  electors  of  the  said 
borough,  with  a  view  to  influence  their  votes. 

2.  That  it  was  proved  to  the  Committee,  that  George  Knapman  was  bribed  by 
the  said  Charles  John  Mare,  esquire,  and  by  Joseph  George  Churchward,  by  the 
promise  to  use  their  influence  to  obtain  a  situation  in  the  Excise. 

3.  That  Robert  Sheers  was  bribed  by  the  said  Joseph  George  Churchward 
by  a  promise  of  a  situation  in  the  Customs  for  his  son-in-law,  William  Henry 
Bramadge. 

4.  That  William  King  was  bribed  by  the  said  Joseph  George  Churchyard,  by 
the  promise  of  employment. 

5.  That  William  Geach,  being  an  elector  of  the  said  borough,  was  promised 
employment  for  his  son  by  the  said  Charles  John  Mare,  esquire,  while  the  said 
Charles  John  Mare,  esquire,  was  a  candidate  for  the  said  borough. 

6.  That  an  attempt  was  made,  by  George  Mennie  and  Nicholas  Sumpter,  to 
influence  the  vote  of  Samuel  Deny  Lewis  Medlen,  by  an  offer  of  an  appointment 
for  his  son  if  he  would  give  a  vote  to  the  said  Charles  John  Mare,  esquire,  and 
that  the  offer  so  made  was  communicated  to  and  adopted  by  the  said  Charles  John 
Mare,  esquire.

Resolutions : 

*  That  William  Alexander  Mackinnon,  esquire,   was,  by  his  agents,  guilty  of 
treating  at  the  last  election  for  the  said  town  and  port. 

That  on  the  first  day  of  the  sitting  of  this  Committee,  the  said  William  Alex- 
Mackinnon,  esquire,  by  his  Counsel,  declared,  that  being  unable  to  disconnect  his 
agents  with  treating  which  took  place  at  a  dinner  given  to  certain  of  the  electors 
of  the  town  and  port  of  Rye,  on  the  2d  July  1852,  he  was  satisfied  that  the  Com- 
mittee mutt  come  to  the  decision  that  his  election  was  void  on  the  ground  of 
treating,  and  therefore  that  he  should  no  longer  defend  his  seat. 

That  there  have  been  submitted  to  this  Committee  a  list  of  10  electors  of  the 
town  and  port  of  Rye,  who  are  alleged  to  have  received  bribes  at  the  last  election 
for  the  said  town  and  port,  and  a  list  of  persons  who  are  charged  with  giving  the 
said  bribes,  and  also  a  list  of  29  public-houses  and  beerhouses  at  which  treating  is 
alleged  to  have  taken  place  in  the  interest  of  the  said  William  Alexander 
Mackinnon,  esquire,  between  the  1st  day  of  June  and  the  1st  day  of  August  1852. 

That  considering  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  above  allegations,  this  Committee 
think  it  their  duty  to  recommend  that  further  inquiry  and  investigation  shall 
be  made  regarding  the  bribery  at  the  said  election,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in 
5  &  6  Vict.  c.  102,  s.  2. 

That  the  reasons  alleged  by  Counsel  for  the  abandonment  of  the  trial  of  the  said 
charges  of  bribery  appeared  to  this  Committee  to  be  sufficient  to  justify  such 
abandonment,  and  they  therefore  have  not  felt  it  necessary  to  examine  the 
Sitting  Member,  or  the  candidate,  or  their  agents,  under  the  powers  given  by 
the  1st  section  of  the  said  Act.

That  the  Committee  have  reason  to  believe  that  corrupt  practices  extensively 
prevailed  in  the  paid  borough  of  Tynemouth,  at  the  last  election.

That  a  system  of  intimidation  was  organised  at  the  late  election  for  the 
county  of  Clare,  which  resulted  in  a  riot  at  Six-mile  Bridge,  deterring  voters 
from  exercising  their  franchise. 

That  it  appears  to  the  Committee  that  a  mob,  professing  to  be  supporters  of 
the  petitioner,  created  a  riot  in  Kilrush,  but  that  it  has  not  been  proved  before 
the  Committee  that  any  elector  was  prevented  thereby  from  exercising  his 
franchise. 

That,  from  the  evidence  produced  before  the  Committee,  it  appears  that  at 
the  time  when  the  riot  took  place  at  Six-mile  Bridge  the  Reverend  John  Burke, 
Roman-catholic  priest,  excited  the  people  and  took  part  himself  ia  the  riot* 
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That  the  Reverend  Michael  Clune,  Roman-catholic  priest,  excited  the  people 
to  take  part  in  the  riot. 

That  there  does  not  appear  to  have  been  any  general  undue  interference 
on  the  part  of  the  Roman-catholic  clergy  at  the  late  election  for  the  county  of 
Clare. 

That  it  appears  to  the  Committee  that  Sir  John  Forster  Fitzgerald  and 
Cornelius  O'Brien,  esquire,  did  not  in  any  way  encourage  or  were  cognizant  of 
the  riotous  proceedings. 


28  February. — Clitheroe  Election. 

House  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  determined  : — 

That  Matthew  Wilson,  esquire,  is  not  duly  elected  a  burgess  to  serve  in  this 
present  Parliament  for  the  borough  of  Clitheroe. 
That  the  last  election  for  the  said  borough  is  a  void  election. 

House  further  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  unanimously  agreed  to  the 
following  Resolutions : — 

That  Matthew  Wilson,  esquire,  was,  by  his  agents,  guilty  of  bribery  and 
treating  at  the  last  election  for  the  borough  of  Clitheroe ;  but  that  it  was  not 
proved  that  such  bribery  and  treating  had  been  committed  with  the  consent 
or  knowledge  of  the  said  Matthew  Wilson. 

That  it  has  been  proved  to  the  Committee  that  Henry  Taylor  was  bribed  with 
the  sum  of  30  /. 

That  extensive  and  systematic  treating,  together  with  other  corrupt  and  illegal 
practices,fprevailed  at  the  last  election  for  the  said  borough. 

That  violent  and  tumultuous  proceedings  appear  to  have  taken  place  at  the 
said  election,  and  that  hired  bands  of  men  armed  with  sticks  and  bludgeons 
were  introduced  into  the  said  borough  for  purposes  of  undue  influence  and 
intimidation. 

1  August. — Clitheroe  Election. 

House  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  determined  : — 

That  John  Thomas  Walshman   Aspinall,  Esquire,  is   not  duly  elected  a 
butfgess  to  serve  in  this  present  Parliament  for  the  borough  of  Clitheroe. 
That  the  last  election  for  the  borough  of  Clitheroe  is  a  void  election.  > 

House  further  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  come  to  the  following 
Resolutions : — 

That  John  Thomas  Walshman  Aspinall,  Esquire,  being  a  candidate  at  the 
election  for  the  borough  of  Clitheroe,  held  in  July  1852,  was  guilty  of  treating 
at  such  election. 

That  an  objection  having  been  made  by  the  Counsel  for  the  Sitting  Member, 
arising  out  of  the  peculiar  frame  of  the  allegation  of  the  petition  with  refeiy  nee 
to  the  election  of  1852,  the  Committee,  on  the  18th  of  July,  came  to  th$ 
following  Resolution : 

u  That  under  the  general  allegation  contained  in  the  petition  of  €  corrupt 
practices '  at  the  election  of  1 852,  *  whereby  the  said  John  Thomas  Walshman 
Aspinall  was  incapacitated  and  ineligible  from  sitting  or  being  chosen  to  sit,  in 
.this  present  Parliament,  for  the  said  borough  of  Clitheroe,'  it  is  competent 
,  to  the  petitioner  to  give  evidence  of  bribery  or  corrupt  treating,  under  the 
5  &  6  Vict.  c.  102,  at  or  previous  to  the  election  of  1852 ;  but  inasmuch  as 
the  allegation  of  the  petition  as  regards  that  election  is  confined  to  a  charge  of 
corrupt  practices  against  Mr.  Aspinall,  without  such  specific  mention  of  his 
agents  as  is  contained  in  the  subsequent  allegation  with  reference  to  the 
election  of  1853,  the  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  evidence  of  bribery  and 
corrupt  treating  cannot  be  admitted  under  the  terms  of  the  petition,  as  regards 
the  election  of  1852,  unless  it  shall  be  proved  that  such  bribery  or  corrupt 
treating  were  committed  by  Mr.  Aspinall  himself,  or  by  an  agent;  with  his 
consent  or  knowledge." 
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That  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution,  the  Committee  received  evidence 
of  various  acts  of  treating  proved  to  have  been  committed  with  the  sanction  of 
Mr.  Hartley  Baldwin,  the  authorised  conducting  agent  of  the  Sitting  Member, 
and  of  Mr.  Hall,  Mr.  Baldwin's  partner,  and  also  of  the  recognition  by  these 
gentlemen  of  bills  for  expenditure  in  treating  under  circumstances  which  raised 
the  primd  facie  presumption  that  such  acts  were  done  with  the  knowledge  and 
consent  of  Mr.  Aspinall. 

That  Mr.  Aspinall  having  tendered  himself  for  examination,  and  having 
denied  any  personal  cognizance  of  these  illegal  acts,  the  Committee,  in  coming 
to  the  Resolution  that  Mr.  Aspinall  had  been  guilty  of  treating,  thought  it  right 
to  add,  that  such  "  Resolution  is  not  founded  on  a  disbelief  of  the  evidence 
given  by  the  Sitting  Member  yesterday,  but  because  upon  a  review  of  the  entire 
transactions,  the  Committee  have  felt  bound  to  regard  Mr.  Aspinall  within  the 
meaning  of  their  former  Resolution  of  the  18th  of  July,  as  a  consenting  party 
to  the  illegal  expenditure  proved  to  have  been  sanctioned  by  Mr.  Baldwin, 
irrespective  of  the  question  of  Mr.  AspinalTs  personal  cognizance  of  the  acts 
of  treating." 

That  the  decision  of  the  Committee  is  exclusively  founded  on  the  proceedings 
which  took  place  at  the  election  of  July  1852,  respecting  which  they  fully 
concur  with  the  former  Committee,  who  reported  to  The  House  on  the  28th  of 
February  last,  "  that  extensive  and  systematic  treating  prevailed ;"  and  they  are 
of  opinion,  that  the  practice  of  opening  public-houses  and  indiscriminate  en- 
couragement of  drinking  then  took  place,  on  both  sides,  to  an  extent  most 
mischievous  and  demoralizing.  As  regards  the  subsequent  election  of  1853, 
however,  they  think  it  right  to  state,  that  no  evidence  was  offered  in  support  of 
any  charge  of  treating  or  other  corrupt  practices,  and  that,  on  the  contrary, 
from  the  evidence  which  came  incidentally  before  them,  the  Committee  have 
no  reason  to  believe  that  such  election  was  improperly  conducted.  Under 
these  circumstances,  the  Committee  do  not  feel  called  upon  to  recommend  the 
suspension  of  the  Writ,  or  any  special  measure  with  regard  to  the  borough  of 
Clitheroe. 

That,  from  the  proceedings  before  the  Committee,  they  think  it  right  to  draw 
the  attention  of  The  House  to  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  the  law,  with  regard 
to  the  effect  of  notice  to  electors  of  disqualifications  in  the  case  of  a  candidate 
who  is  returned  by  a  majority  of  votes.  By  the  common  law  the  principle 
seems  to  be  firmly  established,  that  where  a  candidate  is  in  point  of  fact  dis- 
qualified at  the  time  of  an  election,  all  votes  given  for  him  with  knowledge  of 
the  fact  upon  which  such  disqualification  is  founded,  must  be  considered  as 
thrown  away.  This  knowledge  may  be  established  either  by  distinct  notice  or 
by  notoriety,  and  it  will  in  all  cases  be  inferred,  that  where  the  voter  is  aware  of 
the  facts,  he  is  aware  of  the  legal  deduction  from  those  facts,  however  intricate 
and  doubtful  such  deduction  may  be.  It  is  obvious  that  on  these  principles  it 
may  be  contended,  that  in  all  cases,  without  exception,  where  notice  of  dis- 
qualification is  served  on  a  sufficient  number  of  voters  of  the  majority,  and 
where  the  fact  of  such  disqualification  existing  at  the  time  of  the  election,  is 
subsequently  established,  the  candidate  who  was  in  a  minority  on  the  poll  is 
entitled  to  the  seat,  and  some  cases  before  Election  Committees  appear  to  have 
beta  decided  on  principles  which  lead  inevitably  to  this  conclusion.  On  the 
other  hand,  other  cases  point  to  the  conclusion  that  to  give  effect  to  the  notice, 
the  disqualification  must  be  founded  on  some  positive  and  definite  fact,  existing 
and  established  at  the  time  of  the  polling,  so  as  to  lead  to  the  fair  inference  of 
wilful  perverseness  on  the  part  of  the  electors  voting  for  the  disqualified 
person.  The  Committee,  in  deciding  this  case,  have  unanimously  adopted  the 
latter  view,  which  they  believe  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  sound  construction 
of  the  law,  as  well  as  with  justice  and  reason.  At  the  same  time,  they  cannot 
but  feel  that  the  cases  are  so  contradictory,  that  future  Committees  may,  as 
previous  Committees  have  done,  come  to  a  different  conclusion  on  the  same 
state  of  facts,  and  they  consider  it  therefore  most  desirable  that,  as  regards  the 
elections  of  Members  of  Parliament,  the  law  should  be  distinctly  defined  by 
some  statutory  enactment.  That  the  Committee,  while  they  do  not  consider  it 
within  their  province  to  suggest  the  remedy  which  it  may  seem  fit  to  the 
wisdom  of  Parliament  to  adopt,  yet  think  it  right  to  point  out  that* under  the 
administration  of  the  present  law,  as  sanctioned  by  some  precedents,  not  only 
may  injustice  be  done  to  constituencies  by  being  represented  by  persons  whom 
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the  majority  of  electors  have  deliberately  rejected,  but  also  that  each  individual 
voter  may  be  placed  in  a  position  of  hardship  and  difficulty,  if  upon  the  mere 
assertion  of  an  opposing  party  that  a  disqualification  exists,  the  truth  or  false- 
hood of  which  he  may  have  no  means  of  ascertaining,  he  is  to  exercise  his 
franchise  at  the  risk  of  his  vote  being  thrown  away,  if,  on  subsequent  investiga- 
tion, the  existence  of  that  disqualification  should  be  established. 


19  April. — Cockermouth  Election. 

House  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  determined  : — 

That  Henry  Aglionby  Aglionby,  esquire,  is  duly  elected  a  burgess  to  serve 
in  this  present  Parliament  for  the  borough  of  Cockermouth. 

That  General  Henry  Wyndham  is  duly  elected  a  burgess  to  serve  in  this 
present  Parliament  for  the  borough  of  Cockermouth. 

House  further  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  agreed  to  the  following 
Resolutions : — 

That  the  Committee  think  it  necessary  to  report  to  the  House,  that  Mr.  IL 
Benson,  the  accredited  agent  of  Mr.  Aglionby,  the  Sitting  Member,  was  a  party 
to  the  removal,  on  the  day  previous  to  the  nomination  at  the  last  election,  to 
the  house  of  a  relation,  of  a  voter  named  Isaac  Graves,  who  had  promised  to 
vote  for  the  Sitting  Member  General  Wyndham,  with  a  view  of  preventing  the 
said  voter  from  voting  as  he  had  intended. 

That  the  Committee  also  report,  that  Mr.  Benson  was  implicated  under  sus- 
picious circumstances,  a  short  time  before  the  election,  in  the  withdrawal  of  an 
execution  against  the  goods  of  a  voter  named  John  Wharton,  against  whom  a 
judgment  had  been  obtained  in  the  County  Court,  in  a  suit  in  which  he,  Mr. 
Benson,  was  the  attorney  for  the  plaintiff. 

That  the  Committee  further  think  it  right  to  report,  that  a  man  named  Joseph 
Martin,  junior,  was  proved  to  have  purchased  a  horse  for  the  sum  of  12  /.,  from 
a  voter  named  Henry  Willis,  who  had  promised  to  vote  for  the  Sitting  Member 
General  Wyndham,  which  sum  of  12  /.  far  exceeded  its  real  value,  for  the  purpose 
of  corruptly  influencing  his  vote,  and  that  the  said  Henry  Willis  subsequently 
voted  for  Mr,  Aglionby  and  Mr.  Horsman,  but  that  this  transaction  does  not 
appear  to  the  Committee  to  have  taken  place  with  the  sanction  or  privity  of  Mr, 
Aglionby  or  his  agents. 

That  the  Committee  further  report,  that  a  voter  named  Thomas  Dempsted 
was  unduly  influenced  and  corruptly  induced  by  Mr.  John  Steele,  his  employer, 
to  forbear  from  giving  his  vote  to  the  Sitting  Member  General  Wyndham,  as  he 
had  promised ;  but  that  this  transaction  does  not  appear  to  have  taken  place 
with  the  sanction  or  privity  of  Mr.  Aglionby  or  his  agents. 

Also,  that  a  voter  named  William  Smethurst  was  unduly  influenced  by  his 
employer,  Mr.  Thomas  Wilson,  to  forbear  giving  his  vote  to  the  Sitting  Member 
General  Wyndham,  as  he  had  promised ;  but  that  this  transaction  does  not 
appear  to  the  Committee  to  have  taken  place  with  the  sanction  or  privity  of  Mr. 
Aglionby  or  his  agents. 

That  the  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  Mr.  Senhouse,  an  agent  of  General 
Wyndham,  was  proved  to  have  interfered  under  suspicious  circumstances  in  the 
endeavour  to  procure  a  situation  in  the  Post  Office  for  the  son  of  Henry  Allison, 
a  voter. 

That  it  was  further  proved,  that  on  the  2d  of  April  certain  voters  of  the  said 
borough,  and  other  persons,  amounting  altogether  to  about  20,  obtained  re- 
freshment in  the  house  of  Francis  Moore,  a  voter,  which  refreshment,  amount- 
ing to  2  I.  6  £.,  was  paid  for  by  Mr.  Senhouse  the  next  morning ;  but  it  was  not 
proved  that  the  said  Mr.  Senhouse  was  at  that  period  the  agent  of  General 
Wyndham  for  the  purposes  of  the  election,  or  that  the  refreshment  was  given 
with  the  concurrence  or  knowledge  of  General  Wyndham. 
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26  May. — Cork  Election. 

House  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  determined : — 

That  Francis  Stack  Murphy,  esquire,  and  William  Fagan,  esquire,  are  duly 
elected  citizens  to  serve  in  this  present  Parliament  for  the  county  of  the  city 
of  Cork. 

House  further  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  agreed  to  the  following 
Resolutions : 

That  the  evidence  adduced  before  the  Committee  shows  that  during  the  last 
election  for  the  county  of  the  city  of  Cork,  riotous  and  tumultuous  proceedings 
took  place  in  the  said  city,  and  that  serious  outrages  and  assaults  were  com- 
mitted on  the  persons  and  property  of  several  electors  and  others. 

That  intimidation  was  exercised  upon,  and  threats  used  towards,  several 
voters,  for  the  purpose  of  influencing  their  votes. 

That  in  consequence  of  a  riotous  disturbance  at  one  of  the  polling  booths  in 
the  Lee  Ward,  the  deputy  sheriff  adjourned  the  poll  till  the  next  day,  when  it 
was  again  opened  and  the  polling  proceeded  with. 

That  it  appears  that  at  the  last  election  for  the  county  of  the  city  of  Cork, 
meat,  drink,  and  entertainment  were  provided  to  some  extent  for  the  refresh- 
ment of  voters. 

That  no  sufficient  evidence  has  been  brought  before  the  Committee  to  connect 
the  Sitting  Members  or  their  agents  with  the  providing  such  meat,  drink,  and 
entertainment. 


12  April. — Dartmouth  Election. 

House  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  determined :  — 

That  Sir  Thomas  Herbert  is  duly  elected  a  burgess  to  serve  in  this  present 
Parliament  for  the  borough  of  Dartmouth. 


9  March. — Derby  Election. 

House  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  determined : — 

That  Michael  Thomas  Bass,  Esq.,  is  duly  elected  a  burgess  to  serve  in  this 
present  Parliament  for  the  borough  of  Derby. 

That  Thomas  Berry  Horsfall,  esquire,  is  not  duly  elected  a  burgess  to  serve 
in  this  present  Parliament  for  the  borough  of  Derby. 

That  Lawrence  Heyworth,  esquire,  was  duly  elected,  and  ought  to  have  been 
returned  a  burgess  to  serve  in  this  present  Parliament  for  the  borough  of 
Derby. 

That  the  petition  of  William  Pool,  so  far  as  it  regards  the  return  of  Michael 
Thomas  Bass,  esquire,  was  frivolous  and  vexatious. 

House  further  informed,  that  they  had  altered  the  poll  taken  at  the  last  elec- 
tion by  striking  off  the  names  of  William  Harris,  Richard  Walcup,  William 
Morley,  Francis  Radford,  John  Blake,  Thomas  Taylor,  Robert  Walcup,  Henry 
Needham,  John  Swann,  Francis  Staley,  Charles  Cockaigne,  Edward  Cockaigne* 
William  Oliver,  and  Henry  Sharrack,  it  having  been  proved  that  they  had  re- 
ceived money  for  the  purpose  of  influencing  their  votes  at  the  last  election. 

House  also  further  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  agreed  to  the  following 
Resolutions : — 

That  Thomas  Berry  Horsfall,  esquire,  was,  by  his  agents,  guilty  of  bribery 
at  the  last  election,  but  that  it  has  been  proved,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Cora- 
ririttee,  that  such  bribery  was  altogether  without  the  concurrence  or  privity  of 
the  said  Thomas  Berry  Horsfall. 
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That  it  was  proved  to  the  Committee,  that  William  Harris  was  bribed  with 
3  /. ;  William  Morley  with  2  /.,  and  a  supplementary  payment  of  1  /.  made  sub- 
sequent to  the  election ;  John  Blake  with  2  /. ;  Robert  Walcup  with  2  /. 
Richard  Walcup  with  2  /. ;  Francis  Radford  with  2  I. ;  Thomas  Taylor  with  2  /. 
Henry  Needham  with  2  /. ;  Francis  Stalev  with  2  /. ;  Charles  Cockaigne  with  2-/. 
Edward  Cockaigne  with  2  /. ;  William  Oliver  with  1 1 ;  John  Swann  with  2  Z. 
and  Henry  Sharrack  with  2  /. 

That  Thomas  Morgan  seems  to  have  been  the  person  principally  engaged  in 
the  above-mentioned  acts  of  bribery,  and  the  funds  for  such  purpose  appear  to 
have  been  furnished  to  Morgan  through  the  intervention  of  a  person  named 
Thomas  Lund :— That  George  Clayton,  John  Ford,  and  Alfred  Ackermann  were 
likewise  engaged  in  various  acts  of  bribery  and  corruption. 

That  it  has  been  proved,  as  to  several  of  the  above  parties,  that  at  former 
elections  they  have  received  money  for  their  votes,  and  the  Committee  have 
reason  to  believe  that  such  corrupt  practice  has  been  prevalent  in  the  borough ; 
and  they  desire  to  state  their  opinion,  that  parties  once  reported  to  the  House 
as  guilty  of  bribery,  should  be  disqualified  for  the  future  from  exercising  any 
Parliamentary  franchise. 


9  June.— Durham  Election. 

House  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  determined  : — 

That  Lord  Adolphus  Vane  is  not  duly  elected  a  citizen  to  serve  in  this  pre* 
sent  Parliament  for  the  city  of  Durham. 

That  the  last  election  for  the  said  city  is  a  void  election. 

House  further  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  agreed  to  the  following 
Resolutions : — 

That  Lord  Adolphus  Vane  was,  by  his  agents,  guilty  of  bribery  at  the  last 
election. 

That  it  was  proved  to  the  Committee,  that  John  Nicholson  Atkinson  was 
bribed  by  the  payment  of  5  L9  but  that  it  was  not  proved  that  such  bribery  was 
committed  with  the  knowledge  or  consent  of  the  Sitting  Member, 


28  February. — Fbome  Election. 

House  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  determined : — 

That  Colonel  the  Honourable  Robert  Edward  Boyle,  having  at  the  time  of 
the  last  election  held  an  office  of  profit  under  the  Crown,  created  since  the  25th 
day  of  October  1 705,  is  riot  duly  elected  a  burgess  to  serve  in  this  present  Par- 
liament for  the  borough  of  Frome. 

That  the  last  election  for  the  borough  of  Frome  is  a  void  election. 


7  March. — Guildford  Ejection, 

House  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  determined : — 

That  Ross  Donnelly  Mangles  and  James  Bell,  esquires,  are  duly  elected  bur* 
gesses  to  serve  in  this  present  Parliament  for  the  borough  of  Guildford. 

House  further  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  agreed  to  the  following 
Resolutions: — 

That  the  allegations  of  bribery  and  treating  contained  in  the  petition  were 
made  without  any  reasonable  ground,  and  are  frivolous  and  vexatious. 

The  Committee  have  thereupon  ordered,  that  all  costs  and  expenses  of  and 
relating  to  the  said  allegations,  shall  be  forthwith  paid  by  the  petitioner  and  his 
surety,  to  the  said  Ross  Donnelly  Mangles  and  James  Bell,  esquires.

the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee  that  the  said  act  of  bribery  was  done  by  the 
said  George  Montagu  Warren  Peacocke,  esquire,  or  by  David  Waddington, 
esquire,  or  by  their  legal  agents. 


15  March.— Huddersfield  Election. 

House  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  determined: — 

That  William  Rookes  Crompton  Stansfield,  esquire,  is  not  duly  elected  a 
burgess  to  serve  in  this  present  Parliament  for  the  borough  of  Huddersfield. 
That  the  last  election  for  the  said  borough  of  Huddersfield  is  a  void  election. 

House  further  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  agreed  to  the  following 
Resolutions : — 

That  the  said  William  Rookes  Crompton  Stansfield  was,  by  his  agents,  guilty 
of  bribery  and  treating  at  the  last  election  for  the  said  borough. 

That  it  was  proved  to  the  Committee,  that  William  Radford,  a  publican, 
David  Dobson,  a  publican,  and  Jacob  Senior,  a  publican,  were  each  of  them 
bribed  by  colourable  payments  in  their  bills  for  the  last  election  of  the  discounts 
taken  off  from  their  previous  bills  for  the  last  election  but  one :  That  Joseph 
Hallowell  was  bribed  by  obtaining  for  his  nephew,  as  the  condition  for  his  vote, 
three  24-gallon  casks  of  ale,  a  portion  of  which  his  nephew  gave  away  among 
the  electors  on  the  day  of  the  election,  and  the  remainder  of  which  he  sold  at 
a  profit 

That  treating  throughout  the  said  borough  during  the  last  election  was 
general,  systematic,  and  extravagant  in  its  character :  That  between  60  and  70 
public-houses,  at  the  least,  were  opened  by  the  agents  of  the  Sitting  Member : 
That  refreshments  were  provided,  apparently  without  limit,  and  paid  for  without 
inquiry:  That  the  expenses  incurred  on  that  account  alone  amounted  to 
upwards  of  1,000/. :  That,  as  far  as  these  cases  were  separately  examined  into, 
it  appeared  that  the  only  persons  who  were  furnished  with  orders  to  provide 
such  refreshments  were,  with  one  exception,  registered  electors. 

That  it  was  not  proved  to  the  Committee  that  either  the  bribery  or  treating 
above  adverted  to  were  committed  with  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  said 
William  Rookes  Crompton  Stansfield. 

That  the  Committee  think  it  right  to  submit  to  the  consideration  of  The 
House,  that  a  system  of  treating  like  that  which  appears  to  have  prevailed  for 
some  time  in  the  borough  of  Huddersfield,  must  have  the  effect  of  exercising 
an  influence  over  the  mind  of  voters  as  corrupting  and  debasing  as  direct 
bribery.

House  further  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  unanimously  agreed  to  the 
following  Resolutions : — 

That  the  said  James  Clay,  esquire,  and  Viscount  Goderich,  were,  by  their 
agents,  guilty  of  bribery  and  treating  at  the  last  election. 

That  it  was  not  proved  that  the  acts  of  bribery  or  treating  were  committed 
with  the  knowledge  or  consent  of  the  Sitting  Members. 

That  John  Walker  was  actively  engaged  as  an  agent  in  carrying  into  effect  a 
most  extensive  system  of  bribery  and  treating  at  the  last  election. 

That  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  corrupt  practices  have  extensively 
prevailed  at  the  last  election  for  the  borough  of  Kingston-upon-HulL 

That  the  Committee  also  found,  that  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  a  system 
has  existed  in  the  borough  of  Kingston-upon-Hull  of  bribing  the  poorer  class 
of  voters  in  great  numbers,  by  a  payment  of  about  30  s.  a  head  at  the  last  and 
former  elections.

Hadwen  with  2  /.,  Thomas  Bond  with  2  /.,  and  John  Garth  with  20  s. 

15  April. — Leicester  Election. 

House  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  determined : —

elected  burgesses  to  serve  in  this  present  Parliament  for  the  borough  of 
Leicester.

House  further  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  agreed  to  the  following

That  Charles  Turner  and  William  Forbes  Mackenzie,  esquires,  were,  by  their 
agents,  guilty  of  bribery  and  treating. 

That  it  was  proved  that  William  Dodd,  Felix  M'Leary,  Joseph  Underwood, 
William  Harris,  Owen  Jones,  George  Jones,  John  Foulds,  Simon  Croft,  Charles 
Maxwell,  Thomas  Walthew,  Robert  Cook,  Joseph  Parkinson,  Robert  Cook, 
Joseph  Owen,  William  Coward,  Peter  Rice,  William  James  Hamilton,  John 
Brecken,  Thomas  Wilson,  Richard  Joynson,  Robert  Serjeant,  and  William 
Whitby,  were  bribed  by  the  payment  of  5  s.  each ;  John  Westmore,  Robert 
Talbot,  and  John  Brown,  by  the  payment  of  4  s.  each ;  and  Thomas  Cannell  by 
the  payment  of  10  *.,  but  it  was  not  proved  that  such  bribery  was  committed 
with  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  Sitting  Members* 

That  refreshments  were  provided  on  the  polling  day  for  voters  in  the  interest 
of  the  Sitting  Members  at  numerous  public-houses,  where  such  voters  had  been 
directed  to  assemble  for  the  purpose  of  being  conducted  to  the  poll,  but  that  it 
did  not  appear  on  the  evidence  that  the  treating  which  took  place  at  such 
houses  was  of  an  extravagant  character. 

That  the  several  sums  of  5  s,  and  4  *.,  by  which  the  abovenamed  electors 
are  reported  to  have  been  bribed,  were  given  to  them  on  account  of  having 
voted  for  the  Sitting  Members,  under  the  name  of  the  day's  pay,  and  as  in  com- 
pensation for  the  time  alleged  to  be  lost  by  attendance  at  the  election, 

That  these  payments  were  not  of  an  amount  beyond  the  average  daily  earnings 
of  the  voters  who  received  them ;  but,  from  the  disposition  of  the  polling  places 
in  the  several  wards  of  the  borough,  every  voter  might  have  polled  without  any 
such  interruption  of  his  employment  as  to  occasion  the  loss  of  wage,  and  with- 
out any  necessity  for  refreshment. 

That  so  far  as  the  conduct  of  the  election,  on  the  part  of  the  other  candidates, 
dune  incidentally  before  the  Committee,  there  was  no  evidence,  and  the  Com* 
mittee  had  no  reason  to  believe  that  any  illegal  practices  took  place  with  regard 
to  the  voters  in  the  interest  of  such  candidates,  and,  in  the  majority  of  the  cases 
where  bribery  has  been  reported,  it  did  not  appear  that  the  illegal  payments 
received  by  the  voters  had  been  the  primary  motive  in  deciding  their  votes. 

The  Committee  do  not  therefore  think  it  right  to  recommend  that  the  issue 
of  a  new  writ  for  the  said  borough  should  be  suspended,  or  that  any  further 
inquiry  should  take  place  into  the  proceedings  of  the  last  election*

That  George  Dodd,  esquire,  is  not  duly  elected  a  burgess  to  serve  in  this 
present  Parliament  for  the  borough  of  Maidstone. 

That  the  last  election  for  the  said  borough,  so  far  as  regards  the  return  of  the 
said  George  Dodd,  esquire,  is  a  void  election. 

House  further  informed,  that  the  Committee  had  agreed  to  the  following

That  George  Dodd,  esquire,  was,  by  his  agents,  guilty  of  treating  at  the  last 
election  for  tne  said  borough. 

That  it  was  not  proved  to  the  Committee  that  such  treating  was  committed 
with  the  knowledge  or  consent  of  the  said  George  Dodd,  esquire.

That  a  practice  appears  to  have  prevailed  at  recent  elections  for  the  said 
borough  of  hiring  and  employing  large  bodies  of  men  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
tecting voters  and  preserving  order ;  the  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  such 
a  practice  leads  to  the  incurring  of  excessive  and  exorbitant  expense,  and  is, 
on  other  grounds,  demoralising  and  pernicious ;  but  they  are  also  of  opinion, 
that  this  evil  has  been  mainly  caused  by  the  insufficiency  of  the  arrangements 
made  at  recent  elections  for  the  said  borough,  and  by  the  inadequacy  of  die 
police.

That  considering  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  above  allegations,  this  Com- 
mittee think  it  their  duty  to  recommend  that  further  inquiry  and  investigation 
shall  be  made  regarding  the  bribery  at  the  said  election,  in  the  manner  prescribed 
in  5  &  6  Viet.  c.  102,  s.  2. 

That  the  reasons  alleged  by  Counsel  for  the  abandonment  of  the  trial  of  the 
said  charges  of  bribery  appeared  to  this  Committee  to  be  sufficient  to  justify 
such  abandonment,  and  they  therefore  have  not  felt  it  necessary  to  examine  the 
Sitting  Member,  or  the  candidate,  or  their  agents,  under  the  powers  given  by 
the  1st  section  of  the  said  Act.  , 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  if  it  shall  be  the  pleasure  of 
The  House  to  act  upon  the  above  recommendation  for  further  inquiry,  no  new 
writ  ought  to  be  issued  for  the  said  town  and  port  until  the  result  of  such 
inquiry  shall  have  been  reported  to  The  House.

That  the  influence  of  the  Roman-catholic  priests  was  exercised  in  a  manner 
inconsistent  with  their  duty  as  ministers  of  religion,  and  destructive  of  freedom 
of  choice  on  the  part  of  the  voters.

Mr.  James, ^  Will  your  Lordship  direct  the  witnesses  to  be  out  of  court  on 
each  side  ? 

Mr.  Attorney-General.}  Certainly,  but  not  the  formal  witnesses ;  the  Short, 
hand- writer  need  not  go. 

Mr.  James.]  It  applies  to  Sir  Frederic  Smith  and  Mr.  Bradshaw. 

Mr.  Attorney-General.]  Just  so. 

Mr.  Attornty-General,—  Addresg  of  Mr. 

May  it  please  your  Lordship,  Au<n*ey-Gen*rd. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Jury, 

This  is  an  information  filed  by  myself,  as  Attorney-general,  by  direction  of  the 
House  of  Commons,  against  the  defendant,  Stephen  Mount,  for  perjury,  com- 
mitted before  an  Election  Committee  of  that  House.  Gentlemen,  the  facts  are 
short,  and  I  shall  be  able  to  state  them  to  yott  in  a  very  brief  space  of  time.  At 
the  General  Election  in  1852,  Sir  Frederic  Smith  was  a  candidate  for  the  repre- 
sentation of  Chatham  in  Parliament ;  he  was  elected,  and  returned  accordingly. 
A  petition  was  presented  against  that  return ;  that  petition  was  referred  in  due 
order  of  law  to  a  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons,  and  came  on  for 
trial  upon  the  1 9th  of  February  in  the  present  year.  At  that  trial,  before  that 
Committee,  Stephen  Mount  was  examined  as  a  witness ;  he  was  produced  on  the 
part  of  the  petitioners,  with  reference  to  an  alleged  case  of  bribery,  said  to  have 
been  committed  by  Sir  Frederic  Smith  in  person,  with  regard  to  a  man  of  the 
name  of  Bradshaw ;  and  Mount's  statement  upon  that  subject  was  this :  he  said, 
that  having  an  acquaintance  with  this  man  Bradshaw,  who  had  been  a  lodger,  I 
think,  in  his  house,  he  was  with  Bradshaw  on  a  certain  day  when  Sir  Frederic 
Smith  was  canvassing  the  electors ;  that  Sir  Frederic  Smith  came  up,  attended 
by  other  persons,  who  were  assisting  him  in  his  canvass ;  that  he  came  to  Brad- 
shaw, as  he,  Mount,  and  Bradshaw  were  standing  together  ;  that  a  conversation 
then  took  place  between  Sir  Frederic  Smith  and  Bradshaw,  which  Mount,  being 
near  enough  to  hear,  overheard.  He  represented  that  Sir  Frederic  Smith  asked 
Bradshaw  if  he  would  give  him  his  vote,  but  Bradshaw  answered  that  he  did  not 
know  ;  that  Sir  Frederic  Smith  upon  that  asked  him  if  there  was  anything  he 
could  do  for  him  ;  and  that  to  that  Bradshaw  replied  "  yes,"  that  he  wanted  to  get 
into  the  college  ;  that  is  to  say,  Greenwich  Hospital,  which  was  known  by  that

Address  of  Mr.  name;  that  thereupon  Sir  Frederic  Smith  asked  him  what  pension  he  had: 
Attorney-General.  Bradshaw  replied,  15/.  a  year;  upon  which  Sir  Frederic  Smith  observed  that 
that  was  a  small  pension,  considering  that  he  had  lost  an  arm,  and  had  served  so 
long  in  the  service.  He  then  asked  him  if  he  had  not  also  a  son  in  the  dockyard, 
upon  which  Bradshaw  answering  (€  Yes,"  he  said,  "  Very  well,  then,  vote  for 
me,  and  I  will  do  what  I  can  both  for  you  and  for  your  son.'9  Mount  went  on 
to  state  further,  that  after  this  conversation  had  passed,  Sir  Frederic  Smith, 
having  his  hand  in  his  breeches  or  trousers  pocket,  drew  out  a  piece  of  gold, 
either  a  sovereign  or  a  half-sovereign,  and  that  he  shook  hands  with  the  voter, 
and  passed  a  piece  of  gold  into  the  hands  of  the  voter  Bradshaw.  Gentlemen, 
the  whole  of  that  statement,  from  the  beginning  to  the  end,  with  the  exception 
of  the  fact  that  Sir  Frederic  Smith  did  speak  to  the  man  in  his  canvass,  as  I  shall 
be  prepared  to  prove  to  you,  upon  the  oath  of  Sir  Frederic  Smith  and  of  the 
man  Bradshaw,  is  an  entire  fabrication  from  the  beginning  to  the  end.  The 
case,  however,  does  not  stop  there,  for  Mount  went  on  to  represent  that  after  the 
election,  two  or  three  days  after  the  election,  Bradshaw  was  sent  for,  to  his  know- 
ledge, to  the  Sun  public-house  in  Chatham ;  that  he  saw  him  come  out  of  the 
Sun;  that  Bradshaw  had  three  sovereigns  in  his  hand,  and  showed  them  to  Mount, 
and  made  an  observation  that  the  money  which  he  held  in  his  hand  was  better 
than  a  kick  upon  a  certain  place  which  he  named,  but  which  for  the  present  I 
will  not  name.  Now  that,  again,  is  an  entire  fabrication ;  there  is  no  word  of 
truth  in  it ;  the  man  Bradshaw  never  was  sent  for,  and  he  never  got  a  shilling, 
nor  did  he  show  any  money  whatever  as  having  been  received  by  him,  or  make 
any  observation  upon  the  subject. 

Therefore,  gentlemen,  I  shall  ask  you  to  come  to  the  conclusion  upon  the 
evidence  which  I  shall  lay  before  you,— evidence  which  you  will  weigh  with  the 
most  perfect  impartiality,  but  which,  I  think,  will  leave  no  doubt  on  your  minds, 
unless  I  am  egregiously  deceived  on  the  subject,  it  will  leave  no  doubt  upon 
your  minds, — I  shall  ask  you  to  come  to  the  conclusion  that  this  man  has  com- 
mitted perjury. 

Gentlemen,  as  usual  there  is  some  little  element  of  truth,  however,  in  the 
story  which  has  been  in  this  case,  as  so  commonly  is  the  case  where  falsehood  is 
put  forward  for  wicked  purposes,  perverted  to  purposes  of  falsehood  and  wicked- 
ness. The  man  Bradshaw  promised  his  vote  to  Sir  Frederic  Smith  in  the 
outset,  without  the  slightest  reluctance  or  hesitation,  the  very  first  time  Sir 
Frederic  Smith  saw  him.  I  have  the  witnesses  here  who  will  prove  to  you  that 
they  were  present  at  the  time  of  the  canvass,  and  that  he  voluntarily  offered  and 
promised  his  vote.  Some  time  after  that,  however,  Bradshaw  did  make  an  ap- 
plication to  Sir  Frederic  Smith ;  the  man  is  a  man  very  far  advanced  in  years ; 
he  is  a  man  of  80  years  of  age ;  he  has  lost  an  arm ;  he  is  an  infirm  man,  I  am 
told,  and  he  has  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  two  of  his  sons  in  the  service,  who 
would  have  been  otherwise  the  prop  and  stay  of  his  declining  years  ;  he  spoke 
to  Sir  Frederic  Smith  on  some  occasion,  some  time  after  he  had  promised  his 
vote,  and  mentioned  the  position  in  which  he  found  himself  placed,  and  asked 
him  whether  it  would  not  be  possible  he  should  get  into  the  college,  which  he 
was  anxious  to  do.  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  feeling  strongly  the  unfortunate 
position  in  which  the  man  was  placed,  did  not  take  any  step  as  regards  applying 
to  the  Admiralty,  or  getting  him  into  the  position  which  he  was  anxious  for, 
getting  him  into  the  college ;  but  he  put  him  in  communication  with  the  clerk, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  investigate  such  cases,  believing  that  the  man  s  case  entitled 
him  to  consideration.  But  as  to  this  man's  story,  it  is  ail  utterly  untrue  from 
beginning  to  end  ;  but  being  intimate  with  Bradshaw,  and  no  doubt  hearing  from 
Bradshaw,  in  their  private  communication,  that  he  was  anxious  to  get  into  the 
college,  and  had  spoken  to  Sir  Frederic  Smith  upon  the  subject,  he  makes  that 
the  foundation  upon  which  he  builds  the  superstructure  of  falsehood  which  he 
had  the  audacity  to  put  forward  before  the  Committee.  That  is  the  mode,  I 
have  no  doubt,  in  which  this  story  has  been  concocted  by  him ;  but  that  this,  in 
all  its  leading  characteristics,  was  a  wicked  and  perjured  fabrication,  I  have  no 
doubt  I  shall  prove  to  you. 

I  shall  lay  that  case  before  you,  and  it  will  be  for  you,  of  course,  to  form  your 
own  judgment  upon  it  when  you  have  heard  what  my  learned  friend  has  to  offer 
in  the  way  of  answer  or  of  comment;  but  I  believe  in  the  end  you  will  have  no 
doubt  that  the  defendant  is  guilty  in  the  way  in  which  we  charge.

Mr.  Attorney-General.]  I  believe  it  is  in  the  ordinary  form,  alleging 
bribery  and  treating. 

[  The  same  was  read,  as  follows :  ] 

"  A  Petition  of  the  thereunder-signed  electors  of  the  borough  of  Chatham  was  delivered 
'in  and  read,  setting  forth,  That  at  the  last  election  of  a  Member  to  serve  in  this  present  Par- 
liament for  the  borough  of  Chatham,  the  petitioners  were  registered  electors  of  the  said 
borough,  and  had  a  right  to  vote,  and  did  vote  at  the  said  election ;  that  at  the  said  election 
Sir  James  Stirling  and  Sir  John  Mark  Frederic  Smith  were  the  candidates,  and  a  poll 
being  demanded  and  taken,  the  said  Sir  John  Mark  Frederic  Smith  was  by  the  returning 
officer  at  the  close  thereof  declared  to  have  the  majority  of  votes,  and  to  be  duly  elected, 
and  was  returned  a  Member  to  serve  in  this  present  Parliament  for  the  said  borough  of 
Chatham ;  that  before  and  during  the  said  election  the  said  Sir  John  Mark  Frederic  Smith 
was  guilty  of  bribery  and  corruption,  and  did,  by  gifts,  presents,  money,  and  rewards,  and 
promises,  and  agreements  for  gifts,  presents,  and  money,  and  rewards,  and  by  contracts  and 
undertakings  to  give  and  obtain  office,  place,  employment,  and  preferment  to  and  for  persons 
having  votes  at  the  said  election,  or  to  and  for  other  persons,  corrupt  and  procure  divers 
persons  having  votes  at.  such  election,  to  vote  for  him,  the  said  Sir  John  Mark  Frederic 
Smith,  and  to  forbear  to  vote  for  the  said  Sir  James  Stirling ;  that  before  and  during  the 
said  election  the  said  Sir  John  Mark  Frederic  Smith,  by  his  agents,  managers,  friends  and 
partisans,  was  guilty  of  bribery  and  corruption,  and  gave  and  promised  to  give  to  divers 
persons,  being  electors  of  the  said  borough  of  Chatham,  and  to  divers  other  persons,  money, 
meat,  drink,  entertainment,  provision,  and  reward,  place,  office,  employment  and  preferment, 
in  order  to  corrupt  and  procure  persons  having  votes  at  the  said  election  to  vote  for  the  said 
Sir  John  Mark  Frederic  Smith,  and  to  forbear  to  vote  for  the  said  Sir  James  Stirling ;  that 
gross,  extensive  and  systematic  bribery,  and  open  and  notorious  treating  and  corruption, 
were  practised  and  carried  on,  and  threats,  intimidation,  and  undue  influence  were  used  at 
the  said  election  by  the  friends,  supporters  and  partisans." 

Lord  Campbell.]  You  need  not  read  more. 
Mr.  Attorney-General.]  Nor  my  Lord. 
Lord  Campbell.]  It  is  the  Petition  of  Electors. 
Mr.  James.]  Yes,  my  Lord. 

Henry  Ley,  Esq.,  sworn ;  Examined  by  Mr.  Wells.

23.  And  were  returned  ? — Yes. 

24.  Do  you  know  a  voter  of  the  name  of  Bradshaw  ? — I  do. 

25.  Io  the  course  of  your  canvass  did  you  see  Bradshaw;  and  did  anything 
pass  between  you  upon  the  subject  of  his  vote  the  first  time  ? — He  came  to  me 
and  offered  me 

26.  Lord  Campbell.]  Bradshaw  came  to  you  ? — He  came  to  me  on  the  Military- 
road. 

27.  Sir  F.  Thesiger.]  He  met  you  on  the  Military-road,  at  Chatham ;  what 
passed  between  you  ? — He  tendered  me  his  vote,  and  I  shook  hands  with  him. 

28.  Do  you  recollect  who  was  with  you  at  that  time  ? — There  were  several  of 
the  canvassers  with  me  ;  I  thmk  Mr.  Wells  was  one,  but  I  am  not  quite  positive 
-about  him  ;  I  think  he  was  ;  Mr.  Grover  was ;  Mr.  Grover  I  am  certain  of. 

29.  Do  you  remember  any  other  gentleman  who  was  with  you  ? — I  think  Mr. 
Isaacs  was,  but  I  am  not  quite  positive  about  him  ;  I  think  there  were  10  or  12 
altogether. 

30.  Upon  that  first  occasion,  when  you  saw  Bradshaw,  did  anything  further 
pass  between  you  than  what  you  have  stated  ? — Nothing  further. 

31.  That  he  tendered  you  his  vote,  and  you  shook  hands  with  him,  and  I  sup* 
pose  went  on  with  your  canvass  ? — Yes. 

32.  Lord  Campbell.]  No  further  conversation  whatever  ? — None  whatever. 

33.  Sir  F.  Thesiger?]  Did  you,  upon  a  subsequent  occasion,  see  Bradshaw,  in 
the  course  of  your  canvass  ? — I  did. 

34.  Lord  Campbell.]  Can  you  give  the  date  ? — 

35.  Sir  F.  Thesiger.]  Where  was  that  ?-On  the  Brook. 

36.  Can  you  at  all  tell  now  the  date  of  the  first  time  ?—  I  think  it  was  early  in 
March,  but  I  will  not  attempt  to  give  the  date. 

37.  About  how  long  afterwards  was  it  you  saw  him  on  the  Brook  ? — I  think  it 
was  within  a  fortnight  of  the  same  date. 

38.  I  suppose  that  is  a  place  in  Chatham  that  goes  by  that  name  ? — Yes ; 
near  his  own  residence. 

39.  Were  there  gentlemen  canvassing  with  you  at  that  time  too  ? — Several. 

40.  Do  you  remember  any  of  them  who  were  with  you  ? — I  thiuk  the  same 
persons  as  were  with  me  on  the  former  occasion ;  who  they  were  I  am  not  positive. 

41 .  Do  you  remember  what  passed ;  did  you  see  Bradshaw  ? — I  saw  Bradshaw. 

42.  Do  you  remember  what  passed  between  you  upon  that  occasion  ? — I  think 
all  that  passed  was,  I  said,  "  How  do  you  do,  Bradshaw  ? "  shook  hands  with 
him,  and  passed  on. 

835.  a  4  43-  Either 
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Evidence.  43-  Either  upon  the  occasion  when  you  met  him,  or  when  he  came  up  to  you 
on  the  Military-road,  or  when  you  saw  him  on  the  Brook,  did  any  such  conver- 
sation as  this  pass  between  you ;  did  you  ask  him  for  his  vote,  and  did  he  say  he 

'' did  not  know  about  it? — On  the  first  occasion  he  tendered  his  vote  to  me ;  on 

the  second  occasion  nothing  passed  about  his  vote. 

44.  I  am  obliged  to  put  these  questions  to  you  ;  did  you  ask  him  whether 
there  was  anything  you  could  do  for  him  ? — Certainly  not 

45.  Did  he  say,  "  I  want  to  get  into  the  college'*  ? — Not  then. 

46.  On  either  of  these  two  occasions  ? — On  neither  of  those  two  occasions. 

47.  I  am  confining  myself  at  present  entirely  to  those ;  did  you  ask  anything 
about  his  pension  upon  these  occasions ;  you  understand  all  my  questions  now 
have  reference  to  either  of  those  two  occasions  ? — No. 

48.  You  did  not  ask  him  anything  about  his  pension  r — No. 

49.  Lord  Campbell.]   Nor  did  he  say  anything  about  his  pension  ? — No. 

50.  Sir  F.  Thesiger.]  I  will  not  go  through  the  whole  of  this,  but  I  will  ask 
you  this :  did  you  say  to  him,  "  If  you  give  me  your  vote  I  will  do  what  I  can 
for  you ;  I  will  get  you  into  the  college  "  ? — Certainly  not. 

51.  Lord  Campbell.']  Nor  anything  to  that  effect? — Nor  anything  to  that 
effect. 

52.  Sir  F.  Thesiger.]  Is  Greenwich  Hospital  known  by  the  name  of  the  Col- 
lege ? — I  think  so,  amoug  sailors. 

53.  Did  you  ask  anything  about  his  having  a  son  in  the  yard  ? — No. 

54.  Did  you  say  to  him,  "  Give  me  your  vote,  and  I  will  do  what  I  can  for 
you  ;  both  of  you  "  ? — No. 

55.  You  stated,  upon  the  first  occasion,  in  the  Military-road,  that  you  shook 
hands  with  Bradsbaw  ? — I  did. 

56.  Did  you  put  any  money  into  his  hands  upon  that  occasion,  or  upon  either 
occasion  ? — I  did  not. 

57.  Is  it  true  that  you  had  your  hand  in  your  breeches  or  trousers  pocket  -7 
did  you  take  your  hand  out  of  your  trousers  pocket? — 

Mr.  James.]  I  think  the  waistcoat,  he  says. 

Sir  F.  Thesiger.]  No. 

Mr.  James.]  If  you  read  the  whole  of  it. 

58.  Sir  F.  Thesiger.]  "  Out  of  his  breeches  pocket  here  ?  I  will  not  say 
whether  breeches  pocket  or  trousers  pocket ;  he  pulled  his  hand  out  of  his- 
pocket."  (To  ike  Witness.)  I  will  first  ask  you  whether  you  pulled  your  hand 
out  of  any  pocket  to  shake  hands  with  him  ?  —  I  did  not. 

59.  1  will  ask  you,  whether  it  was  possible  for  you  to  have  pulled  your  hand 
out  of  your  breeches  or  trousers  pocket  ? — No,  it  was  not  possible. 

60.  Why  not  ?— Because  I  did  not  wear  them. 

61.  You  did  not  wear  breeches  or  trousers  pockets? — No,  I  have  not  for 
years. 

62.  I  understand  you  to  say  you  did  not  take  your  hand  out  of  any  pocket, 
waistcoat  or  trousers  pocket,  and  put  into  Bradsbaw's  hand  any  money  at  all  ? — 
Put  into  no  man's  hand  any  money ;  Bradshaw  or  any  other  man. 

63.  Did  vou  see  Bradshaw  before  the  election,  after  this ;  after  the  meeting  at 
the  Brook  ?— Yes,  I  did. 

64.  Was  it  long  after  ? — I  think  I  must  have  seen  him  in  the  street  frequently, 
but  on  one  occasion  he  came  to  me  at  the  Sun. 

65.  There  was  a  meeting  of  your  friends  there  ? — Of  my  friends;  a  meeting 
in  the  large  hall.    I  was  waiting  for  the  meeting  to  commence. 

66.  Lord  Campbell]  You  lodged  at  the  Sun  ?— I  lived  at  the  Sun. 

67.  Sir  F.  Thesiger.]  Did  any  conversation  take  place  between  you  and 
him  at  the  Sun  upon  the  subject  of  the  college ;  his  getting  into  the  college  ? 
Yes. 

68.  What  passed  between  you  ?— He  stated  he  was  anxious  to  get  into  the 
college,  and  that  he  thought  he  was  entitled  to  go  there  by  his  service,  and  hy 
the  loss  of  his  arm,  and  by  the  services  of  his  son  ;  at  that  time,  I  think,  or  at 
some  subsequent  time  he  said  so.  I  cannot  divide  it,  speaking  to  so  many  people 
as  I  did. 

69.  Go  on,  if  you  please  ?— I  stated  I  would  make  inquiry  for  him,  to  ascertain 

whether  he  was  eligible  or  not.  „ , 

70.  Did 
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70.  Did  anything  further  take  place  upon  that  subject  at  that  time  ? — I  think         Evidence, 

then,  I  am  not  quite  sure,  or  subsequently,  he  stated  that  he  had  a  pension  of  

15/.  a  year  for  the  loss  of  his  arm,  and  he  signified  that  while  it  would  be  an  Sir  J.  M.  F.  BmitL 

advantage  to  him  to  be  admitted,  it  would  be  a  gain  in  point  of  money  to  the        

public  service  ;  he  would  be  kept  for  less  than  the  15  2. 

71.  Lord  Campbell.']  Is  it  usual  in  the  service  that  the  pension  should  cease 
upon  their  being  admitted  ? — I  believe  so. 

72.  Sir  F.  Thesiger.]  Did  anything  further  pass  upon  the  subject  at  that  meet- 
ing ? — I  remember  nothing  further. 

73.  Did  you  make  any  inquiries  from  anybody  about  it  ? — I  inquired  of  Sir 
James  Gordon,  a  friend  of  mine,  Admiral  Sir  James  Gordon,  (he  is  Deputy- 
governor  of  Greenwich  Hospital)  to  know  whether  it  depended  upon  him. 

74.  There  is  one  thing  I  think  you  have  omitted  in  the  conversation  you  had 
with  Bradshaw ;  did  he  state  amongst  his  claims  the  loss  of  two  sons  ? — I  think 
I  have  already  stated  that;  I  said  at  some  period  ;  1  do  not  know  when  it  was  ;  I 
think  at  that  moment  he  mentioned  having  lost  two  sons. 

75.  Lord  Cavtpbell.]  He  said  that  he  had  lost  two  sons  in  the  service? — Yes; 
one  was  drowned  in  the  North  Sea,  I  think. 

76.  Sir  F.  Thesiger.]  In  consequence  of  your  application  to  Sir  James  Gordon, 
I  will  not  ask  what  you  learnt  from  him,  but  did  you  see  Bradshaw,  and  did  you 
tell  him  as  to  the  mode  in  which  he  was  to  accomplish  his  object,  at  any  time  ? 
— I  told  him  at  some  time  or  other  that  application  was  to  be  made,  not  to 
Sir  James  Gordon,  who  happened  to  know  this  man  very  well ;  he  had  lost  his 
arm  with  him,  I  believe ;  but  he  must  make  application  to  the  Admiralty ;  and 
I  added,  I  doubted  his  being  eligible  ;  and  Sir  James  Gordon  did  too. 

77.  Did  you  put  him  in  the  way  of  making  his  application  to  the  Admiralty  ? 
— I  did  ;  I  took  him  there. 

78.  You  took  him  yourself? — Yes. 

79.  Do  you  remember  when  that  was  ? — I  cannot  say ;  I  think  it  must  have 
been  about  the  month  of  April  or  May ;  if  it  were  material,  I  could  ascertain 
it  in  the  course  of  the  day. 

80.  You  took  him  to  the  Admiralty,  I  suppose,  and  introduced  him  ? — I  saw 
the  gentleman  who  was  most  likely  to  give  information,  Mr.  Briggs;  Mr.  Briggs 
said  he  would  inquire  into  the  case,  but  he  doubted,  as  Sir  James  Gordon  did,  his 
being  eligible  as  to  sea  time ;  in  the  course  of  a  few  days  I  received  a  note 
from  Mr.  Briggs,  telling  me  he  was  not  eligible. 

81.  Lord  Campbell.]  Did  you  make  this  reference  to  Mr.  Briggs,  as  being  the 
proper  officer  ? — I  believed  him  to  be  the  proper  officer. 

82.  Sir  F.  Thesiger.']  He  is  a  clerk  in  the  Admiralty,  I  believe? — He  is  the 
clerk  in  the  Admiralty,  who  conducts  the  Board's  business. 

83.  However,  the  result  was,  that  you  learned  he  was  ineligible  ? — Ineligible. 

84.  For  want  of  sea  time  ;  service  for  the  necessary  time  ? — Yes. 

85.  Did  you  communicate  that  to  Bradshaw  afterwards? — I  did;  in  the 
month  of  May  or  June,  I  think. 

86.  The  election  was  in  July  ?— The  7th  or  8th  of  July. 

87.  So  that  it  was  long  before  the  election  that  you  told  him  he  was  ineligible  ? 
— Yes. 

88.  Did  you  at  any  time  give  to  Bradshaw  any  money  at  all ;  three  sovereigns, 
or  any  other  sum  >  any  sum  of  money  at  all  ? — Never. 

Mr.  James.]  There  is  no  statement  that  he  did ;    not  that  Sir  Frederic 
Smith  gave  it  him ;  there  is  no  statement  by  Mount  that  he  did. 

89.  Sir  F.  Thesiger.]  I  will  merely  put  this  general  question  to  you;  did  you 
at  any  time  make  any  promise  whatever  to  Bradshaw  to  obtain  his  vote  ? — 
Never. 

90.  Did  you  ever  give  him  any  reward  for  having  voted  for  you  ? — Never. 

91.  I  mean,  of  course,  or  cause  in  anyway  any  reward  to  be  given? — I  believe 
he  had  some  mutton-chops  at  the  office  which  1  belonged  to. 

92.  Did  you  ever  send  for  him  to  the  Sun  ? — I  sent  for  him  to  the  Sun,  to 
communicate  the  answer  I  had  received  from  Mr.  Briggs. 

93.  But  never  to  give  him  any  money  there  ? — No. 

94.  Did  you  ever  send  for  him  to  the  Sun  after  the  election  ? — I  think  not ; 
I  think  not. 

95.  Of  that  you  are  not  certain  ? — I  have  no  recollection  of  having  done  so. 

835*  B  Cross-examined 
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Cross-examined  by  Mr.  James. 

96.  My  learned  friend,  Sir  Frederic  Thesiger,  has  asked  you  whether  you  were 
returned  for  Chatham ;  you  were  unseated  by  this  Election  Committee,  were 
you  not? — I  was. 

97.  I  must  put  this  question  to  you :  you  were  found  guilty  by  that  Com- 
mittee, were  you  not,  of  having  bribed  Joseph  Greathead? — I  think  that  is  not 
the  expression. 

Sir  F.  Thesiger.]  I  must  object  to  that  way  of  putting  the  question  ; 
because  if  my  learned  friend  refers  to  the  Resolution  of  the  Committee,  he 
must  put  it  in. 

98.  Mr.  James.]  If  you  will  allow  this  question  to  be  put,  I  propose  to  tender  it ; 
do  not  you  know,  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  that  you  were  unseated,  and  that  the 
Committee  were  satisfied  that  you  had  bribed  a  person  of  the  name  of  Joseph 
Greathead,  by  a  place*  in  the  Post-office  ? — I  do  not  know  tbat ;  on  the  contrary, 
the  expression  is  not  so. 

Sir  F.  Thesiger.]  It  is  not  correct. 

Mr.  James.]  I  beg  your  pardon,  it  is  correct ;  with  great  submission ;  I 
have  the  Resolution  here. 

Mr.  Attorney-General^]  It  is  not  correct,  indeed. 

Lord  Campbell.]  We  cannot  allow  the  contents  of  a  document  to  be 
inquired  into,  without  producing  it. 

'j 

99.  Mr.  James.]  Was  the  charge  made  against  you  before  the  Committee, 
that  you  bribed  Joseph  Greathead,  an  elector  of  Chatham,  by  procuring  him  a 
situation  as  a  letter-carrier,  or  by  procuring  his  son  a  situation  as  a  letter-carrier 
in  the  Post-office  ? — That  is  so ;  that  was  the  charge  made  against  me. 

100.  The  charge  against  you  was,  that  Joseph  Greathead,  an  elector  of  Chat- 
ham, was  bribed  by  a  situation  as  a  letter-carrier  in  the  Post-office,  obtained  for 
his  son,  Charles  Greathead  ? — I  think  that  was  one  of  the  charge*. 

Lord  Campbell.]  What  was  that  ? — 

101.  Mr.  James.]  That  Greathead,  an  elector  of  Chatham,  was  bribed  by  pro- 
curing for  his  son  a  situation  as  a  letter-carrier  in  the  Post-office,  by  Sir  John 
Mark  Frederic  Smith.  ( To  the  Witness.)  Mr.  Joseph  Greathead  was  a  chemist 
in  Chatham,  was  not  he  ?— At  Brompton. 

102.  Was  he  sworn  and  examined  before  the  Committee  upon  the  matter? — 
He  was. 

103.  You  were  in  the  room  ? — I  was  in  the  room. 

104.  And  afterwards  you  were  examined  in  answer  to  his  evidence,  I  find? — 
I  was  examined  upon  the  whole  case. 

105.  And  especially  upon  Greathead 's  case  ? — Upon  all. 

106.  Were  you  not  unseated  upon  that  ? — I  was  unseated,  I  think,  in  the  terms 
stated  by  the  award  or  the  resolution. 

107.  How  often  before  Bradshaw  voted  did  you  see  him  altogether,  do  you 
think  ? — I  should  think  three  times  or  four  times  ;  it  might  be  more ;  certainly 
four  times,  as  I  have  already  stated. 

1 08.  How  often  did  you  see  him  at  the  Brook,  near  his  residence  ? — Once,  I 
think,  only. 

109.  Are  you  quite  sure? — I  feel  perfectly  certain;  I  might  have  seen  him, 
but  never  to  speak  to  him,  on  the  Brook,  more  than  once. 

110.  Bradshaw  is  here  in  attendance,  is  he  not  ? — I  saw  him  in  the  Lobby. 

111.  Did  he,  at  the  Brook.  If  you  will  take  these  words,  my  Lord,  they  are 
very  materia) ;  they  are  in  question  4004,  at  page  144,  from  4002  to  4004,  (7b 
the  Witness.)  Did  Bradshaw  say  to  you  at  the  Brook,  "  1  understand  that  I  am 
going  to  give  you  my  vote,  and  I  should  like  to  get  into  Greenwich  Hospital  "  r 
— I  remember  nothing  of  Greenwich  Hospital  being  mentioned  on  the  Brook. 

1 12.  Or  Greenwich  College  ?— No,  that  is  the  same  thing,  as  I  understand. 

1 13.  Then,  if  he  has  stated  so,  is  it  incorrect  ? — To  my  apprehension,  it  is. 

114.  Is  your  recollection  sufficiently  positive  to  state  that  if  Bradshaw  himself 
has  said  that  at  the  Brook  he  said  to  you,  "  I  understand  that  I  am  going  to  give 
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you  my  vote,  and  I  should  like  to  get  into  Greenwich  Hospital ;"  is  that  moor-         Evidence, 
rect  ? — I  think  so.  #       

115.  Are  you  sufficiently  clear  upon  the  matter  to  say  that  it  is  incorrect  ? —  8jr  •*• M*  *•  *"** 
My  firm  conviction  is  that  he  said  nothing  of  the  sort.  ~ 

1 1 6.  Are  you  quite  sure  that  you  never  saw  him  but  once  on  the  Brook  ?— • 
But  once ;  I  only  spoke  to  him  once ;  I  might  see  him  20  times  there. 

117.  Lord  Campbell]  You  think  that  is  incorrect,  you  say? — Yes ;  I  have  no 
recollection  of  anything  being  said,  but  shaking  hands  with  him. 

118.  Then,  if  he  has  said,  "  I  understand  that  I  am  going  to  give  you  my  vote, 
and  I  should  like  to  get  into  Greenwich  Hospital,"  that  is  not  so  ? — That  is  not 
so ;  I  am  quite  positive. 

1 1 9.  Mr.  James.]  Did  you  say  to  him  (this  is  question  4005,  my  Lord),  did 
you  say  to  Bradshaw  at  the  Brook,  if  you  could  get  him  into  Greenwich  Hospital 
you  would,  but  you  did  not  know  if  your  influence  was  strong  enough  ?— No. 

1 20.  Are  you  certain  of  that  ? — Quite  certain. 

121.  Where  did  you  first  see  him  at  the  Sun;  in  what  room?— I  think  in 
the  hall,  the  outer  hall ;  a  great  number  of  persons  were  there,  30  or  40,  waiting 
for  the  meeting. 

122.  That  was  after  the  interview  at  the  Brook ;  I  wish  to  be  quite  accurate 
in  point  of  date  ? — I  have  already  stated  so. 

123.  Was  that  the  first  time  that  getting  him  into  Greenwich  Hospital  was 
mentioned  to  you  ? — It  was. 

1 24.  The  very  first  ? — Yes. 

125.  Who  commenced  the  subject  first? — Bradshaw,  of  course:  I  had  no 
idea  of  his  wishing  to  get  into  Greenwich  Hospital. 

126.  Upon  that  occasion  did  you  ask  him  what  pension  he  had ;  did  you  say 
to  him,  "  What  pension  have  you  "  ? — I  was  not  aware  that  he  had  a  pension  till 
he  told  me  that  he  had  a  pension. 

127.  But  did  you  ask  him  what  amount  ? — He  told  me  himself  15/.  a  year. 

128.  Did  you  ask  him?— I  did  not  ask  him  ;  he  mentioned  it  at  once  without 
any  question.  He  stated,  "  I  wish  to  get  into  Greenwich  Hospital ;  I  have  a 
pension  of  15/.  a  year,  which  will  go  to  the  Crown  if  I  be  admitted." 

1 29.  Did  you  know  that  he  had  promised  Admiral  Stirling  his  vote  ? — I  had 
not  the  slightest  idea  of  it. 

130.  You  heard  him  examined  before  the  Committee? — No,  I  did  not 
hear  him  examined  before  the  Committee  :  I  was  not  in  the  room ;  I  was  not  in 
the  room  during  the  time  of  the  examination  of  any  witness,  except  for  the 
defence. 

131.  Mr.  James.]  I  think  that  was  so ;  when  did  he  come  to  you  in  London  ? 
— 1  can  ascertain  the  date ;  I  do  not  remember  it. 

132.  Before  he  voted  ? — Before  he  voted ;  two  months  before  he  voted. 

1 33.  What  was  the  day  of  election  ? — The  7th  or  8th  of  July. 

134.  Lord  Campbell.']  He  came  to  you  in  London,  about  two  months  before 
the  election  ?— I  think  about  two  months  before,  my  Lord. 

135.  Mr.  James.]  Did  you  pay  his  expenses  to  London? — No,  I  did  not. 

136.  Who  did,  do  you  know  ? — I  do  not  know. 

137.  Did  you  never  reimburse  him  the  expense  he  had  been  at  in  coming  to 
London  ? — Never. 

138.  Did  your  committee,  to  your  k  owledge? — I  had  no  committee;  I 
was  with  friends  of  mine  there ;  1  had  10,  what  is  called,  committee  acting 
for  me. 

139.  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  you  do  not  know  of  his  being  reimbursed  his 
expenses  of  coming  to  London  ? — I  believe  he  never  was ;  no  person  would  do 
that  but  Mr.  Thomas  Wells,  and  he  will  be  examined  here ;  I  had  no  money 
transaction  with  any  other  person  but  Mr.  Wells. 

140.  Did  you  never  canvass  him  before  he  came  up  upon  the  Military-road, 
and  proffered  his  vote,  as  you  say  ?— No. 

141.  Never? — No;  I  think  it  was  the  first  day  or  the  second  day  of  my 
canvass. 

142.  Had  you  never  canvassed  him  at  all? — Never. 

143.  You  are  quite  sure  of  that  ? — Ye*. 

144.  Mr.  James.]  I  will  draw  your  Lordship's  attention  to  a  question  to 
Mr.  Bradshaw,  page  137  of  Bradshaw's  evidence  ;  it  is  Question  3782.  (To  the 
Witness.)    Then  it  is  not  correct  that  when  you  saw  him  at  the  Brook,  that  is  the 
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Evidence.        second  time  you  ever  saw  him,  that  you  asked  him  for  his  vote ;  incorrect  ? — 
Quite  incorrect 

145.  If  he  has  stated  that  you  did  canvass  him,  and  ask  him  for  his  vote,  and 
that  you  did  not  know  properly  whether  he  had  promised  or  not,  is  that  incor- 
rect ? — That  is  false. 

146.  That  is  fake,  Bradshaw's  statement  ? — Yes. 

147.  Lord  Campbell.]  Did  you  ask  him  a  second  time  ? — I  never  asked  him  at 
all ;  the  vote  was  promised  to  me  the  first  time  I  saw  him ;  I  never  canvassed 
him  afterwards. 

148.  Mr.  James.]  How  long  did  your  canvass  at  Chatham  last  ? — Very  nearly 
five  months. 

149.  You  have  stated  that  you  did  not  give  this  man  any  promise  for  his  vote; 
I  believe  you  have  drawn,  and  do  you  now  draw,  a  distinction  between  a  promise 
of  a  place  given  to  a  voter  before  he  records  his  vote,  and  one  given  afterwards  ? 
— I  gave  him  no  promise,  either  before  or  after. 

150.  But  do  you  draw  a  distinction  as  to  a  promise  in  respect  of  a  vote, 
between  making  the  promise  of  a  place  to  a  voter  before  he  gives  you  his 
promise,  and  giving  him  one  after  he  promises,  but  before  he  polls  r — I  do  make 
that  distinction ;  I  retain  the  opinion  1  had  before  in  that  respect. 

151.  Lord  Campbell]  How  do  you  put  that? — Between  making  the  promise 
of  a  place  to  a  voter  before  he  has  promised  to  vote,  and  making  the  promise 
after  the  promise  to  vote  has  been  given. 

152.  Mr.  James.]  And  before  it  is  polled  ? — And  before  it  is  polled. 

153.  How  many  applications  did  you  make  for  places  for  voters  during  your 
canvass?— I  have  not  the  means  of  answering  that  question. 

1 54.  About  how  many  do  you  think  ? — I  cannot  tell  at  all  the  number. 

155.  Would  you  say  100  ? — Certainly  not. 

1 56.  Will  you  say  50  ? — Certainly  not. 

157.  I  have  got  your  evidence  here? — Yes,  you  may  make  what  use  you 
please  of  it. 

158.  "Can  you  tell  me  in  round  numbers,  how  many  applications  you  may 
have  made  for  places,  from  the  beginning  of  your  canvass  down  to  the  time  of 
the  election?— I  cannot.  Are  they  so  numerous,  do  you  mean,  or  what? — I 
cannot  give  the  number.  Were  they  very  numerous  ? — I  have  already  said  they 
were  very  numerous.  Numerous  is  a  wide  quantity ;  you  can  assist  us  a  little 
by  telling  me  how  many  ? — I  cannot.  One  hundred  ? — Certainly  not.  Fifty  ? 
— I  should  think  not.  May  it  amount  to  50? — It  may  amount  to  50."  Is  that 
correct  ? — That  does  not  apply  to  voters. 

159.  To  voters  or  the  kindred  of  voters  ? — To  the  kindred  of  voters ;  I  have 
no  means  of  knowing  at  all  whether  the  applications  made  were  for  voters,  or  the 
kindred  of  voters  ;  1  do  not  suppose  that  they  know. 

160.  Can  you  tell  the  jury  how  many  applications  you  made  for  places  for 
voters,  before  they  recorded  their  votes  in  your  favour  at  Chatham  r — That  I  can- 
not tell ;  but  I  believe  there  are  the  names  of  some  in  the  evidence;  if  you  state 
them  I  shall  recollect. 

161.  Do  you  adopt  the  expression  that  is  there  stated,  to  confirm  them  in 
their  votes  ? — No,  1  do  not  adopt  that. 

162.  You  cannot  state  how  many  applications  you  made? — No,  I  cannot. 

163.  Did  you  keep  any  book,  or  make  any  entry  or  memorandum  at  all  of 
your  applications  to  public  officers  for  places  ? — I  kept  no  entry  or  copy  of 
letters. 

164.  For  what  offices  chiefly  did  you  apply? — Chiefly  to  the  Admiralty; 
chiefly  for  labourers  ;  but  I  believe  all  those  labourers  were  not  voters. 

165.  In  anyone  instance,  did  you  apply  for  places  except  for  voters,  the 
kindred  of  voters,  or  upon  the  application  of  voters  ? — A  great  many. 

166.  Give  any  one? — I  cannot  give  any  immediately. 

167.  You  understand  me,  except  the  kindred  of  voters,  or  the  friends  of 
voters,  or  upon  the  application  of  voters? — I  cannot  tell  you  that. 

168.  Can  you  give  to  the  jury  the  name  of  any  one  for  whom  you  applied  for 
a  place  before  he  voted,  who  was  not  either  a  voter,  a  relation  of  a  voter,  or 
upon  the  application  of  a  voter  ?— I  have  already  told  you  that  I  have  kept  the 
names  of  no  one,  1  cannot  say  that ;  I  cannot  answer  the  question. 

169.  You  cannot? — I  cannot. 

1 70.  Did  you  make  some  of  these  promises,  or  did  you  make  promises  to  apply 
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for  places  to  voters  at  their  houses,  after  they  had  promised  you  their  votes  at         Evidence. 

their  houses? — I  never  obtained  a  promise  by  doing  anything.  #       

171.  But  after  the  promise  to  vote,  and  before  the  vote  was  recorded,  did  you  Sir«^M.-RSma*,. 
make  a  promise  to  obtain  situations  for  voters  upon  your  canvass? — After  my 
canvass. 

^172.  Yes,  and  before  they  had  polled? — And  before  they  had  polled;  I  have 
already  admitted  that ;  I  stated  that  that  is  the  distinction  I  have  drawn,  con- 
ceiving I  was  within  the  law  in  so  doing. 

1 73.  You  would  have  conceived  you  were  within  the  law  in  promising  Brad- 
shaw  a  place  if  he  had  before  told  you  he  meant  to  vote  for  you  ? — Yes. 

1 74.  Will  you  state,  or  can  you  state,  the  number  of  voters  for  whom  you 
applied  for  places  after,  as  you  say,  they  had  promised  you  their  votes,  and  before 
they  polled  ? — I  cannot. 

175.  Cannot  yon  tell  the  jury  any  amount,  to  be  safe  within  the  limit  of  an 
amount  ?— I  will  not  undertake  to  do  so. 

1 76.  After  they  had  promised  you  their  votes,  as  you  state,  you  constantly 
called  upon  them,  did  you  not,  again  ? — Almost  all  the  voters  were  known  to  me, 
and  as  I  passed  their  houses  I  used  frequently  to  call  upon  them ;  those  who  had 
promised  me,  and  whom  I  knew.  I  did  not  wish  them  to  have  the  impression 
that  the  moment  the  vote  was  given  1  then  turned  my  back  upon  them. 

177.  But  the  vote  was  not  given  ? — I  meant  the  promise ;  that  is  tantamount. 

1 78.  Did  you  not  constantly  call  upon  voters  who  had  promised  you  their 
votes,  and  proffer  them  places  ? — Never  proffered. 

1 79.  But  to  people  who  had  promised  their  votes  ? — That  is  the  distinction 
I  have  drawn. 

180.  Do  you  know  Driver  r— Yes ;  John  Driver. 

181.  Yes? — Certainly. 

182.  Did  he  get  a  place  ?— ?He  did  not. 

183.  Did  a  relation  of  his  ? — Yes,  his  son  got  employment,  not  a  place. 

1 84.  Was  Driver  a  voter  ? — John  Driver  was  a  voter. 

1 85.  Did  you  upon  his  application  procure  him  a  place  ? — Upon  his  applica- 
iion  I  obtained  for  his  son  employment  under  the  contractor  at  Portsmouth. 

1 86.  Before  he  voted  ? — Before  he  voted  ;  the  father  did  not  vote,  indeed. 

187.  How  was  that? — He  refused  to  take  the  bribery  oath. 

188.  Then  you  found  that  Driver  refused  to  take  the  bribery  oath? — Yes. 

1 89.  Was  that  in  consequence  of  the  place  you  had  obtained  for  his  son  ? — 
Yes,  in  consequence  of  the  employment  I  had  obtained  for  his  son ;  that  was  his 
reason,  as  he  stated. 

190.  What  was  Driver,  the  father,  the  man  who  refused  to  take  the  bribery 
oath  in  consequence  of  the  employment  you  had  obtained  for  the  son  ? — A 
bricklayer.    The  son  left  his  employment  before  the  election. 

1 91 .  What  employment  did  you  obtain  for  him  ? — He  was  employed  by  the 
contractor;  he  had  a  week's  work  at  Portsmouth. 

192.  You  sent  him  to  Portsmouth? — I  advised  him  to  go  there  to  this 
employment  of  the  contractor. 

193.  The  contractor  of  Her  Majesty's  Ordnance? — The  contractor  for  Her 
Majesty's  Ordnance. 

194.  Had  the  father  applied  to  you  to  send  him  there  ? — He  had. 

195.  There  was  another  man  who  refused  to  take  the  bribery  oath  in  conse- 
quence of  a  place  you  had  obtained ;  a  man  named  Locke  ? — Not  in  consequence 
of  a  place  I  had  obtained. 

196.  Why  was  it  ? — Because  he  asked  me  to  get  a  place  for  his  brother. 

197.  Did  you  give  him  the  promise  ? — I  told  him  I  could  not  admit  of  the 
application. 

1 98.  Why  ? — Because  it  was  made  so  close  upon  the  promise  of  the  vote,  that 
I  refused  to  hear  what  he  had  to  say. 

199.  How  near  may  you  approach  the  promise  of  the  vote,  according  to  your 
view  ? — I  think  it  looks  so  very  much  like  a  barter  where  a  man  says,  "  I  will 
give  you  my  vote,"  and  then  he  says  immediately  after,  "  I  hope  you  will  give  me 
a  place  for  my  brother." 

200.  What  time  should  elapse,  according  to  your  view  ? — It  should  not  be  part 
and  parcel  of  the  same  conversation. 

201.  The  same  day,  would  you  allow  it,  or  the  next  day  ? — That  is  a  thing  I 
scouted  altogether. 
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Evktaice.  202.  I  ask  you  upon  your  oath,  in  drawing  a  distinction  between  what  is 

— —  bribery  and  what  is  not,  what  time  must  elapse  between  the  promise  of  a  vote 

Sir  J.  M.  F.  Smith*  an(|  t^e  prom^e  0f  a  place,  according  to  your  view  ? — I  cannot  draw  a  distinct

cannot  listen  to  it." 

203.  And  he  refused  to  take  the  bribery  oath,  did  he  not  ?  —  He  did. 

204.  You  persuaded  him  to  take  it  ? — No,  I  did  not  persuade  him ;  he  was 
influenced  by  my  opinion. 

205.  You  told  him  he  might  take  it  ? — I  told  him  if  he  was  not  influenced  in 
giving  me  his  vote  by  the  application  he  made  for  his  brother,  I  saw  no  moral 
delinquency  in  his  taking  it. 

200.  He  was  influenced,  and  refused  r — I  was  not  aware  that  he  had  refused 
the  oath ;  you  will  find  it  in  the  evidence ;  if  I  had  been  aware  of  it,  I  should  not 
have  said  so. 

207.  Did  you  not  go  to  him  in  consequence  of  his  having  refused  to  take  the 
bribery  oath  ? — Not  in  consequence  of  his  having  refused  to  take  the  bribery 
oath,  but  having  refused  to  vote. 

208.  What  time  of  the  day  did  you  go  to  him  ? — Between  one  and  two. 

209.  Was  not  the  man,  when  you  got  there,  in  his  house,  who  had  refused  to 
take  the  bribery  oath  r — I  did  not  know  it  till  it  came  before  the  Committee. 

210.  Then  how  came  you  to  explain  to  him  in  stating  there  was  no  moral 
delinquency  r — He  stated,  "  I  am  told,  that  my  having  asked  you  for  a  place  " 

2ii.  Lord  Campbell.]  Did  he  state  his  scruples? — He  stated  that  his  scruple 
was  that  he  had  asked  for  a  place  for  his  brother,  and  he  had  obtained  that  place 
for  his  brother  through  me. 

212.  Mr.  James.]  Did  he  state  his  scruples  were  that  that  had  influenced  his 
mind,  and  that  he  would  not  take  the  oath  ? — He  stated  that  he  had  been  told  if 
they  tendered  the  oath,  not  to  take  it,  by  a  man  of  the  name  of  Harvey. 

2 1 3.  Did  he  not  tell  you  that  the  promise  had  influenced  his  mind  ? — He  did ; 
the  application,  not  the  promise ;  there  is  a  broad  distinction  between  the  two. 

214.  When  he  stated  to  you  his  scruples,  and  that  the  application  for  a  place 
had  influenced  his  mind,  what  did  you  answer  ? — My  answer  was  that  if  he  did 
not  feel  that  in  promising  me  his  vote  he  was  bartering  it  for  a  place,  I  saw  no 
reason  why  he  should  not  take  the  oath  and  give  his  vote,  or  words  to  that  effect. 

215.  Lord  Campbell.]  If  he  did  not  feel  that  in  promising  you  his  vote  he 
was  bartering  his  vote  ?— Yes,  in  making  an  application  for  his  brother. 

216.  Mr.  James.]  You  stated  that  the  application  for  this  place  was  made  so 
soon  after  the  promise  of  the  vote,  that  you  thought  it  might  amount  to  bribery ; 
that  was  your  impression  ? — I  thought  it  might. 

217.  What  time,  do  you  say,  may  elapse  between  the  promise  of  a  vote  and  the 
application  for  a  place,  to  make  it  bribery  according  to  your  distinction • 

Lord  Campbell.]  You  cannot  ask  that. 

218.  Mr.  James.]  I  think  I  am  justified,  my  Lord.  Have  you  made  applica- 
tion for  places  on  the  very  next  day  after  the  promise  of  a  vote  ? — I  do  not  know 
that  I  have. 

2 1 9.  Will  you  swear  you  have  not  r — I  will  not  swear  I  have  not,  but  I  have 
no  recollection  of  it. 

220.  Have  you  not  made  application  on  the  very  next  day  following  the  pro- 
mise of  a  vote,  for  places  for  voters  ? — I  have  no  recollection  of  having  done  so. 

221.  Will  you  swear  you  have  not  ? — I  will  not  swear  I  have  not,  but  I  have 
no  recollection  of  doing  so ;  I  will  not  say  I  have  not,  but  I  have  no  recollec- 
tion. 

222.  Have  you  made  applications  the  same  day  ? — I  have  not. 

223.  In  Acworth's  case,  upon  the  promise  of  a  vote,  in  his  case,  did  you  not 
yourself  write  a  letter,  and  post  it  yourself,  in  the  man's  shop,  within  half  an  hour 
after  the  man's  promising  his  vote? — You  mean  Cooper,  not  Acworth. 

224.  In  Cooper's  case  f — I  do  not  think  that  at  the  time  Cooper  had  promised 
me  his  vote  ;  and  all  that  I  wrote  to  the  Admiralty,  as  you  have  asked  the  ques- 
tion, was  to  get  a  hearing  for  his  friend, 

225.  Did  you  not  make  an  application,  in  Cooper's  case,  to  the  Admiralty  in 
the  man's  shop,  and  did  you  not  give  him  the  letter  to  post  the  very  hour  and  in 
the  very  conversation  in  which  you  were  asking  for  his  vote  ? — The  application 
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was,  to  have  the  man's  case  considered  as  an  act  of  justice ;  I  told  him  it  was  a        Evidence. 


good  man,  and  I  begged  to  have  his  case  considered. 

326-  That  was  for  another  party  ? — For  Pitt,  not  for  Cooper. 

227.  Did  not  Acworth  request  you,  as  the  price  of  his  vote,  to  make  an  ap- 
plication for  him? — Never. 

228.  You  swear  that?— Never;  Acworth  had  promised  me  his  vote  years  and 
years  before ;  10  years  before ;  whenever  I  was  a  candidate  for  Chatham,  I  have 
had  his  vote  ;   in  1841  I  had. 

229.  At  the  conversation  in  the  shop,  when  you  were  talking  about  his  vote, 
did  you  not  see  a  letter  posted  upon  the  subject  of  restoring  Pitt?— With  regard 
to  Acworth's  vote,  I  never  asked  him  for  his  vote,  and  he  never  promised  me  his 
vote;  it  was  a  matter  of  course  ;  he  is  one  of  my  warmest  and  stanchest  friends. 

230.  You  heard  Cooper  examined  ? — I  did. 

231.  Was  not  Cooper  anxious  to  have  Pitt  restored  ? — Yes. 

232.  Did  you  hear  him  swear  that  he  had  promised  to  vote  for  you  because 
you  promised  to  restore  Pitt  ? — I  really  cannot  say. 

Mr.  Attorney -General.']    Your  are  asking  him  what  somebody  else  swore. 

233.  Mr.  James.]  I  will  put  this  question :  Did  you  write  that  letter  for  Pitt's 
restoration  as  part  of  the  very  interview  in  which  you  were  canvassing  Cooper  for 
his  vote  ? — 1  was  not  canvassing  Cooper  for  his  vote. 

234.  Was  his  vote  talked  about  ? — His  vote  was  not  talked  about ;  it  was  never 
mentioned  on  that  occasion. 

235.  When  was  it  mentioned  ?—  Subsequently ,  but  Pitt  was  a  friend  of  mine, 
and  irrespective  of  this  occasion  I  had  got  him  placed  in  the  Dockyard  10  years 
before. 

236.  Did  you  keep  no  memorandum,  or  entry,  or  minute  of  any  kind,  of  the 
various  applications  which  you  made  ?— Not  the  slightest. 

237.  Did  you  make  no  minute  or  entry  of  the  applications  ? — My  course  was, 
when  I  received  an  application,  to  forward  the  case  to  the  Admiralty  for  consi- 
deration, and  if  the  man  were  appointed  I  heard  no  more  of  the  case ;  the  letter 
was  sent  down  appointing  him ;  in  fact,  whether  he  was  appointed  or  not,  I 
heard  no  more  of  it 

238.  Lord  Campbell]  Did  you  make  application  to  the  Admiralty  for  all  the 
persons  that  applied  to  you  ? — For  almost  all  that  were  supposed  to  be  fit  persons ; 
labourers,  for  instance,  when  within  a  certain  age,  I  sent  forward  the  application, 
and  whether  they  were  appointed  or  not,  I  heard  no  more  of  it ;  the  course  is 
for  the  Admiralty  to  send  a  letter  of  appointment. 

239.  Mr.  James.]  Will  you  give  the  name  of  one  person  for  whom  you 
applied,  who  was  not  either  a  voter  himself,  or  a  relation  of  a  voter  who  voted 
for  you,  or  recommended  by  your  friends  during  your  candidature ;  will  you  give 
the  name  of  one  ? — I  before  told  you  I  did  not  keep  the  name  of  any  individual 
for  whom  I  made  an  application. 

240.  You  can  give  the  name  of  none  ? — No. 

241.  Did  you  not  keep  the  names  of  all  the  persons  ? — I  kept  a  canvassing 
book,  a  note  book  ;  I  put  down  the  names  of  the  persons  I  canvassed,  whether 
they  were  for  me  or  against  me ;  and  in  some  cases  in  which  people  made  appli- 
cation to  me,  I  wrote  the  names  of  the  persons  who  made  the  applications  to  me, 
and  I  gave  it  to  Mr.  Wells. 

242.  Did  you  keep  that  book  at  the  Sun? — Yes. 

243.  When  you  say  you  had  no  committee,  what  was  Mr.  Wells  ? — He  was  a 
proposer  of  mine. 

244.  You  handed  that  book  to  Mr.  Wells ;  where  is  it  ? — I  suppose  it  is 
destroyed,  as  all  the  papers  were,  at  the  end  of  the  election  ;  I  destroyed  all  my 
papers  at  the  end  of  the  election.  , 

245.  Did  you  take  down  Bradshaw's  name  at  the  Sun? — I  do  not  know ;  I  am 
not  sure. 

246.  If  he  has  stated  that  you  did  at  the  Sun,  when  he  applied  to  you  for  the 
college,  is  that  incorrect  r — 1  should  think  it  was. 

247.  You  did  not  write  down  his  name  in  your  book  ;  that  is  incorrect  ? — I 
should  think  it  was ;  I  do  not  see  what  occasion  I  had  to  write  it  down,  because  I 
had  known  the  man  for  some  years. 

248.  That  book  is  destroyed,  you  say  ? — Yes;  I  had  several  other  memoran- 
dums and  books ;  they  were  filled  with  that  and  other  matters,  my  accounts  and 
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other  things,  and  I  threw  them  into  the  fire,  except  some  few  that  were  preserved 
by  accident.  r 

249.  After  the  election  ?— After  the  election,  and  some  during  the  election. 

250.  How  soon  after  the  election  did  you  destroy  the  names  of  the  parties 
who  had  votes,  who  had  applied  for  places  ?— They  were  destroyed  almost  imme^ 
diately  after  the  election,  and  some  during  the  election. 

Re-examined  by  Sir  F.  Thesiger. 

251.  You  have  mentioned  having  a  promise  from  Mr.  AcwortK  for  10  years- 
I  believe  you  had  been  at  Chatham  for  20  years  before  that  time  ?— I  served  at 
Chatham  for  20  years  in  two  public  offices,  and  also  my  acquaintance  with 
Chatham  has  been  for  40  years. 

252.  So  that  I  suppose  there  was  scarcely  a  person  in  Chatham  that  you  were 
not  acquainted  with  by  sight,  at  all  events  ?— All  the  individuals,  I  believe,  know 
me,  and  I  know  most  of  them. 

2.53.  They  were  military  appointments  that  you  had  there,  I  believe  ?— In 
1812  I  went  to  Chatham  as  sub-director  of  the  engineering  establishment;  and 
I  went  there  again  in  1841,  when  I  gave  up  the  office  of  Inspector-general  of 
Railways,  and  remained  there  till  1851. 

Henry  Bradshaw,  sworn ;  Examined  by  Mr.  Attorney-General 
Htnry  Bradshare.        254.  HOW  old  are  you  ? — Eighty  years  old  in  March. 
■  255.  You  are  a  pensioner,  I  believe  ? — Yes. 

256.  You  have  formerly  been  in  the  naval  service  ?— The  naval  service  and 
the  dockyard  together. 

257.  You  live  at  Chatham  ? — Yes. 

258.  Do  you  live  at  a  place  called  the  Brook,  there  ? — Yes. 

259.  Do  you  remember  Sir  Frederic  Smith  coming  down  to  Chatham  for  the 
election  of  last  year  ? — Yes. 

260.  Did  you  know  him  before  ? — I  knew  him  some  years  before  ;  nearly  six 
years  before. 

261 .  Do  you  remember  where  you  saw  him  the  first  time  after  he  came  down, 
canvassing? — On  the  Military-road. 

262.  Is  that  near  the  Brook  ? — Yes  ;  one  end  of  the  Brook  comes  to  it. 

263.  Do  you  know  how  long  he  had  been  down  canvassing  r— I  rather  think 
that  was  the  first  day. 

264.  At  all  events,  it  was  early  in  his  canvass  ? — Yes. 

265.  Did  anything  pass  between  you  upon  the  subject  of  your  vote  ?— Nothing 
at  all;  not  no  more  than  I  promised  him  I  would  give  him  my  vote. 

266.  Lord  Campbell.]  Upon  that  occasion  nothing  more  passed  r — Not  at  that 
present  time. 

267.  Mr.  Attorney -General.']  Do  you  know  a  man  of  the  name  of  Stephen 
Mount?— Yes. 

268.  I  believe  he  formerly  lodged  with  you  ? — He  did. 

269.  You  know  the  man  well  ?— I  do. 

270.  Was  he  with  you  on  that  occasion,  when  Sir  Frederic  Smith  convassed 
you  ? — No,  he  never  see  me  speak  to  Sir  Frederic  Smith. 

271.  Lord  Campbell.]  He  was  not  with  you  when  you  met  Sir  Frederic  Smith 
in  the  Military-road  r — No,  my  Lord. 

272.  Mr.  Attorney-General.]  Was  he  with  you  at  any  time  when  Sir  Frederic 
Smith  spoke  to  you  ?— Never,  not  at  any  time,  in  my  presence. 

273.  Did  you  say  to  Sir  Frederic,  or  did  Sir  Frederic  ask  you,  whether  you 
would  vote  for  him,  and  did  you  say  you  did  not  know  about  it? — No  such 
thing,  sir ;  that  I  deny. 

Lord  Campbell.]  What  number  is  that  in  the  printed  evidence  ? 

274.  Mr.  Attorney -General.]  That  is  page  70,  my  Lord ;  I  am  now  going 
through  Mount's  evidence,  Nos.  1948,  1949.  (To  the  Witness)  Did  Sir  Frederic 
Smith  say,  "Why  not ;  is  there  anything  I  can  do  for  you  "? — No  such  thing ;  he 
never  asked  any  question ;  I  went  to  him  personally,  as  I  told  you  before,  on 
the  Military-road,  and  promised  him  my  vote. 

275.  He  never  asked  you  any  questions  ? — No. 

276.  Did  Sir  Frederic  Smith  say  this  :  "  If  you  will  give  me  your  vote,  I  will 
get  you  into  the  College  "  ?—  No  such  thing ;  I  deny  that. 

277.  Did 
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<\tTJ.  Did  he  say,  "  Have  you  not  a  son  in  the  yard ;  if  you  will  promise  me 
ybur  vote  I  will  do  what  I  can  for  him,  and  for  you  too  "  f — No  such  thing ;  he 
never  knowed  my  son,  and  never  saw  him  ;  my  son  was  away,  then. 

278.  But  did  he  ask  you  if  you  had  a  son  in  the  yard,  and  if  you  would  vote 
for  him  ? — Never ;  no  such  thing ;  I  have  lost  two  sons  in  the  service. 

279.  Did  Sir  Frederic  Smith  take  his  hand  out  of  his  breeches  or  trousers 
pocket,  and  on  shaking  hands  with  you,  pass  a  sovereign  or  a  half-sovereign 
into  your  hand  ? — I  never  saw  a  sovereign  or  a  half-sovereign  of  his  money  in 
my  life,  as  I  stand  before  you,  gentlemen,  in  God's  presence. 

280*  Lord  Campbell.']  You  say  you  never  saw  it? — 1  never  received  it. 

281.  Mr.  Attorney -General.]  He  put  nothing  into  your  hands  when  he  shook 
hands  with  you  ? — No,  sir ;  no  ;  God  forbid  I  should  be  guilty  of  false  swearing. 

282.  After  the  election  ;  I  will  take  you  to  after  the  election ;  did  you  on  any 
occasion  come  out  of  the  Sun  Inn  with  three  sovereigns  in  your  hand,  and  show 
them  to  Mount  ? — No,  sir ;  be  never  see  me  speak  to  Sir  Frederic  coming  out 
of  the  Sun  Inn,  neither  there*  nor  neither  at  my  house. 

283.  I  am  not  alluding  to  that ;  just  attend  ;  answer  my  question  first ;  did  you 
eome  out  of  the  Sun  Hotel,  at  any  time  after  the  election,  with  three  sovereigns  in 
your  hand  ;  did  you  show  them  to  Mount,  and  tell  him  it  was  better  than  a  kick 
in  the  backside? — No  such  thing;  I  never  had  three  sovereigns,  and  never 
showed  them  to  nobody,  or  three  sovereigns  and  a  half. 

284.  Did  you  come  out  of  the  Sun  with  any  money  in  your  hand,  and  show 
it  to  Mount? — Never ;  I(saw  Mr.  Mount  coming  down  the  town  that  night,  and 
he  asked  me  in  his  usual  words,  says  he,  "  Old  gentleman,"  he  says,  '*  I  under- 
stand you  want  Greenwich." 

285.  That  was  before ;  I  am  speaking  now  of  after  the  election ;  I  will  come 
back  to  that  presently  ;  1  understand  you  distinctly  to  say  that  if  Mount's  state- 
ment was,  that  he  saw  you  with  this  money  in  your  hands,  and  you  told  him  it 
would  be  better  than  a  kick  in  the  backside,  that  is  untrue  ? — It  is  untrue,  as  I 
am  before  you  this  moment,  and  God  sees  us  all. 

286.  Now,  as  to  the  story  about  the  College ;  after  the  first  time  when  you 
sayv  Sir  Frederic  Smith  in  the  Military -road,  did  you,  upon  another  occasion,  go 
to  See  him  at  the  Sun  ? — I  went  to  meetings  there  on  different  times. 

287.  Did  you  on  any  occasion  see  him  at  the  Sun  when  you  had  a  conversa- 
tion with  him  about  Greenwich  Hospital ;  about  the  College  ? — No,  I  never  had 
any  more  conversation  with  him,  any  more  than  going  there  at  the  time  of  the 
meeting. 

#88.  Having  gone  there  at  the  time  of  the  meeting,  had  you  any  conversation 
^itfih  bim  about  tne  College  ? — Not  a  bit. 

289.  Lord  Campbell.]  You  never  had  any  conversation  with  him  at  the  Sun 
about  the  College  r — Not  a  word. 

290.  Mr.  Attorney-General.]  Had  you  any  conversation  with  him  somewhere 
else  about  the  College  ? — Yes. 

291 .  Where  was  it  you  had  a  conversation  about  the  College  ? — I  went  up  to 
London  to  his  office. 

1  £9&.  How  came  you  to  go  there  ? — I  went  up  to  him,  to  his  office,  to  see  if  he 
fcould  get  me  the  College ;  in  the  College,  and  the  words  he  said  to  me,  says 

A  Juryman.]  We  did  not  clearly  hear,  my  Lord,  whether  the  Witness  said 
he  had  had  no  conversation  with  Sir  Frederic  Smith  anywhere  in  Chatham, 
on  the  subject  of  getting  this  appointment. 

293.  Lord  Campbell.]  He  said  he  had  none  at  the  Sun ;  had  you  any  conver- 
sation with  Sir  Frederic  Smith  at  any  other  place  in  Chatham,  about  getting  in 
the  College  ? — No,  my  Lord. 

294.  Mr.  Attorney-General.]  You  went  up  to  see  him  at  his  office  ;  what  made 
you  go  there  ?— I  went  to  ask  him,  if  so  be  he  thought  he  could  get  me  into 
Greenwich ;  he  said  he  did  not  think  I  had  sea-service  enough. 

295.  Lord  Campbell.]  That  was  the  first  conversation  you  had  with  him  about 
getting  in  the  College  ?—  Yes. 

,296.  He  said  he  did  not  think  you  had  sea-service  enough  ? — That  is  right 
'  ^297.  Mr.  Attorney-General.]  Well,  what  else  passed  ?— Then  I  came  home ; 
I  came  home. 

835.  C  298.  Did 
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Evidence.  298.  Did  he  take  you  to  the  Admiralty  about  it  ?—  Why,  sir,  I  was  not  in  the

™  299.  Lord  Campbell.]  You  were  not  in  the  Admiralty  at  all  ? — I  was  not  in 

the  Admiralty  at  all ;  I  went  to  the  door. 

300.  You  went  to  the  door  of  the  Admiralty  r — Yes ;  there  was  no  Admiralty 
sat,  I  think,  that  day. 

301.  Mr.  Attorney-General.]  You  mean,  probably,  no  Board  that  day,  or  it 
was  a  holiday ;  did  you  afterwards  go  r — No,  1  have  never  been  since. 

302.  Did  you  get  a  communication  from  him  ? — From  Sir  Frederic  Smith. 

303.  Yes?— No. 

3C4.  Lord  Campbell.]  There  was  no  sitting  of  the  Admiralty  that  day  ? — 
No. 

305.  And  you  never  went  back  again  ? — No. 

306.  Mr.  Attorney-General.]  Did  you  hear  from  Sir  Frederic  Smith  afterwards 
about  it? — Never ;  neither  pro  nor  con.  I  never  heard  nothing  from  him  after- 
wards ;  anything  about  it  afterwards. 

307.  However,  you  did  not  get  the  College  ?— No,  I  have  not  got  it  yet ;  and 
I  do  not  know  as  ever  I  shall ;  I  have  nothing  against  my  character,  neither 
ashore  nor  aboard ;  1  sailed  with  the  Right  Honourable  Archibald 

308.  I  think  they  said  you  had  not  sea-service  enough,  you  had  not  been  a 
sufficient  time  at  sea? — That  was  it. 

309.  Your  services  had  been  at  the  dockyard  many  years,  but  you  had  not 
been  long  enough  at  sea? — Yes;  I  had  been  33  years  altogether,  man  and 
boy. 

310.  How  many  times  do  you  think  you  were  at  the  Sun;  you  say  you 
attended  the  meetings  at  the  Sun  ? — 1  cannot  exactly  say ;  it  may  be  three  or 
four  times. 

311.  Were  you  there  after  you  had  been  up  to  London? — Oh,  no;  I  never 
was  there  afterwards ;  I  never  see  Sir  Frederic  after  I  was  at  the  Sun. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Hawkins. 

312.  When  was  it  you  saw  Sir  Frederic  Smith  about  your  vote;  how  long 
before  the  election  was  it  that  you  first  saw  Sir  Frederic  Smith  about  your  vote  ? 
— The  very  same  day  he  came  down  to  canvass. 

313.  About  what  time  was  it ;  how  long  before  the  election?— The  first  day ; 
I  cannot  tell  what  time  before  the  election. 

314.  Was  it  a  month  or  two  months? — I  cannot  justly  say. 

315.  You  can  tell  me  whether  it  was  a  month,  or  two  or  three  months? — I 
cannot  tell  you. 

316.  What !  your  memory  is  not  very  good,  I  take  it  ? — It  is  not  so  good  as  it 
was  40  years  ago. 

3 1 7.  Upon  the  first  occasion  that  you  saw  him,  where  was  it  ?—  I  have  told  you, 
on  the  Military-road. 

318.  On  the  Military-road  ? — Yes. 

319.  When  did  you  see  him  next? — I  did  not  see  him  no  more  till  I  saw  him 
at  the  Sun  at  the  meeting.  Oh !  he  was  canvassing  along  the  Brook,  and  I  see  bim 
along  the  Brook,  but  I  did  not  go  and  speak  to  him  then. 

320.  You  say  you  saw  him  along  the  Brook,  but  you  did  not  speak  to  him  r— 
No,  after  I  had  promised  him. 

321 .  After  you  saw  him  in  the  Military-road  at  first  ? — Yes. 

322.  The  next  time  was  along  the  Brook,  and  you  did  not  speak  to  him  ? — Yes, 
when  he  was  canvassing. 

323.  Do  you  mean  to  swear  that  you  did  not  speak  to  Sir  Frederic  Smith  on 
the  Brook  ? — I  do  not  mean  to  swear  at  all,  because  1  have  sworn,  and  that  is 
the  truth ;  and  I  cannot  say  no  more  than  what  I  have. 

324.  I  ask  you  upon  your  oath  ? — 

Lord  Campbell.]  Just  auswer  the  gentleman's  question. 

325.  Mr.  Hawkins.']  Upon  your  oath,  did  you  or  not  speak  to  Sir  Frederic 
Smith  on  the  Brook  ? — I  bade  him  good  morning. 

326.  Did  he  shake  hands  with  you  ? — Well,  I  cannot  justly  say  whether  he 
did  or  did  not,  now. 

327.  Did 
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327.  Did  he  ask  you  for  your  vote  ? — 1  had  promised  him  ray  vote. 

328.  Did  he  ask  you  for  your  vote  on  the  Brook  ? — No. 

329.  Lord  Campbell']  Did  he  then  ask  you  for  your  vote  ? — No,  I  had  pro- 
mised him  before. 

330.  Mr.  Hawkins.]  I  ask  you  upon  your  oath,  did  he,  on  the  Brook,  when 
you  saw  him  upon  the  second  occasion,  ask  you  for  your  vote  ? — No. 

331.  Did  you  ever  say  This  is  Question  3781,  my  Lord.  (To  the  Witness.) 
You  were  examined  before  the  Committee  ? — 1  was. 

Sir  F.  Thesiger.]  I  beg  my  learned  friends  pardon,  but  I  do  not  think 
they  are  at  liberty  to  direct  attention  to  something  which  is  supposed  to 
have  been  sworn  upon  a  former  occasion,  and  to  use  that 

Mr.  James.]  It  is  directed  to  your  Lordship  s  mind,  for  your  convenience 
only ;  we  have  never  stated  the  substance  of  the  question  to  the  jury. 

Lord  Campbell]  You  may  say  it  negatives  the  statement  in  Question  so- 
and-so. 

Sir  F.  Thesiger. 1  The  only  thing  is,  that  my  learned  friend  gets  the  benefit 
of  its  being  proved. 

Mr.  James.]  It  is  done  for  the  convenience  of  directing  your  Lordship's 
attention  to  it ;  the  jury  do  not  see  it  until  the  answer  of  the  Witness  is 
enunciated ;  it  is  the  most  convenient  course. 

332.  Mr.  Hawkins  (to  the  Witness)].  You  were  examined  upon  oath  before  the 
Committee  ? — Yes. 

333.  Before  you  were  examined  upon  oath  before  the  Committee,  were  you 
told  what  Mount  had  said? — I  was. 

334.  Who  told  you  what  Mount  had  said  ? — Who  told  me,  sir. 
335-  Yes  ? — That  I  cannot  say  who  told  me. 

336.  Do  you  know  a  person  named  Robb  ?—  Oh  yes. 

337.  Who  is  Robb  ? — Well,  I  think  he  is  a  person  in  Fort  Pitt. 

338.  He  was  up  in  London  while  you  were  being  examined  as  a  witness,  was 
not  he? — I  think  he  was ;  I  came  up  with  him. 

339.  He  came  to  ask  you  to  come  up,  did  not  her— Yes,  he  did;  that  is 
true. 

340.  To  contradict  what  Mount  had  said  ? — That  is  true. 

341.  Now,  I  am  going  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  evidence  before  the 
Committee ;  you  were  sworn  as  a  witness  before  the  Committee  ? — Yes. 

342.  Were  you  asked  before  the  Committee,  with  reference  to  the  second 
occasion  when  you  saw  Sir  Frederic  on  the  Brook,  were  you  asked  whether 
Sir  Frederic  came  to  ask  you  for  your  vote? — I  spoke  to  him,  and  told  him  I 
would  give  him  my  vote,  or  something  to  that  effect. 

343.  Did  that  take  place  on  the  Brook  ? — Yes,  and  on  the  Military-road, 
both. 

344.  He  spoke  to  you  about  the  vote,  you  say,  on  the  Brook?— I  say  I 
spoke  to  him ;  I  had  promised  him,  and  I  told  him  I  would  stand  to  my 
promise. 

345.  Now,  I  ask  you  if  you  did  not,  five  minutes  or  a  very  few  minutes  ago, 
swear  that  nothing  took  place  except  his  bidding  you  good  morning  on  the 
Brook  ?—  I  do  not  recollect  it. 

346.  Do  you  mean  that  you  do  not  recollect  that  you  have  sworn  so  within 
the  last  two  minutes  r  —  I  say,  I  said  I  did  not  know  whether  I  spoke  to  him, 
or  did  not ;  I  think  I  said  so. 

347.  Which  did  you  do ;  did  you  speak  to  him,  or  did  you  not  speak  to 
him,  on  the  Brook? — Well,  I  seed  him  on  the  Brook,  and  just  moved  my 
hand  to  him,  and  said,  •*  Good  morning,  Sir  Frederic ;'  that  is  all  I  have  to 
say  about  it. 

348.  Lord  Campbell.]  You  said,  "  I  spoke  to  Sir  Frederic  Smith  on  the 
Brook,  and  said  I  would  stand  to  my  promise  *  ? — That  is  what  I  did  say. 

349.  Mr.  Hawkins.]  Did  you  say,  when  you  were  before  the  Committee;  did 
you  say  that  Sir  Frederic  Smith  came  upon  the  second  occasion  on  the  Brook 
to  ask  you  for  your  vote ;  did  you  swear  that  before  the  Committee  ? — Well, 
1  might  have  said  so,  but  I  do  not  remember  it ;  I  do  not  recollect  it;  I 
cannot  remember  whether  he  asked  me,  or  whether  I  said  I  would  give  it  to 
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Evidence.        h*m'  am*  whether  I  should  stand  to  my  word ;  I  cannot  remember  it ;  my  recol- 

lection  is  not  so  good  as  it  was. 

Henry  Brmd&aw.       350.  I  am  asking  you  what  you  swore  before   the  Committee ;  before  the 

Committee,  did  you  not  swear  that  Sir  Frederic  Smith  came  to  you  on  the 

Brook  to  ask  you  for  your  vote  ? — I  promised  him  my  vote  on  the  Military- 
road. 

Lord  Campbell.]  That  is  no  answer. 

351.  Mr.  Hawkins.]  Just  listen  to  my  question,  and  answer  it.  When  you 
were  before  the  Committee,  did  you  not  swear  to  the  Committee  that  Sir  Fre- 
deric Smith  had  come  to  vou  on  the  Brook,  and  had  asked  you  then  for  your 
vote  ?— Well,  I  think  he  did. 

352.  Did  you  tell  the  Committee  also  that  you  thought  that  Sir  Frederic 
Smith  did  not  know  properly  whether  you  had  promised  him  or  not  r — No ; 
I  never  said  no  such  thing. 

353.  Will  you  swear  that  ? — I  do  not  know  as  ever  I  said  any  such  thing. 

354.  Will  you  swear  you  did  not ;  you  say  you  do  not  know  that  you  ever 
said  any  such  thing;  I  ask  you,  upon  your  oath,  whether  you  swear  you  did 
not  r — What,  to  the  Committee. 

355.  Yes  ? — I  do  not  know  that  ever  I  did ;  I  will  not  be  certain ;  I  never 
swore  to  the  Committee  at  all,  nor  no  person,  about  anything.  I  thought  you 
meant  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

356.  Yes,  I  do  mean  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  ?— Oh !  that  is 
right  enough. 

357.  Did  you  not  swear  to  the  Committee  you  thought  that  Sir  Frederic 
Smith  did  not  know  properly  whether  you  had  promised  him  your  vote  or 
not ;  just  answer  that ;  did  you  swear  that  before  the  Committee  ? — Well,  I 
believe  I  did ;  I  believe  I  did ;  I  am  sure  I  cannot  say.  Let  me  hear  what  you 
have  to  say,  because  I  am  rather  dull  of  apprehension ;  I  do  not  know  what  you 
did  say. 

358.  Take  as  much  time  as  you  like,  but  answer  the  question,  when  you 
have  made  up  your  mind  about  it ;  did  you  or  did  you  not  swear  that  before 
the  Committee?— What. 

359.  Lord  Campbell]  Just  attend  to  me ;  you  see  I  have  written,  and  I 
believe  from  your  mouth,  these  words  :  "  I  do  not  remember  that  I  swore  to  the 
Committee  that  I  thought  Sir  Frederic  Smith  did  not  know  properly  whether  I 
had  promised  him  my  vote  or  not ;  I  believe  I  did  swear  it "  ? — Well,  I  believe 
I  did. 

360.  Mr.  Hawkins.]  Was  it  true  that  you  did  not  think  that  Sir  Frederic 
Smith  understood  whether  you  had  promised  or  not  ? — Well,  I  cannot  rightly 
just  tell  you. 

361.  Did  you  swear,  also,  before  the  Committee,  that  you  did  not  expect  that 
he  did  properly  understand  you? — Well,  I  think  I  did.     I  will  not  be  certain. 

362.  Was  it  true  that,  when  you  gave  your  evidence  before  the  Committee, 
you  did  not  expect  Sir  Frederic  properly  understood  you  ? — Why,  that  I  cannot 
say,  whether  he  properly  understood  me,  or  whether  he  did  not. 

363.  What  was  your  belief  upon  the  subject  when  you  gave  your  evidence 
before  the  Committee  ? — I  went  there  and  spoke  the  truth,  and  nothing  but  the 
truth. 

364.  What  was  your  belief  when  you  went  before  the  Committee ;  did  you 
believe  that  Sir  Frederic  Smith  understood  that  you  had  promised  him  the  vote, 
or  not  ? — I  should  say  he  did  expect  I  had  promised  my  vote.  I  do  not  know. 
1  cannot  say  what  was  in  Sir  Frederic's  mind. 

365.  How  long  altogether  were  you  talking  to  Sir  Frederic  Smith  on  the 
Brook  ? — Not  two  minutes  ;  nor  he  never  was  in  my  house  at  all. 

366.  Do  you  remember  at  any  time  seeing  Sir  Frederic  Smith  on  the  Brook ; 
did  you  at  the  Brook,  when  you  saw  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  say  to  him,  "  I  under- 
stand that  I  am  going  to  give  you  my  vote,  and  1  should  like  to  get  into  Green- 
wich Hospital  '•?— Well,  I  did  say  that. 

367.  On  the  Brook  ? — I  do  not  know  it  was  on  the  Brook  or  elsewhere,  but 
that  is  what  I  did  ask  him. 

368.  Lord  Campbell.']  "  I  understand  I  am  going  to  give  you  my  vote,  and  I 
should  like  to  get  into  Greenwich  Hospital,  if  you  can  do  it  for  me."    Did  you 
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say  that  on  the  Brook  or  somewhere  else  at  Chatham? — Well,  I  cannot  justly       Eridence. 
say  where  it  was  I  asked  him.  — - 

369.  Mr.  Hawkins.']  "  If  you  can  do  it  for  me"  ?— If  he  could  do  it  for  me.       *"*  Bn*km 

370.  Did  Sir  Frederic  Smith  say  to  you,  if  he  could  get  you  into  Greenwich      

Hospital  he  would ?— No. 

371.  Wait  and  understand  my  question  before  you  answer  it ;  you  know  you 
have  been  examined  before;  did  Sir  Frederic  Smith  say  to  you,  if  he  could  get 
you  into  Greenwich  he  would,  but  he  did  not  know  if  his  influence  was  strong 
enough? — No  such  a  word. 

372.  Just  listen  to  this,  and  attend  carefully  to  it ;  was  this  question  put  to 
you  before  the  Committee ;  what  I  want  to  know  is  this ;  you  said,  "  I  under- 
stand I  am  going  to  give  you  my  vote,  and  I  should  like  to  get  into  Greenwich 
Hospital ;"  did  you  say/"  Yes,  that  is  right/'  before  the  Committee? — 1  did 
answer  to  that  purpose ;  he  did  not  tell  me  that  he  could  get  me  there. 

373.  Did  you  say  that  it  was  either  upon  the  first  or  the  second  time  that  Sir 
Frederic  Smith  came  down,  and  you  could  not  be  certain  which? — Where . 

374.  Did  you  say  that  it  was  either  the  first  or  the  second  time  that  Sir 
Frederic  Smith  came  down,  but  you  would  not  be  certain  which,  whether  it  was 
the  first  or  the  second  time  ? — I  cannot  say  whether  it  was  the  first  or  the 
second  time. 

375.  Did  it  occur  at  the  same  time,  or  occur  either  upon  the  first  or  the 
second  occasion  ? — Yes,  I  think  it  did  at  one  time. 

376.  Did  you  not  before  the  Committee  swear  that  it  took  place  at  the 
Brook  ? — I  do  not  think  I  swore  before  any  Committee  at  all  about  such  a  thing 
as  that. 

377.  Will  you  undertake  to  say  you  did  not  swear  before  the  Committee  that 
that  took  place  at  the  Brook  ? — No ;  I  do  not  know  whether  it  was  on  the  Brook 
or  on  the  Military-road. 

378.  But  it  was  either  upon  the  Brook  or  in  the  Military-road,  was  it? — Yes> 
I  think  it  was. 

379.  Was  that  the  first  time  that  you  had  expressed  that  desire  to  get  into 
the  College  r — Oh  no  !  1  wanted  to  get  there  before  that. 

380.  You  wanted  to  get  there  before? — If  I  could;  I  wanted  a  friend  to  da 
it  for  me,  and  I  did  not  know  where  to  get  one. 

381.  Had  you  not  yourself  said,  that  you  would  vote  for  Admiral  Stirling  if 
he  would  get  you  into  the  College  ? — That  is  true.  I  did  not  say  no  such  thing 
to  Admiral  Stirling ;  I  deny  that. 

382.  Lord  Campbell.]  You  are  not  asked  if  you  said  it  to  Admiral  Stirling ; 
have  you  said  to  anybody,  on  any  occasion,  that  you  would  vote  for  Admiral 
Stirling  if  he  would  get  you  into  the  College  r — I  was  coming  down  Chatham 
one  night,  when  a  young  man,  whose  name  is  Wenman,  says  to  me  (it  poured 
of  rain ;  I  had  promised  Sir  Frederic  Smith  before  this),  he  says  to  me,  says  he, 
"  Henry,  why  do  not  you  vote  for  the  Admiral  ?  he  can  get  you  the  College,  and 
Sir  Frederic  cannot "  There  Mas  two  or  three  more  of  the  townspeople  got 
round  me,  and  persuaded  me  to  go  up  to  Ordnance-place  to  a  meeting,  and 
I,  innocently  and  foolishly,  the  young  man  and  I  both  went  up.  This  is  truth  ; 
I  am  speaking  nothing  but  the  truth  ;  and  I  very  innocently  went  there,  and  he 
sat  and  talked  to  the  Admiral ;  what  he  said  I  could  not  tell ;  but  the  Admiral 
was  to  get  me  in.  Well,  there  I  sat  for  an  hour,  he  alongside  of  me ;  what  they 
said  together  I  cannot  tell,  and  such  was  the  truth ;  but  I  promised  the  Admiral 
before.  Now  all  this  is  the  truth.  When  I  went  home  I  found  what  I  had 
done. 

'  383.  Lord  Campbell.']  What  did  you  say  before  you  left  Admiral  Stirling? — - 
He  solicited  me  for  a  vote.  I  was  called  up  to  the  table,  as  it  might  be  here, 
and  he  says,  says  he,  "  Have  you  come  to  give  me  your  vote  ?  "  and  I  said, 
"  Yes,  sir,"  says  1 ;  and  away  I  came  out  of  the  place.  When  I  came  home  I 
asked  myself,  what  a  silly  old  man  was  I,  to  go  and  promise  and  be  led  away* 
led  away  by  the  Blue  party !    But  I  was  not  the  only  one  that  made  the  mistake. 

384.  Mr.  Hawkins.]  Had  you  promised  Sir  Frederic  Smith  before? — I  had 
promised. 

385.  You  said  this  was  some  young  man,  named  Wenman ;  an  old  friend,  was 
it,  of  yours,  who  had  worked  some  time  in  the  yard  ? — Yes  ;  that  was  the  man. 

386.  Did  you  not  promise  Admiral  Stirling  in  order  to  get  a  place  in  the 
College ;  was  not  that  the  reason  why  you  promised  Admiral  Stirling,  because 
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Evidence.        you  thought  he  could  get  you  the  place  in  the  College  ? — No ;  I  did  not  think 

at  all  about  it ;  they  led  me  into  the  place. 

Henry  Bradtha*.       3g7    l0F(j  Campbell.]  They  told  you  Admiral  Stirling  could  get  you  into  the 
~     "    ~~       College  if  you  would  vote  for  the  Admiral,  and  then  you  promised  to  vote  for 
the  Admiral  ?— That  is  true ;  I  would  not  come  here  with  a  lie  in  my  mouth. 

388.  Mr.  Hawkins.]  How  long  was  that  after  you  had  seen  Sir  Frederic  Smith 
in  the  Military-road  ? — I  believe  it  was  about  the  middle  of  the  canvass,  or 
more ;  I  cannot  tell  you  how  long  it  was. 

389.  Whom  did  you  vote  for  ?— Sir  Frederic  Smith. 

390.  When  did  you  change  your  mind  back  again  from  Admiral  Stirling  to 
Sir  Frederic  Smith  ?—  The  very  next  morning  after  I  got  up  and  asked  myself  a 
few  questions,  how  I  was  led  away  by  the  Blue  party,  and  I  wondered  I  could 
have  been  led  away. 

391.  How  soon  after  you  had  changed  your  mind  again  was  it  that  you  went 
up  to  London  ? — I  cannot  justly  tell  you  the  week  or  the  day. 

392.  Was  it  within  a  day  or  two,  or  a  week  after  that  ? — I  cannot  justly  tell 
you ;  I  cannot. 

393.  I  ask  you  about;  I  do  not  ask  you  to  a  day;  was  not  it  within  a  few 
days  after  that  that  you  went  up  to  London  about  the  College  ?—  It  might  be. 

394.  You  went  up  on  purpose  to  look  after  the  appointment  ? — I  went  to  see 
Sir  Frederic  Smith,  this  is  the  truth,  at  his  office. 

395.  Who  told  you  where  to  find  Sir  Frederic  Smith  in  London  ? — I  knowed 
his  office. 

396.  Where  did  you  learn  where  he  was  to  be  found  in  London  ? — I  could  learn 
that  from  the  members  in  office. 

397.  What  members  in  office  ? — People  that  knew  him  in  Chatham,  when  he 
was  living  in  Chatham  for  years. 

398.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Wells  ? — Yes,  I  knew  him  for  years. 

399.  Did  you  ask  him  about  it  ? — I  asked  him  if  he  could  tell  me. 

400.  Mr.  Wells  was  a  person  who  used  to  canvass  with  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  was 
not  her — Yes,  young  Mr.  Wells. 

401.  Who  paid  your  expenses  up  to  London  ? — I  paid  them  myself,  and  paid 
them  down. 

402.  Did  anybody  ever  give  you  any  money  on  account  of  your  expenses? — 
Nobody. 

403.  Now,  I  am  going  to  take  you  to  the  time  when  you  went  to  the  Sun ; 
you  say  Mr.  Robb  was  the  person  who  took  your  evidence,  who  came  to  bring  you 
up  to  London  ? — Yes. 

404.  Was  your  evidence  written  down  before  you  came  to  London  ? — No,  not 
that  I  know  of;  I  cannot  write  myseif. 

405.  Did  any  lawyer  write  it  down  for  you,  your  evidence  ? — Well,  I  never  was 
before  any  lawyer  to  take  my  evidence. 

406.  Did  any  gentleman  write  down  what  you  were  going  to  say  ? — What, 
before  I  came  to  London. 

407.  No ;  before  you  went  before  the  Committee  ? — Yes,  1  believe  there  was ; 
I  think  there  was. 

408.  Do  you  know  who  the  gentleman  was;  what  his  name  was? — No,  I 
do  not. 

409.  How  often  was  what  he  wrote  down  read  over  to  you  before  you  gave 
your  evidence  before  the  Committee  ? — Only  once,  I  think. 

410.  Will  you  swear  it  was  not  read  over  half-a-dozen  times?— I  do  not  think 
it  was  to  me  ;  I  do  not  remember  it  if  it  was. 

411.  You  had  lived  in  Chatham  a  good  while,  had  you  not? — Going  on  57 
years. 

,  412:  You  know  something  about  the  elections  there  ? — Yes;  I  did  not  trouble 
my  head  with  them  before  I  had  a  vote  myself;  1  used  not  to  trouble  my  head 
^bout  them  when  I  had  no  vote.  I  wish  I  had  never  troubled  my  head  at  all 
about  them,  to  tell  you  the  truth ;  I  wish  1  had  never  had  a  vote. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Attorney-General. 

413.  You  were  asked  a  good  many  questions  before  this  Election  Committee,  I 
think  ;  you  were  cross-examined  there,  as  they  call  it,  just  as  you  have  been  now  ? 
—Yes. 

t  414.  And 
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414.  And  they  put  a  long  set  of  questions  to  you,  and  I  see  your  answer 
generally  is,  "  That  is  right "  ?— Yes. 

415.  They  asked  you  whether  what  you  said  about  Greenwich  Hospital  was, 
"  I  understand  1  am  going  to  give  you  my  vote ;  I  understand  I  am  going  to 
get  into  Greenwich  Hospital ; "  they  put  that  question  into  your  mouth,  did  not 
they?  — 

Mr.  James.']  Read  it. 

Lord  Campbell.']  On  the  second  time,  what  I  want  to  know  is  this :  you 
said,  iC  I  understand  that  1  am  going  to  give  you  my  vote,  and  I  should 
like  to  get  into  Greenwich  Hospital  ?  " 

Mr.  Attorney-General.]  That  is  the  question  put. 

Mr.  James.]  After  that,  the  witness  himself  suggests  a  portion  of  the 
question. 

416.  Mr.  Attorney-GeneraL]  The  second  time  you  saw  him  on  the  Brook,  who 
was  with  him  ? — Mr.  Wells  and  others. 

41 7.  The  gentleman  on  the  canvass  ? — Yes. 

James  Grover,  sworn ;  Examined  by  Mr.  Wells. 

41 8.  DO  you  live  at  Chatham  ? — I  do. 

419.  I  believe  you  are  an  army  clothier  ? — Yes. 

420.  Were  you  a  partisan  of  Sir  Frederic  Smith  at  the  last  election  r — I  was. 

421.  Do  you  recollect  going  with  him  on  his  canvass? — Yes. 

422.  Do  you  recollect  being  with  him  on  the  Military-road  some  time  before 
the  election  ? — Yes. 

423.  About  how  long  before  the  election,  do  you  say? — It  was  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  canvass ;  it  was  in  March. 

424.  Do  you  know  the  old  man  Brads  haw  ? — Yes. 

425.  Do  you  remember  meeting  him  when  you  were  with  Sir  Frederic  Smith 
on  his  canvass  on  the  Military-road  ?— Yes,  on  the  Military-road. 

426.  Can  you  mention  the  names  of  any  other  gentlemen  who  were  with  Sir 
Frederic  Smith  ? — There  was  Mr.  Weils,  junior,  and  a  person  by  the  name  of 
Spodbrow. 

427.  Was  Mr.  Isaacs  with  you ;  do  you  remember  what  passed  upon  that 
occasion  between  Sir  Frederic  Smith  and  Bradshaw  ? — Bradshaw  promised  him 
his  vote. 

428.  Lord  Campbell.]  Just  describe  what  was  said ;  Bradshaw  came  up  to  him  ? 
— Bradshaw  first  spoke  to  Mr.  Wells,  junior. 

Mr.  James.]  Mount  only  speaks  of  the  interview  on  the  Brook,  my  Lord; 
I  do  not  object  to  it. 

429.  Lord  Campbell.]  Go  on  ? — Bradshaw  first  spoke  to  Thomas  Wells,  junior, 
and  Thomas  Wells  then  introduced  him  to  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  and  he  promised 
his  vote  there  and  then ;  Bradshaw  immediately  promised  him  his  vote. 

430.  Mr.  Wells.']  Was  that  without  being  first  asked  for  his  vote ;  you  say  he 
immediately  promised  him  his  vote  ? 

431.  Mr.  James.']  State  what  passed? — Mr.  Wells  had  spoken  to  him,  and 
asked  him  for  his  vote;  had  asked  Mr.  Bradshaw  for  his  vote  for  Sir  Frederic. 

432.  Mr.  Wells.]  Did  you  hear  what  answer  he  then  made  to  Mr.  Wells, 
junior  ? — No,  I  did  not 

433.  Then  you  say  Mr.  Wells  introduced  him  to  Sir  Frederic  Smith  ? — Yes, 
and  he  promised  him  his  vote. 

434.  In  what  terms  did  he  promise  ;  what  did  he  say  ?—  Merely  said,  "  I  shall 
vote  for  you." 

435*  Was  anything  more  said  ? — Not  anything.  Mr.  Bradshaw  then  went  his 
way,  and  we  went  ours. 

436.  Do  you  recollect  afterwards,  upon  the  canvass,  when  you  were  with  Sir 
Frederic  Smith,  meeting  Bradshaw  by  the  Brook  ? — We  met  Bradshaw  on  the 
Brook,  near  by  the  side  of  the  Public-house  alley. 

437.  Who  were  present  then  ? — Myself,  and  Charles  Isaacs,  and  Mr.  Wells, 
junior,  and  several  others. 

438.  And  Sir  Frederic  Smith  ? — Yes.

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Evidttm.  439*  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  yourself,  Mr.  Wells,  junior,  Mr*  Isaacs,  and  other 

-= —  persons  ?— Yes, 

Jmmu  Grow.  ^a  ^jj  y0U  tejj  me  wjiat  passed  then  with  respect  to  Bradshaw  ? — We 
saw  Bradshaw,  and  some  one  who  was  with  us  said,  "  Here  is  Bradshaw,  Sir 
Frederic ;"  and  Sir  Frederic  went  and  shook  hands  with  him. 

441.  What  then  ? — Then  Sir  Frederic  Smith  shook  hands  with  him,  and  asked 
him  how  he  was,  and  left  him. 

442.  That  was  all  that  passed,  was  it  ?— Everything  that  passed. 

443.  Lord  Campbell.]  That  was  all  that  passed  between  them  ? — That  was  all 
that  passed  between  them. 

444.  Mr.  Wells.]  Can  you  take  upon  yourself  to  state,  therefore,  that  upon 
neither  of  those  occasions  anything  was  said  about  Greenwich  College  ? — I  never 
heard  anything  said  about  it. 

445.  Must  you  have  heard  it  if  it  had  been  said  ?— Certainly. 

446.  Or  about  a  son  of  Bradshaw  ? — I  never  heard  anything  of  the  sort. 

447.  Must  you  have  heard  it  if  it  had  passed  ? — I  was  close  to  Sir  Frederic, 
and  always  near  him ;  close  to  him. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  James. 

448.  Is  Mr.  Wells  here  ? — I  am  not  aware. 

449.  You  do  not  know  whether  he  is  here  or  not ;  have  you  not  seen  him 
here  ? — I  have  not  seen  him  here. 

450.  Have  you  come  from  Chatham  to  this  inquiry?— Yes. 

451.  He  lives  in  Chatham ;  you  know  whether  he  is  here  or  not,  do  not  you  ? 
—I  have  not  seen  him  here. 

452.  How  long  do  you  think  Wells  was  with  the  voter,  Bradshaw,  in  this 
Military-road,  before  Sir  Frederic  Smith  spoke  to  him  ?— Not  one  minute. 

453.  Where  was  Sir  Frederic  Smith  at  the  time  Mr.  Wells  was  talking  to 
him  ?— Sir  Frederic  Smith  was  close  by. 

454.  Well,  did  he  hear  what  was  said  ? — Well,  I  do  not  know. 

455.  Was  he  near  enough  to  hear  what  was  said  ? — There  was  nothing  said. 

456.  If  anything  had  been  said,  was  he  near  enough  to  hear  ? 

457.  Lord  Campbell.]  Could  he  overhear  the  conversation  between  Wells  and 
Bradshaw  ? — Yes. 

458.  Mr.  James.]  Did  you  hear  the  conversation  ? — Yes. 

459*  What  was  it? — The  conversation  was  merely,  "This  is  Sir  Frederic 
Smith ;"  and  Bradshaw  went  up  and  promised  him. 

460.  That  was  all  that  Mr.  Wells  said  ?— Yes. 

461.  Lord  Campbell.']  I  understood  you  to  say  that  Mr.  Wells  asked  Bradshaw 
to  vote  ? — Yes. 

462.  Mr.  James.]  Have  you  not  distinctly  sworn  that  Mr.  Wells  went  up  and 
asked  him  for  his  vote  within  three  minutes? — Yes,  I  have. 

463.  Did  he?— He  did. 

464.  And  you  heard  that  conversation  between  Mr.  Wells  and  the  voter, 
Bradshaw  ?— Yes. 

465.  Did  Sir  Frederic  Smith  hear  it  ? — 

Lord  Campbell.]  Mr.  Wells  had  asked  Bradshaw  for  his  vote  for  Sir 
Frederic  Smith. 

466.  Mr.  James.]  Did  Sir  Frederic  Smith  hear  that  request  made  ? — I  do  not 
know. 

467.  You  have  just  been  asked  if  he  was  near  enough  to  hear,  and  you  said 
positively,  "  Yes  ;"  was  Sir  Frederic  Smith  near  enough  to  hear  it  ? — I  should 
think  he  was. 

468.  To  have  heard  ? — Yes. 

469.  When  Mr.  Wells  asked  him  for  his  vote,  what  did  Bradshaw  say  ? — 
Bradshaw  said  he  would  give  him  his  vote. 

470.  You  heard  him  say  that  ? — Yes. 

471*  Was  it  after  that  that  Mr.  Wells  introduced  the  voter  to  Sir  Frederic 
Smith  ? — Yes,  it  was. 

472.  After  that,  the  man  did  not  come  up  then  himself,  and  proffer  his  vote 
in  the  first  instance  ? — He  came  up  and  spoke  to  Mr.  Wells,  as  I  said  before, 
and  then  Mr.  Wells  went  with  him  to  Sir  Frederic  Smith. 

473.  What 
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473.  What  did  he  do  to  Mr.  Wells  when  he  first  came  up  ;  you  told  us  just 
now  that  Mr.  Wells  went  up  to  him,  and  asked  him  for  his  vote ;  who  first  spoke, 
Mr.  Wells  or  Bradshaw ;  do  not  look  down  there ;  look  at  the  jury,  and  answer 
the  question,  who  first  spoke  ? — I  believe  Wells  spoke  first. 

474.  Are  you  sure  of  it  ? — I  believe  so. 

475.  What  did  he  say  ?— He  asked  him  for  his  vote  for  Sir  Frederic  Smith, 
as  I  said  before. 

476.  Then  the  voter  did  not  proffer  his  vote,  in  the  first  instance,  until  the 
request  was  made  by  Mr.  Wells? — Mr.  Wells  merely  spoke  to  him  the  same  as 
any  one  on  canvassing. 

477.  Did  the  voter  proffer  his  vote  before  Mr.  Wells  spoke  to  him  or  not  ? — 
No,  I  do  not  believe  he  did. 

478.  Were  you  at  the  Sun  when  Bradshaw  went  up  there  r — I  was  not. 

47 9.  Who  was  generally  with  Sir  Frederic  Smith  at  the  Sun  ;  Mr.  Wells  r— 
There  were  several. 

480.  But  Mr.  Wells  generally ;  you  know  what  the  question  was  ? — Mostly 
Mr.  Wells  was  there. 

48 1 .  Did  Mr.  Wells  keep  a  canvassing  book  ? — Mr.  Wells  had  a  canvassing  book. 

482.  Did  he  keep  a  book  in  which  he  put  down  the  names  of  the  voters  ? — 
That  is  more  than  1  can  tell. 

483.  Have  you  not  stated  that  Mr.  Wells  put  down  the  names  of  the  voters  ? 
—  1  have  not  stated  he  kept  the  book  all  the  time  ;  he  had  the  book  for  a  time  : 
what  became  of  it  afterwards,  I  cannot  tell ;  he  had  the  canvassing  book. 

484.  Did  he  usually  put  down  the  names  of  the  voters  in  the  book  r — Yes  ; 
he  put  down  a  mark  for  or  against. 

485.  As  the  voter  promised  his  vote  ? — As  the  voter  promised  his  vote. 

486.  Was  Mr.  Wells  with  you  upon  this  occasion? — He  was. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Attorney-General. 

487.  I  understand  you,  Wells  in  the  first  instance  asked  Bradshaw  for  his  vote 
for  Sir  Frederic  Smith? — Yes,  for  Sir  Frederic  Smith. 

488.  Did  you  hear  what  the  man  said  in  answer  ? — I  believe  that  he  said  that 
he  should  be  very  happy  to  give  his  vote  to  Sir  Frederic  Smith. 

489.  Was  anything  said  by  Mr.  Wells  to  Bradshaw  upon  the  subject  of 
Greenwich  College  ? — Not  anything. 

490.  Lord  Campbell.]  By  Mr.  Wells  to  Bradshaw,  or  by  Bradshaw  to  Mr. 
Wells?— 

491.  Mr.  Attorney-General.]  Or  by  Bradshaw  to  Mr.  Wells  ? — No. 

492.  Was  any  inducement  of  any  sort  held  out  to  the  man  ? — Not  that  1  am 
aware  of. 

493.  You  heard  what  passed  between  Mr.  Wells  and  Bradshaw  at  the  time? 
—I  did. 

494.  At  that  time  there  was  nothing  of  the  kind  said  ? — Nothing  whatever. 

495.  The  man  said  he  should  be  happy  to  give  Sir  Frederic  Smith  his  vote  ? 
—He  did. 

496.  And  the  man  then  was  introduced  to  Sir  Frederic  Smith  ? — Yes. 

497.  You  heard  what  was  then  said  between  Bradshaw  and  Sir  Frederic 
Smith?— Yes. 

498.  Was  anything  said  between  them  upon  the  subject  of  Greenwich  ? 
—Mo. 

499.  You  were  present  when  they  met  afterwards  upon  the  Brook? — Yes. 

500.  Was  anything  said  then  ? — Nothing  whatever. 

Charles  Isaacs,  sworn ;  Examined  by  Sir  Frederick  Thesiger. 

501.  1  believe  you  are  an  Army  and  Navy  outfitter  at  Chatham? — I  am. 

502.  Were  you  a  supporter  of  Sir  Frederic  Smith  at  the  July  election  of 
1852  ?— I  was. 

503.  Did  you  accompany  him  upon  his  canvass  ? — I  did. 

504.  Do  you  know  old  Bradshaw,  the  pensioner  ? — I  do. 

505.  Do  you  remember  seeing  him  at  any  time  in  the  course  of  your  canvass 
with  Sir  Frederic  Smith  ?— I  recollect  meeting  him  on  the  Brook. 

506.  I  believe  you  were  not  upon  the  Military-road ;  you  were  not  with  Sir 
Frederic  Smith  upon  the  Military  road  ? — I  do  not  remember  being  there ;  I  am 
not  quite  certain  that  I  was  there. 

835.  D  507-  But 
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Speech  of 
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507.  But  you  were  with  him  on  the  Brook  ?  -On  the  Brook. 

508.  Did  you  see  Bradshaw?— I  did;  I  had  heard  that  Bradshaw  had  pro- 
raised  his  vote  to  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  and  we  met  him  on  the  Brook  during  our 
canvass,  and  I  called  Sir  Frederic  Smith's  attention  to  him,  and  Sir  Frederic 
Smith  went  up  and  shook  hands  with  him ;  it  was  the  usual  custom  to  do  so. 

509.  You  named  him,  and  you  said,  "H^re  is  Bradshaw/'  and  Sir  Frederic 
Smith  went  up  and  shook  hands  with  him?— Yes. 

510.  Was  that  all  that  passed?— That  was  all  that  passed;  merely,  "  How 
are  you,  Bradshaw." 

511.  Was  anything  at  all  said  upon  that  occasion  about  Greenwich  Hospital  ? 
— Nothing  whatever. 

5 1 2.  Did  Bradshaw  say,  "  I  understand  I  am  going  to  give  you  my  vote,  and 
I  should  like  to  get  into  Greenwich  Hospital"?— I  never  heard  such  a  thing 
mentioned. 

513.  Is  it  possible  it  could  have  passed  without  your  hearing  it?— No,  it 
could  not. 

514.  Was  anything  said  by  Sir  Frederic  Smith  about  any  pension;  asking 
him  what  pension  he  had  ? — No. 

515*  Did  he  put  any  question  to  him  about  his  son  ;  having  a  son  in  the  yard  ? 
— None  whatever. 

516.  Did  he  make  any  promise,  that  if  Bradshaw  would  give  him  his  vote  he 
would  do  what  he  could  for  both  of  them  ?— Certainly  not. 

517.  Are  you  able  to  say  whether  there  was  any  sovereign  or  half-sovereign 
putiuto  Bradshaw s  hands  by  Sir  Frederic  Smith  upon  that  occasion  when  he 
shook  hands  with  him  ? — Certainly  not. 

518.  Lord  Campbell.]  No  money? — None  whatever,  my  Lord.

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  James. 
Is  the  Brook  a  street,  or  what  is  it;  are  there  houses  of  voters  there ? 


520.  Many  ? — There  are  several. 

521.  Is  it  a  street,  or  a  district,  or  what  ? — I  think  you  may  term  it  a  street ; 
it  is  a  long  straggling  place. 

522.  Were  you  there  more  than  once  in  the  canvass? — Yes,  along  the  Brook  ; 
yes* 

523.  Several  times  ? — Several  times. 

524.  With  Sir  Frederic  Smith  ?— With  Sir  Frederic  Smith. 

525.  How  often,  do  you  suppose,  during  the  canvass,  you  were  on  the  Btaok 
with  Sir  Frederic  Smith? — I  should  say  we  had  occasion  to  go  there  twa  or 
three,  times. 

526.  On  the  canvass  ? — Yes. 
Did  you  generally  accompany  Sir  Frederic  Smith  on  the  canvass?—

531.  Have  you  not  seen  Mr.  Wells  here  ? — I  have  not. 

Mr.  Attorney-General.]  My  Lord,  we  had  expected  Mr.  Wells  to  h«e 
been  here  by  this  time,  but  he  has  not  arrived ;  perhaps  this  will  bera  con- 
venient time  for  the  jury  to  retire ;  he  may  be  here  by  the  time  thay  come 
back. 

The  Jury  retired,  and  in  a  short  time  returned  into  Court. 

Lord  Campbell.]  Has  the  Witness  come  ? 

Mr.  Wells.]  No,  my  Lord.    That  will  be  the  case  for  the  prosecution.

who,  but  for  the  exertions  of  some  friends  of  his,  would  have  been  perfectly 
defenceless,  in  stating  to  you  and  submitting  to  you,  as  I  shall,  some  remarks,  a

strong  view  of  this  as  a  very  extraordinary  proceeding.  If  the  House  of  Com-  Speeebof 
mons  be  sincere  in  their  desire  to  put  down  bribery  and  corruption,  and  corrupt  Mr*  J****- 
practices ;  if  all  those  commissions  that  are  issued  into  the  country,  and  those 
various  inquiries  by  Select  Committees  as  to  election  compromises, — if  they  are 
not  intended  for  a  mere  mockery  and  delusion,  I  think,  instead  of  having  a  poor 
and  comparatively  defenceless  working  man,  a  mere  labourer,  charged  here  upon 
an  indictment  for  perjury,  with  all  the  machinery  of  the  proceeding,  and  all  the 
weight  that  this  proceeding,  instituted  by  the  House  of  Commons,  must  give, 
except  that  his  case  is  secure  in  the  breast  of  the  jury, — I  think,  if  the  House  of 
Commons  had  been  sincere  in  their  desire  to  repress  illegal  practices  and 
bribery,  this  is  not  the  man  who  ought  to  have  been  the  defendant  in  the  pro- 
ceedings arising  out  of  the  election  at  Chatham ;  a  man  who,  as  it  appears,  without 
malice,  not  a  voter,  no  partisan  even  of  the  other  side,  makes  a  statement,  which 
I  hope  I  can  satisfy  you,  upon  the  evidence,  must  have  come  from  Sir  Frederic 
Smith,  and  under  the  circumstances  he  has  stated.  He  makes  the  statement 
without  motive ;  in  the  whole  course  of  his  cross-examination  there  is  not  an 
imputation  of  motive  to  him ;  and  the  House  of  Commons  institute  a  prosecu- 
tion, aided  by  the  brilliant  talent  of  my  learned  Friend,  the  Attorney-General,  of 
whom  I  say,  in  his  absence,  I  do  not  complain  of  the  extremely  fair  and  impartial 
manner  in  which  he  has  opened  and  conducted  the  ca6e.  But  if  the  House  of 
Commons  be  sincere  in  their  desire  to  put  down  corrupt  practices,  this  is  not 
the  man  who  ought  to  have  been  the  defendant.  I  say  again,  in  matters  arising 
out  of  the  election  at  Chatham,  gentlemen,  this  case  presents  to  you  a  most 
extraordinary  spectacle.  The  accusing  parties  are  the  parties  upon  whose 
evidence  this  prosecution  rests ;  and  if  their  evidence  does  not  satisfy  you,  if  it  is 
not  satisfactory  to  your  minds  beyond  all  reasonable  doubt,  it  must  fail. 
Gentlemen,  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  who  has  denied  that  he  was  the  briber  of  this 
man,  but  who  I  will  show  you  presently,  and  I  think  you  will  entertain  no  doubt, 
was  the  tempter  of  Bradshaw,  the  bribed,  who  instead  of  being,  as  I  submit  to 
you, — for  I  speak  fearlessly  here,  with,  I  think,  the  courage  an  English  advocate 
ought  to  have  in  an  English  court  of  justice,  and  before  an  English  jury, — I  say 
that  these  persons,  instead  of  being  the  accusers  of  this  man,  upon  whom  his 
conviction  is  to  rest,  ought  to  have  been  the  defendants,  whom  my  learned  Friend 
the  Attorney-General  ought  to  have  been  directed  by  the  House  of  Commons  to 
have  prosecuted,  as  being  the  bribers  of  the  bribed  at  that  election. 

Now,  just  let  us  see  how  this  case  is  introduced  to  your  notice,  and  how  it  is  sup- 
ported by  the  evidence.  Bradshaw  is  a  man  who,  beyond  all  question,  was 
influenced  by  this  promise ;  he  was  a  man,  as  I  will  show  you,  beyond  all  doubt, 
in  point  of  law,  as  you  will  hear  it  construed  by  my  Lord,  who  will  hold  here  the 
scales  of  justice  evenly  between  the  parties  ;  but  you  are  to  hear  the  law  from 
him ;  and  beyond  all  question,  if  my  Lord  Mansfield  laid  down  the  tew  correctly 
upon  this  question,  he  was  bribed  by  Sir  Frederic  Smith.  What  was  his 
position  ?  He  was  so  anxious  to  barter  his  vote  to  somebody,  to  one  of  the 
candidates,  for  this  place  in  Greenwich  Hospital,  that,  as  he  stated  to  you,  he  had 
promised  his  vote  to  Sir  Frederic  Smith ;  and  that  he  went  then  with  parties 
upon  the  other  side,  and  had  some  conversation  with,  and  promised  his  vote  to, 
Admiral  Stirling ;  and  he  stated  to  you,  that  under  the  impression  that  Admiral 
Stirling  could  do  all  he  wanted,  he  promised  Admiral  Stirling ;  and  there  cannot 
be  a  question  that  his  vote  was  plainly  and  clearly  bought.  Sir  Frederic  Smith, 
beyond  all  question,  bought  this  man's  vote.  It  was  a  case  in  which  the  man 
was  to  be  influenced  by  the  consideration  of  the  place ;  and  certainly  Sir 
Frederic  Smith,  upon  this  canvass,  and  during  the  whole  of  his  candidature,  has 
taken  one  of  the  most  extraordinary  views  of  the  English  law,  with  reference  to 
corrupt  practices  and  bribery,  that  any  educated  gentleman  could  by  possibility 
have  entertained ;  you  will  see  presently,  when  Sir  Frederic  Smith  says,  "  I  draw 
a  distinction  between  the  actual  barter  for  a  vote,  and  the  promise  of  a  place,  after 
the  promise  of  a  vote  ; "  you  will  see  what  was  the  actual  influence  which 
operated  upon  this  man's  mind,  whose  vote  was  for  sale,  if  he  could  obtain  a  place 
in  Greenwich  Hospital ;  he  had  promised  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  and  then  he  actually 
promised  Admiral  Stirling,  under  the  notion  that  he  could  obtain  him  a  place  in 
Greenwich  Hospital  better  than  Sir  Frederic  Smith;  and  thus  Sir  Frederic  Smith;by 
these  extraordinary  and  lavish  gifts  of  places,  upon  the  application  of  voters,  or  the 
kindred  of  voters  or  their  friends,  had  raised  a  strong  feeling  in  Chatham  that  if 
they  promised  the  vote  the  place  was  to  follow,  and  that  it  was  not  corrupt  on  their 
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Speech  of        part  to  pursue  that  course.   That  was  the  case  with  this  man  Bradshaw ;  for  you 
Mr.  James.       have  seen  the  demeanour  of  the  man.   Evidently  entrusting  the  franchise  to  such 
"  a  man  is  an  abuse.     Is  there  a  doubt  that  this  man  entertained  the  notion  of 

selling  his  vote  to  the  man  who  could  get  him  into  Greenwich  Hospital? 
And  you  will  see  how  this  remark  bears  upon  what  Sir  Frederic  Smith  has  stated 
as  his  distinction  between  bribery  and  what  took  place  upon  this  occasion.  It  was 
in  this  man's  mind,  the  very  first  time  he  saw  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  that  he  should 
ask  for  a  place ;  it  was  the  man's  dream  by  night  and  hope  by  day  that  he  should 
get  into  the  College  ;  he  tells  you  that,  having  promised  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  he 
violated  that,  and  promised  to  Admiral  Stirling  in  the  hope  that  he  should  get  it 
Everything  corroborates  the  story  which  Bradshaw  tells  us,  and  I  do  not  hesi- 
tate to  say  contradicts  the  story  which  Sir  Frederic  Smith  has  given  you  here 
upon  his  oath. 

Sir  Frederic  Smith  states  that  he  met  him  first  on  the  Military-road ;  the  man 
tells  you  he  met  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  or  rather  Sir  Frederic  Smith  tells  you,  he 
met  him  upon  the  Military -road,  and  has  seen  him  repeatedly  at  the  Brook; 
that  is  their  story,  and  that  is  Mount's  story  ;  that  is  very  remarkable ;  where  on 
earth,  or  how  on  earth,  could  Mount  have  imagined  this  story  ?  I  have  men- 
tioned  to  you,  that  motive  he  had  none.  You  have  his  cross-examination,  which 
was  read  in  the  first  instance,  conducted  by  one  of  the  most  able  Counsel  at  the 
bar,  my  learned  Friend  Mr.  Serjeant  Wrangham.  They  impute  no  motive  of  any 
kind,  wo  personal  gain,  no  money,  no  partisan  of  the  other  side,  no  voter,  no 
motive,  from  the  commencement  to  the  end,  is  imputed  in  the  cross-examination; 
nor  is  his  character,  as  my  Lord  will  see,  in  any  way  damaged ;  he  is  a  poor 
labouring  man,  who  is  supposed  to  have  invented  this  story  without  motive 
and  without  object.  Is  that  likely  ?  But  there  is  one  thing  very  plain ;  he  is 
asked  by  my  learned  Friend,  Mr.  Serjeant  Wrangham,  in  his  cross-examination, 
And  no  doubt  my  learned  Friend  was  struck  with  his  story  as  very  remarkable,  to 
whom  he  told  the  story,  and  he  says,  "  To  old  Mr.  Henry,  the  man  I  worked 
for."  I  regret  the  absence  of  that  witness ;  I  do  not  allude  to  the  witness 
whom  my  learned  Friend  was  going  to  call,  my  learned  Friend  having  6tated  that 
he  intended  to  have  him  here ;  but  on  the  22d  of  February,  Mount  is  asked, 
"  When  did  you  first  tell  this  story  V9  "  What  story  ?"  "  The  story  you  have 
been  telling  us  here."  "The  first  that  I  spoke  to  was  a  gentleman  in  Troy 
Town,  old  Mr.  Henry,  a  man  I  worked  for."  "When  was  it  you  told  him  V* 
"  Some  little  time  after  the  election,  we  were  talking  about  the  election  and  one 
thing  or  another,  and  I  was  saying  what  I  heard  them  say  between  Sir  Frederic 
Smith  and  Mr.  Bradshaw ;  and  he  said  that  was  not  the  thing  that  wa6  right ; 
I  am  sure  1  did  not  think  anything  about  its  being  a  job  to  come  up  here,  nor 
anything  at  all  about  it."  Gentlemen,  did  he  say  that  or  not  ?  If  he  did  not, 
where  is  Mr.  Henry,  the  tradesman  for  whom  he  worked  ?  Why  do  not  they 
call  him  to  tell  you  that  the  man  never  did  tell  him  this  ?  This  was  in  February, 
and  we  are  now  in  June.  This  prosecution  is  conducted  by  the  order  of  the 
House  of  Commons,  and  no  pecuniary  expense  has  been  spared.  Where  is  that 
man  to  tell  you  that  that  conversation  never  did  go  on  ?  Gentlemen,  what  motive 
has  this  man  for  this  story  ?  Could  he  have  imagined  the  story  ?  Do  not  the 
witnesses  confirm  him  in  the  storyl?  and  is  it  not  clear,  therefore,  that  in  all  pro- 
bability Sir  Frederic  Smith  may  be  mistaken  r  for  that  is  the  most  charitable 
construction  to  put  upon  it,  amidst  all  these  numerous  offers  of  place,  to  such  an 
extent,  that  he  will  not  say  it  is  not  to  the  extent  of  50.  Gentlemen,  I  speak 
in  the  presence  of  the  most  eminent  lawyer  on  the  Bench,  and  I  say  that  Sir 
Frederic  Smith  was  corrupting  the  constituency,  and  drawing  in  his  mind  a  dis- 
tinction, which  was  a  mere  question  of  petty  casuistry,  as  to  whether  it  had 
an  influence  upon  the  voter  or  not ;  namely,  the  particular  time  when  he  gave  the 
promise  of  his  vote,  and  seeking  to  overcome  the  scruples  of  the  voters ;  and  I  say 
that  this  conduct  and  this  obtaining  of  the  place  which  the  man  asked  for,  and 
which  Sir  Frederic  Smith  promised  him,  plainly  conveys  what  Sir  Frederic  Smith's 
own  notion  is  as  to  what  was  not  bribery,  but  which  I  think  will  not  be  your  notion; 
and  as  to  how  he  thought  he  could  influence  the  voters  to  support  him  by  these 
corrupt  means,  and  overcome  their  conscientious  scruples.  Gentlemen,  can  you 
ever  forget  the  instance  of  Driver  and  the  bribery  oath,  one  ol  the  most  conclu- 
sive instances  of  the  influence  Sir  Frederic  Smith  was  endeavouring  to  gain  upon 
the  voters  ?  Now,  I  say  here  was  a  case  of  bribery ;  this  man  was  canvassed  for 
Sir  Frederic  Smith ;  he  was  asked  for  his  vote,  and  then  he  asked  for  a  place 
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for  his  son.     Sir  Frederic  Smith  say  a,  that  between  the  promise  of  the  vote  and        Speech  of 
the  record  of  it,  if  a  voter  were  to  apply  for  the  promise  of  a  place  for  his  son,       Mr.  James. 

it  would  not  be  bribery.     The  man  goes  to  the  poll,  and  tenders  his  vote;  it  

was  known  how  lavish  the  promise  of  these  places  had  been  at  Chatham,  and  the 
supporters  of  Admiral  Stirling  put  the  bribery  oath  to  this  man,  and  such  was 
the  man's  character,  that  he  refused  to  take  the  bribery  oath.  Then  we  have  an 
instance  of  the  conduct  of  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  as  to  which,  if  he  can  satisfy  his 
own  mind  upon  reflection  hereafter,  he  will  be  a  fortunate  individual.  Such  was 
the  influence  upon  the  mind  of  this  voter  Driver,  a  man  of  credit  and  sober  ap- 
pearance, a  tradesman  in  the  town,  that  he  actually  refused  to  take  the  bribery 
oath,  because  he  could  not  swear  that  the  promise  for  his  son  had  not  an  influence 
upon  his  mind. 

Gentlemen,  take  the  other  instance  of  Locke.  Sir  Frederic  Smith  says,  "  I  draw 
a  strong  distinction  between  the  question  of  bribery,  and  no  bribery,  as  to  how 
far  this  influenced  the  voter's  mind,  as  to  whether  it  was  bribery  or  not ; "  but  in 
this  case  he  says,  '•  This  transaction  of  Locke's  was  so  close  upon  the  promise  of 
the  vote,  that  I  could  not  do  it  at  the  time,  though  he  had  promised  me  his  vote. 
I  could  not  do  it  at  the  time,  and  therefore  I  refused,  because  his  application 
x:ame  so  close  upon  the  promise  of  his  vote."  I  asked  him,  "  What  space  of  time, 
then,  according  to  your  notion,  should  intervene,  to  make  it  not  bribery,  between 
the  promise  of  a  vote,  and  the  promise  of  a  placer  "  "  If  it  actually  pass  at  the 
time  of  the  promise  of  the  vote,  I  should  refuse  it."  "  But  in  other  instances  you 
say  you  have  promised  places  without  intending  to  influence  the  voter  after  the 
.promise  of  the  vote ;  why  did  you  refuse  in  Locke's  case  ?'*  "  Because  the  applica- 
tion came  so  soon  upon  the  promise  of  the  vote."  "  Then  what  interval  ought  to 
elapse ;  will  you  say  that  you  have  not  on  the  same  day,  or  the  day  after  the 
promise  of  a  vote,  applied  for  places  for  voters,  or  the  kindred  of  voters,  the  day 
after?  "  He  says,  "I  will  not  say  that  I  have  not."  Then  we  find  that  Locke 
entertains  scruples,  as  I  think  he  very  well  might,  as  to  whether  he  could 
conscientiously  take  the  bribery  oath ;  thereupon  Sir  Frederic  Smith  goes  to  him, 
and  says,  not  with  the  knowledge  that  he  had  entertained  scruples,  but  goes  to 
him  and  finds  that  he  does  entertain  scruples,  and  argues  with  him  upon  the 
matter ;  and  this  conscientious  man,  entertaining  scruples  about  taking  the  oath, 
is  argued  into  the  notion  that  he  may  take  it  by  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  and  ac- 
cordingly he  does  take  it  and  records  his  vote.  Well  then,  gentlemen,  when  you 
find  that  these  places  have  been  given  thus  prodigally,  and  it  has  been  held  out 
that  a  voter  has  nothing  to  do  but  to  promise  his  vote,  and  then  make  an  ap- 
plication for  a  place,  and  when  you  find  that  Sir  Frederic  Smith  has  drawn 
that  distinction  in  his  own  mind,  that  he  may  promise  a  place  so  soon  after  the 
voter  has  promised  his  vote,  does  not  that  afford  a  strong  probability  that  this 
old  man,  with  the  desire  which  he  had  for  this  place,  should,  upon  the  first 
occasion  of  seeing  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  mention  the  place  to  him  ?  Gentlemen, 
what  does  this  old  man  say  himself?  He  is  examined  before  the  Committee  of 
the  House  of  Commons,  and  he  is  asked,  "Were  you  not  canvassed  upon  one 
occasion  on  the  Brook  "  r  which  is  all  the  transaction  with  which  we  have  to  deal. 
When  he  came  to  the  House  of  Commons,  he  said  he  was  canvassed  on  the  Brook  ; 
he  says,  "  Sir  Frederic  Smith  did  not  knowr  properly  whether  I  had  promised 
him  or  no.  I  do  not  expect  that  he  properly  understood  me."  And  then,  when 
he  is  examined  again  upon  this,  which  is  most  important,  namely,  the  interview 
at  the  Brook,  Bradshaw  himself,  in  February,  some  months  since,  when  he  was 
examined  before  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons,  says  that  he  stated 
to  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  "  I  understand,  sir,  that  I  am  going  to  give  you  my  vote, 
and  I  should  like  to  get  into  Greenwich  Hospital,  if  you  can  do  it  for  me."  Was 
it  probable  or  natural  that  he  should  say  so  ?  Most  natural  that  he  should,  for 
it  was  the  ruling  thought  of  the  man's  mind,  and  his  vote  was  to  be  bartered  for 
it>  and  it  is  most  natural  that  when  he  saw  Sir  Frederic  Smith  he  should  state 
that  to  him  in  the  conversation. 

But,  gentlemen,  upon  what  evidence  is  this  prosecution  instituted?  I  will  satisfy 
you,  upon  evidence  upon  which  you  cannot  convict  this  man,  who  came  there 
and  stated,  without  object  or  motive,  this  story,  before  the  Committee  of  the 
House  of  Commons;  not  a  motive  imputed  to  the  man,  pecuniary  or  otherwise, 
to  make  this  statement  upon  which  you  are  to  judge  by  the  probabilities  of  the 
case.  Why,  what  did  Sir  Frederic  Smith  say  when  he  was  examined  just  now  ? 
He  answered  the  question  in  the  most  confused  manner  when  examined  by  my 
learned  Friend  Sir  Frederick  Thesiger ;    Sir  Frederick  Thesiger  asked  him,  u  Did 
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Speech  of        you  say  anything  about  Greenwich  Hospital"  ?     He  said,  "  Not  at  that  time/* 

Mr.  Jam*.       "  When  did  you?"     "  At  the  Sun."     "  What  did  you  say  at  the  Sun?"    "  I 

said  something  about  the  15  /.  a  year  pension  ;  "  which  are  the  very  words  which 

Mount  declares  were  uttered  on  the  Brook ;  bow  could  he  have  dreamt  of  them 

or  invented  them  ? 

But  whether  Bradshaw  is  correct  or  not,  that  it  was  upon  the  Brook  that  this 
took  place,  or  at  the  interview  at  the  Sun,  Sir  Frederic  Smith  has  stated  here, 
that  it  was  there  that  he  talked  about  the  place,  and  there  that  he  talked  about  the 
pension  of  15/.  I  never  said  Bradshaw  talked  of  it  at  the  Sun;  when  be  is 
asked  about  the  matter,  he  says,  he  himself  proposed  it  at  the  interview  at  the 
Brook  ;  it  was  a  conversation  that  passed  in  a  very  few  minutes,  and  in  all  pro- 
bability may  not  have  been  heard  by  those  two  witnesses,  Mr.  Isaacs  and  Mr. 
Grover. 

Gentlemen,  what  are  the  probabilities  of  the  case  ?  under  these  circumstances, 
upon  what  does  it  rest  ?  The  probability  is,  that  as  regards  Sir  Frederic  Smith, 
he  may  have  forgotten  when  he  did  offer  this  place.  I  asked  him,  "  Did  you  not 
call  upon  the  voters,  after  they  had  promised  you  their  votes,  to  confirm  them  in 
their  promise  ?"  He  was  not  so  perfectly  confident  upon  the  point,  though  he 
wished  the  Jury  to  believe  in  the  first  instance  that  he  did  not.  Sir  Frederic 
Smith  says,  u  I  never  spoke  to  him  about  the  vote,  because  I  never  had  a  doubt 
about  the  man's  vote."  "Do  you  mean  to  say  about  those  voters  upon  whom  you 
were  calling,  and  to  whom  or  whose  relatives  you  were  promising  places, 
between  the  promise  of  the  vote  and  the  record  of  the  vote,  that  you  were  not 
doing  that  to  confirm  them  ?'*  Gentlemen,  was  not  that  a  corrupt  practice  ?  To 
show  you  that  I  am  correct  in  my  view,  I  will  quote  to  you  the  case  of  Allen  v*. 
Harm  an,  in  First  Term  Reports,  in  which  Lord  Mansfield  lays  down  that  there 
must  be  no  pecuniary  or  other  interest  brought  to  bear  upon  the  mind  of  the 
voter ,  and  that  he  must  be  free  before  the  election. 

In  all  probability,  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  amidst  ail  this  lavish  profusion  of  place 
and  promise  of  place,  may  have  forgotten  whether  it  was  at  the  Brook  or  Sun; 
but  that  he  did  promise  to  use  his  efforts  to  get  this  man  into  the  Hospital, 
which,  beyond  all  question,  did  influence  his  vote  and  make  him  break  his 
promise  to  the  other  candidate,  there  can  be  no  doubt.  Upon  what  evidence 
is  such  a  prosecution  to  rest?  Is  this  evidence  upon  which  you  can  rely? 
The  defendant,  as  you  know,  cannot  be  heard ;  you  cannot  see  his  demeanour 
as  he  appeared  before  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons.  The  case 
is  reversed  as  regards  the  two  persons  most  deeply  interested  in  this  case,  by 
this  most  extraordinary  turning  of  the  tables.  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  who,  beyond 
all  question,  tempted  this  man,  as  he  admitted,  and  upon  a  state  of  facts  which  I 
say  amounted  to  a  bribe,  and  Bradshaw,  the  man  who  was  bribed,  are  turned 
into  the  accusers. 

I  submit  to  you,  upon  the  whole  of  this  case,  this  is  evidence  upon  which  you 
cannot  rely.  It  is  perfectly  consistent  with  that  evidence,  that  at  an  interview 
which  did  take  place,  this  may  have  occurred,  for  Bradshaw  tells  us  it  did.  He 
tells  you  that  at  the  Brook  he  mentioned  the  subject  to  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  and 
if  it  was  not  mentioned,  I  ask  you  whether  Mount  could  have  conceived  this 
matter  without  an  object  and  without  a  motive  ?  When  Bradshaw  tells  you  that 
at  this  interview,  at  the  Brook,  he  did  suggest  something  about  Greenwich 
Hospital ;  when  the  witness,  who  is  the  party  charged  with  being  bribed,  tells 
you  that,  upon  what  satisfactory  evidence  can  you  rely  to  convict  this  defendant  ? 
The  last  witness  actually  contradicted  their  own  witness,  Bradshaw.  My  friend 
referred  to  the  very  passage,  and  the  witness  contradicted  it ;  upon  which  are  you 
to  rely  ?     I  submit  to  you  again  that  this  evidence  i6  not  satisfactory. 

This  is  a  prosecution  at  the  instance  of  the  House  of  Commons,  and  if,  as 
regards  the  public,  it  is  to  be  taken  as  an  instalment  or  intention  on  their  part 
to  put  down  bribery  and  corrupt  practices,  I  must  say  it  is  a  sorry  spectacle  when 
a  bricklayer's  labourer  is  indicted,  whilst  other  persons  escape  without  impeach- 
ment. 

Lord  Campbell.]  I  think  it  right  to  call  your  attention  to  the  assignment  o  f 
perjury  as  to  the  money. 

Mr.  James.']  I  am  coming  to  that,  my  Lord, 

Lord  Campbell]  I  thought  you  were  going  to  sit  down. 

Mr.  James.]  I  am  much  obliged  to  your  Lordship,     With  reference  to  that 
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charge,  it  rests  entirely  upon  the  evidence  of  Bradshaw  alone.  Even  if  his  evi-  Speech  of 
dence  had  been  such  as  you  could  rely  upon,  one  witness,  as  my  Lord  will  tell  Mr.  James. 
you,  is  not  sufficient  to  convict  the  defendant  of  perjury.  But  it  is  the  evidence 
of  a  man  who  tells  you  that  the  subject  of  the  situation  was  never  mentioned  in 
Chatham  at  all,  and  Sir  Frederic  Smith  says  it  was  mentioned  at  the  Sun.  His 
evidence  about  the  three  sovereigns  depends  upon  that  matter :  and  with  refer- 
ence to  the  half-sovereign,  taken  from  the  breeches  pocket,  or  from  the  pocket, 
my  Lord  will  find,  upon  looking  at  the  evidence,  that  all  that  Mount  said  was, 
that  he  seemed  to  have  given  him  a  sum  of  money,  that  he  afterwards  saw  a  sum 
of  10  s.  in  his  hand. 

Lord  Campbell]  Where  does  Mount's  evidence  begin  ? 

Mr.  James.]  At  Question  1969,  "  Did  they  shake  hands,  do  you  remember? — 
Sir  Frederic  Smith  had  got  his  hand  in  his  pocket,  and  he  pulled  his  hand  out  of 
his  pocket  and  shook  hands  with  Bradshaw/9     It  is  admitted  he  shook  hands. 

"  You  saw  that  ? — Yes,  I  saw  that ;  I  was  as  nigh  to  him  as  I  am  to  that 
gentleman  (within  a  yard),  and  as  Bradshaw  was  taking  his  hand  away  he  seemed 
to  me  to  have  either  a  sovereign  or  half  a  sovereign  in  his  hand,  but  1  cannot 
swear  which  it  was. 

"By  the  Committee.]  Do  you  think  it  was  one  or  the  other? — Yes,  I  do 
think  so. 

"  By  Mr.  James.]  When  Bradshaw  had  that  in  his  hand,  what  did  he  say  ? — He 
did  not  say  anything ;  he  said,  '  Thank  you/ 

"  To  Sir  Frederic  Smith  ?— Yes." 

He  says,  "  He  seemed  to  have  it ;"  and  with  reference  to  the  other  three  sove- 
reigns, there  is  another  statement  here  that  he  was  bribed  by  Sir  Frederic  Smith 
with  three  sovereigns.  The  man  is  seen  coming  out  of  the  Sun,  and  is  said  to 
have  shown  three  sovereigns.  It  was  never  made  a  charge  against  Sir  Frederic 
Smith  that  he  had  bribed  him  with  those  three  sovereigns.  Whatever  represen- 
tation the  man  made  upon  the  production  of  the  money,  Mount  is  not  responsible 
for,  nor  is  it  alleged  by  Mount,  or  any  one  else,  that  Sir  Frederic  Smith  bribed 
him  with  that 

Gentlemen, — This  is  the  case,  which  I  submit  to  you  is  unsatisfactory  upon  the 
evidence.  It  will  receive,  as  my  learned  Friend  the  Attorney-General  suggested, 
fair  and  impartial  consideration.  You  will  say  whether,  upon  looking  at  the 
matter,  and  deliberately  pondering  it  in  your  minds,  it  is  evidence  upon  which 
you  can  satisfactorily  rely,  whether  Bradshaw's  testimony  or  his  memory  ought 
to  peril  a  man  for  a  moment,  and  whether  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  in  his  lavish 
disposition  of  patronage,  may  not  have  forgotten  he  made  this  offer  either  on 
the  Brook  or  elsewhere ;  whether,  as  I  state  upon  the  evidence,  the  whole  pro- 
secution has  not  failed,  and  whether  the  defendant  is  not  therefore  entitled  to 
your  verdict. 

The  Attorney-General]  May  it  please  your  Lordship,  Gentlemen  of  the 
Jury 

Mr.  James.]  I  am  not  aware  that  my  Friend,  the  Attorney-General,  has  a  right 
to  reply. 

Lord  Campbell]  Oh  yes. 

Mr.  James.]  in  a  prosecution  by  the  House  of  Commons  ? 

Lord  Campbell]  In  a  prosecution  at  the  information  of  the  Attorney-General, 
he  has  an  undoubted  right  to  reply. 

The  Attorney  •General']  My  Friend,  Mr.  James,  did  me  no  more  than  justice  Speech  of  Mr. 
when  he  said  I  appear  here  with  no  vindictive  feeling  against  the  defendant ;  I  Attorney-General 
appear  here  as  public  prosecutor,  and  with  no  desire  to  do  more  than  my  duty 
fairly  between  the  public  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  defendant  on  the  other.  I 
should  not,  perhaps,  have  claimed  the  exercise  of  my  right  to  address  you  in  reply, 
if  it  had  not  appeared  to  me  that  this  being  a  case  in  which  there  v/as  a  question 
of  perjury  on  the  one  side,  or  perjury  on  the  other,  observations  have  been  made 
by  ray  learned  Friend,  natural  enough  in  his  position,  in  the  zeal  which  actuates 
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Speech  of  Mr.      him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  towards  his  client,  which  bear  unfairly  upon  the 
Attorney-General,  witnesses  called,  and  which  observations  I  think  it  but  fair  and  right  to  make 
counter  observations  upon. 

The  case  lies  in  a  very  narrow  compass,  and  what  little  I  have  to  say  will,  I 
know,  meet  with  your  careful  and  impartial  attention. 

The  greater  portion  of  my  learned  Friend's  observations  would  have  been 
infinitely  more  to  the  purpose,  if  they  had  been  made,  as  I  do  not  doubt  they 
were  made,  when  he  was  addressing  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  in 
support  of  the  petition  against  Sir  Frederic  Smith's  return.  My  Friend  has 
commented  largely  upon  the  lavish  and  profuse  distribution  or  promise  of 
patronage  and  place  by  Sir  Frederic  Smith.  1  am  not  here  to  defend  Sir  Frederic 
Smith.  He  has  remarked  upon  the  probability  of  the  case,  pointing  out  to  you 
that  it  was  likely  that  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  in  what  he  did  with  regard  to  this 
man  Bradshaw,  did  it  with  a  view  to  influence  his  vote.  With  that  I  have 
nothing  to  do.  I  surrender  Sir  Frederic  Smith  into  the  hands  of  my  Learned 
Friend,  Mr.  James,  and  with  regard  to  his  conduct  as  to  the  Chatham  election, 
he  is  at  liberty  to  say  what  he  pleases.  All  that  concerns  this  inquiry  is  not 
whether  Sir  Frederic  Smith  interfered  with  a  view  of  putting  this  man  Bradshaw 
into  Greenwich  Hospital,  with  a  view  of  getting  Bradshaw  to  vote  for  him. 
With  that  we  have  nothing  to  do.  Sir  Frederic  Smith  has  been  put  upon  his 
trial ;  he  had  the  disadvantage  of  my  Friend's  great  power  and  ability  against 
him  ;  the  witnesses  were  called  upon  that  occasion,  and  amongst  them  Mount  was 
called.  Sir  Frederic  Smith  was  put  upon  his  trial ;  he  was  heard,  and  his  wit- 
nesses were  heard,  and  the  result  was  that  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons applied  to  the  House  of  Commons  to  institute  this  prosecution.  We  must 
bring  this  party  before  you,  and  if  my  Friend  is  entitled  to  observe,  as  he  is,  that 
Sir  Frederic  Smith  was  unseated  for  corrupt  practices  at  that  election,  if  my  Friend 
is  entitled  to  Sir  Frederic  Smith's  disadvantage,  as  he  undoubtedly  is,  that  Sir  Fre- 
deric Smith  did  upon  that  occasion  proceed  upon  a  subtle  distinction,  which  distinc- 
tion a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  did  not  think  proper  to  uphold  ;  on 
the  other  hand,  with  reference  to  this  individual  case,  we  ought  to  bear  in  mind 
that  Sir  Frederic  Smith  was  equally  put  upon  his  trial  before  the  same  Com- 
mittee ;  that  that  Committee  weighed  the  evidence,  and  did  not  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  Sir  Frederic  Smith  was  to  blame.  I  do  not  think  that  because  the 
Committee  took  a  particular  view,  and  induced  the  House  of  Commons  to  order 
and  direct  this  information,  that  therefore  you  ought  to  form  your  conclusions 
upon  any  other  materials  than  the  evidence  betore  you.  I  advert  to  those 
circumstances,  because  my  friend  has  imported  into  the  case  the  whole  conduct 
of  Sir  Frederic  Smith  at  the  Chatham  election,  and  the  result  at  which  the  Com- 
mittee arrived,  to  induce  you  to  believe  Sir  Frederic  Smith  was  to  blame.  That 
I  think  is  met  by  the  countervailing  observation,  that  the  Committee  acquitted 
him,  and  led  to  this  prosecution  being  instituted.  That  being  so,  let  us  look  to 
the  case  fairly,  as  between  these  parties.  Mount  says,  that  upon  the  occasion  of 
Sir  Frederic  Smith's  canvassing  this  man,  he  asked  him  for  his  vote  ;  that  this 
was  on  the  Brook,  where  the  man  lives ;  that  he  asked  him  for  his  vote,  that  the 
man  said  he  did  not  know  whether  he  would  give  it,  and  that  upon  that  Sir 
Frederic  Smith  asked,  "  Why  not ;  is  there  anything  I  can  do  for  you  V9  That  upon 
that  Bradshaw  said  he  wished  to  get  into  the  College,  and  that  Sir  Frederic  Smith 
thereupon  said,  "  Give  me  your  vote,  and  I  will  get  you  into  the  College ;"  and 
followed  it  up  by  asking  whether  he  had  not  a  son  in  the  yard,  saying,  "  You  vote 
for  me,  and  1  will  do  what  I  can  for  you  and  for  him."  That  is  a  clear  and  dis- 
tinct statement,  and  I  think  I  shall  show  you  substantially  that  that  story  is  con- 
tradicted by  evidence  which  can  leave  no  doubt  on  your  minds  of  its  untruth. 

But  another  and  more  important  element  in  this  case,  I  think,  is  the  question 
of  the  money,  to  which  my  Learned  Friend,  upon  his  attention  being  directed  ta 
it  by  his  Lordship,  attempted  to  give  an  answer,  as  though  it  were  left  in  doubt, 
or  as  if  the  witness,  Mount,  had  spoken  doubtfully  upon  this  part  of  the  case, 
which  certainly  would  appear  from  the  one  answer  to  which  my  friend  referred, 
but  upon  which,  it  appears,  in  an  after  part  of  his  examination,  he  spoke  as  clearly 
and  distinctly,  and  positively,  as  to  leave  no  doubt  that  his  intention  was  to  swear 
he  had  seen  the  money  pass  from  the  hand  of  Sir  Frederic  Smith  to  the  hand  of 
Bradshaw. 

But  before  I  come  to  that,  let  me  pause  for  a  moment  to  make  an  observation 
upon  that  part  of  the  case  which  relates  to  getting  him  into  the  College.     Sir 
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Frederic  Smith  swears  that  the  man  freely  and  readily  promised  him  his  vote,  and  Speech  of  Mt. 
that  no  conversation  of  any  soil  or  kind  on  the  subject  of  the  College  passed  ^^^ 
between  them.  True  it  is,  that  at  an  after  period  the  question  of  the  College  did 
arise.  The  old  man  did  apply  to  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  and  ask  him  to  get  him 
into  the  College ;  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  from  the  beginning,  has  readily  admitted 
that ;  the  whole  question  is  as  to  where  the  conversation  took  place.  Accord- 
ing to  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  the  man  came  to  the  Sun,  and  that  visit  was  followed 
up  by  one  to  town,  when  Sir  Frederic  Smith  communicated  with  Mr.  Briggs,  and 
received  from  him  the  reply,  that  in  consequence  of  the  deficiency  of  sea- service 
the  man  was  ineligible,  and  could  not  be  admitted  into  the  College.  Now 
comes  the  question  where  that  conversation  took  place.  Sir  Frederic  Smith 
says  at  the  Sun,  and  in  London,  at  his  office ;  the  old  man,  Bradshaw, 
undoubtedly  gives  contradictory  statements.  He  stated  first,  that  the  conver- 
sation only  took  place  in  London;  then  he  said  that  he  had  a  conver- 
sation before  he  came  to  London,  in  Chatham;  it  was  suggested  to  him 
that  it  was  at  the  Brook,  and  he  "answered,  "Yes;"  aud  he  has  given  a 
variety  of  statements,  first  of  one  kind,  and  then  of  another.  What  is  the  fair 
inference  to  be  drawn  from  this?  Is  it,  that  that  man  comes  knowingly  to  give 
false  evidence  ?  I  should  hope  that  it  is  not  the  conclusion  at  which  you  would 
arrive.  By  far  the  greater  probability  is,  that  this  man,  having  attained  an 
advanced  age,  may  be  labouring  under  an  imperfectness  of  memory,  and  that 
therefore,  induced  by  a  want  of  recollection,  he  confounds  things  in  his  mind  ; 
especially  when,  under  the  pressure  of  cross-examination,  this  question  is  sug- 
gested to  him,  and  that  question  is  suggested  to  him,  he  answering  carelessly 
and  without  sufficient  memory.  He  has  no  doubt  made  contradictory  state- 
ments, but  I  cannot  but  submit  to  you  that  it  is  the  result  of  a  defective  and 
impaired  condition  of  his  memory. 

I  ask  you,  therefore,  although  I  admit  that  it  was  necessary  to  bring  him 
before  you,  to  put  his  evidence  aside,  and  to  look  at  that  which  remains  in  the 
case.  I  called  before  you  two  respectable  persons  upon  whose  statements  and 
veracity  not  the  slightest  reflection  can  be  cast,  I  allude  to  Mr.  Grover  and  Mr. 
Isaacs.  They  were  friends,  and  firm  friends,  no  doubt,  of  Sir  Frederic  Smith  at 
the  election ;  but  both  of  them  are  persons  moving  in  a  highly  respectable 
sphere  of  life,  and  no  imputation  is  cast  upon  either  of  them  ;  there  is  not  the 
slightest  reason  to  suppose  that  either  of  them  comes  forward  here  with  the 
intention  of  making  a  wilfully  false  statement.  And  I  think  it  is  but  fair  and 
just  to  Sir  Frederic  Smith  to  make  this  remark,  whatever  blame  may  attach  to 
his  conduct  with  respect  to  what  my  Friend  called  a  lavish  and  profuse  distri- 
bution of  patronage  in  the  election  at  Chatham  ;  however  censurable  he  may  be 
in  respect  of  that,  I  trust  no  one  could  think  that  Sir  Frederic  Smith  is  a  man 
who  would  come  forward  here,  and,  for  the  sake  of  protecting  himself  against  the 
blame  which  might  attach  to  him  from  such  a  transaction  as  this,  wilfully  and 
knowingly  commit  perjury  in  denying  a  conversation  of  this  sort  if  he  knew  that 
it  took  place.  But,  put  that  on  one  side  ;  the  two  other  witnesses  are  of  great 
respectability,  and  they  were  present  on  both  occasions  when  Sir  Frederic  Smith 
met  the  man  Bradshaw,  first,  in  the  Military-road ;  and  secondly,  when  passing 
along  the  Brook.  The  attention  of  Sir  Frederic  Smith  was  called  to  the  fact  of 
Bradshaw  being  there,  and  he  shook  hands  with  him.  They  were  there,  and  it 
is  evident  that  the  whole  of  this  story  of  Mount's  is  from  beginning  to  end  an 
untruth.  It  seems  that  Wells,  in  the  first  instance,  being  there  with  the  can- 
vassing party,  in  the  hearing  of  Mr.  Grover,  and  in  the  presence  of  Mr.  Isaacs, 
asked  Bradshaw  if  he  would  vote  for  Sir  Frederic  Smith.  Bradshaw  promised 
his  vote,  and  when  Sir  Frederic  Smith  came  up  shortly  afterwards,  or  being  in 
the  company  of  the  canvassing  party,  Bradshaw  at  once  said  that  he  was  ready 
to  vote  tor  Sir  Frederic.  These  two  respectable  gentlemen  heard  everything  that 
passed,  and  they  have  distinctly  negatived  the  whole  of  this  conversation,  which 
Mount  stated  on  oath  before  the  Committee.  Then  it  is  suggested  to  the  old 
man.  that  he  may  have  had  some  conversation  with  Sir  Frederic  Smith  at  the 
Brook.  There  we  have  again  these  same  gentlemen  present,  and  upon  neither 
occasion  was  Mount  present.  Those  two  gentlemen  tell  you  what  passed,  and 
they  distinctly  and  positively  negative  the  fact  of  any  such  conversation  having 
taken  place  upon  the  second,  any  more  than  upon  the  first,  occasion.  So  that 
there  is  not  only  the  testimony  of  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  who,  whatever  blame  be 
attached  to  him  in  respect  of  these  practices,  is,  1  trust,  not  open  to  the  imputa- 
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Sp»£cbofMr.     tion  of  wilfol  falsehood;  but  you  have  the  positive   testimony  of  these  tw* 
J«gnuy  QmermL  witnesses  corroborating  him  in  this  important  particular,   that  no  such  con* 
*"—  versation  did  take  place,  and  that  no  single  word  upon  either  of  these  two 

occasions  passed  upon  the  subject.  Although  the  College  may  have  been 
spoken  of  afterwards,  and  although  Sir  Frederic  Smith  may  be  to  blame,  as  my 
Friend  says,  for  holding  conversation  with  a  voter  upon  a  subject  which  the  voter 
had  at  heart,  pending  the  election;  although  he  may  have  been  to  blame  for 
furthering  the  object,  doing  his  best  to  promote  it,  that  is  not  the  question.  The 
question  is,  whether  the  statement  which  Mount  has  made,  of  a  direct  and 
specific  promise  made  in  order  to  obtain  the  promise  of  the  vote,  was  true  or 
false.  Blame  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  if  you  please,  but  only  where  he  is  justly  open 
to  blame.  It  is  not  because  his  share  in  the  transaction  may  be  censurable,  that 
therefore  it  is  to  be  tolerated  that  a  man  is  to  come  and  charge  corruption  in 
another  form  at  an  anterior  stage.  All  the  story  that  that  man  tells  is,  as  we 
assert,  a  fabrication  from  beginning  to  end.  You  have,  therefore,  the  statement 
of  these  three  witnesses.  I  will  throw  Bradshaw  out  of  the  case  ;  he  probably 
has  confounded  the  conversation  he  had  afterwards,  with  the  conversation  he  had 
at  the  Brook ;  for  I  see  that,  by  the  evidence  before  the  Committee,  he  states  one 
thing  and  then  another,  which  must  satisfy  us  that  the  man's  recollection  is 
defective,  and  that  you  cannot  trust  to  him.  You  have  Sir  Frederic  Smith 
before  you,  and  you  have  these  other  two  respectable  witnesses,  who  agree  in 
stating  that  the  story  of  this  conversation,  which  is  said  to  have  taken  place  on 
the  Military-road  or  at  the  Brook,  is  a  fabrication  from  beginning  to  end,  and 
that  there  is  not  one  single  word  of  truth  in  it,  for  that  not  a  syllable  passed  as 
described  by  the  witness  Mount. 

Now,  with  regard  to  the  money ;  two  statements  are  made  by  Mount,  one 
that  he  saw  Sir  Frederic  Smith  take  his  hands  from  his  breeches  pocket,  and  that 
he  saw  him  while  shaking  hands  with  Bradshaw,  and  that  he  saw  a  sovereign  or 
half-sovereign  in  Bradshaw's  hands;  and  he  makes  a  further  statement  that 
Bradshaw  was  sent  for  up  to  the  Sun ;  that  he  saw  him  coming  out  of  the  Sun 
with  three  sovereigns  in  his  hand,  and  that  he  made  an  observation  indicating 
the  mode  in  which  he  had  got  those  three  sovereigns. 

My  learned  Friend  observes,  that  you  cannot  convict  of  perjury  upon  the  oath 
of  one  witness  against  the  oath  of  the  party  who  is  accused ;  that  is  perfectly 
true.  There  is  a  little  more,  however,  in  this  case,  because  Mount  takes  upon 
himself  to  say  that  Bradshaw  was  sent  for  to  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  and  that  there- 
upon he  saw  him  coming  out  of  the  Sun  Inn  with  these  three  sovereigns :  that 
is  negatived.  Sir  Frederic  Smith  never  sent  for  him  or  gave  him  three  sove- 
reigns, and  Bradshaw  distinctly  negatived  that  fact ;  and  about  that  he  was  not 
involved  in  any  confusion  or  contradiction  whatever.  I  admit  there  is  some  diffi- 
culty in  that  part  of  the  case;  but  if  you  believe  Bradshaw,  and  where  he  is  not 
involved  in  confusion,  you  will  hardly  come  to  the  conclusion  that  he  comes  to  • 
tell  a  positive  falsehood ;  he  says  he  never  received  three  sovereigns,  that  he  haa» 
never  shown  three  sovereigns  to  Mount,  and  that  he  never  made  any  such 
observation  as  Mount  stated  before  the  Committee. 

If  you  are  satisfied  that  upon  this  part  of  the  case  Bradshaw's  statement  is 
trua>  and  Mount's  is  false,  observe  how  much  light  it  throws  upon  the  other  part 
of  the  case.  If  you  are  satisfied  that  this  is  a  fabricated  statement,  I  think  it 
will  throw  considerable  li^ht  upon  the  case,  and  enable  you  to  form  a  tolerably 
safe  conclusion  as  to  the  rest  of  the  statement ;  but  that  is  not  all.  There  is  the 
story  about  the  sovereign  or  half-sovereign,  about  which  there  is  the  positive 
statement  of  Mount,  that  Sir  Frederic  Smith  took  his  hand  from  his  pocket, 
shook  hands  with  Bradshaw,  and  "  seemed/'  This  is  the  part  of  the  evidence 
upon  which  my  Friend  relies  to  get  out  of  this  difficulty  in  the  case. 

Lord  Campbell.]  What  is  the  number  of  the  question  ? 
The  Attorney-general.]  1969. 

"  Q.  Did  they  shake  hands,  do  you  remember? — A.  Sir  Frederic  Smith  had 
got  his  hand  in  his  pocket,  and  he  pulled  his  hand  out  of  his  pocket  and  shook 
hands  with  Bradshaw. 

"  Q.  You  saw  that  ? — A.  Yes,  I  saw  that ;  I  was  as  nigh  to  him  as  I  am  to  that 
gentleman  (within  a  yard) ;  and  as,  Bradshaw  was  taking  his  hand  away  he 
seemed  to  me  to  have  either  a  sovereign  or  hal£-a-sovereign  in  his  hand,  but  I 
cannot  swear  which  it  was. 

"  Q.  By 
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"  Q.  By  the  Committee.]  Do  you  think  it  was  one  or  the  other  r — A.  Yes,  I  do     Speech  of  Mr. 
think  SO."  Attorney-General 

Then  my  Friend  Mr.  James  says,  "  When  Bradshaw  had  that  in  his  hand"' 
It  shows  the  impression  upon  my  learned  Friend  s  mind,  because  he  assumes 
it  in  the  question,  which  he  would  not  have  done  if  he  had  thought  there  was 
any  doubt  about  it.  He  assumes  the  answer  in  the  question,  and  says,  "When 
Bradshaw  had  that  in  his  hand,  what  did  he  say  V%  and  the  answer  is,  "  He  did 
not  say  anything;  he  said,  c Thank  you.'  " 

"  Q.  To  Sir  Frederic  Smith  ?— A.  Yes." 

That  is  the  examination  in  chief.  Now  let  us  turn  to  the  cross-examination, 
and  see  whether  the  witness  intended  to  express  any  doubt,  or  intended  the  Com- 
mittee to  entertain  the  slightest  doubt  as  to  the  positiveness  of  his  statement. 
This  is  the  Question  2004— 

"  Q.  Is  that  all  that  passed  1— A.  That  is  all  that  passed  then  ;  that  was  all, 
without  it  was  having  his  hand  in  his  pocket  when  he  shook  hands  with  him,  as 
I  told  you  before  ;  it  seemed  Bradshaw  had  either  a  sovereign  or  half-a-sovereign 
in  his  band,  and  Bradshaw  put  it  in  his  pocket." 
Then  the  Counsel  asks, — 

"  Q.  Did  Sir  Frederic  Smith  put  his  hand  in  this  way ;  had  he  his  hand  in 
his  breeches  pocket  here  (describing)  ? — A.  Yes. 

i%  Q.  That  you  can  swear  1 — A.  That  I  can  swear  he  did." 

It  is  a  curious  fact,  that  Sir  Frederic  Smith  does  not  wear  packets  in  that  part 
of  his  dress  at  all.     The  examination  is  followed  up  :— 

"He  pulled  his  hand  out  and  shook  hands  with  Bradshaw. 

"  Q.  You  are  quite  sure,  Mount,  that  Sir  Frederic  Smith  had  his  hand  in  his 
breeches  pocket  here?—  A.  I  am  confident  he  had  his  hand  in  his  pocket;  he 
pulled  his  hand  out  of  his  pocket,  and  he  sliook  hands  with  Mr.  Bradshaw. 

"  Q.  Out  of  his  breeches  pocket,  here  ? — A.  I  will  not  say  whether  breeches 
pocket  or  trousers  pocket." 

The  Counsel  had  probably  been  prompted  by  some  one  near  him  that  Sir 
Frederic  Smith  did  not  wear  breeches  pockets,  but  the  witness  does  not  take  the 
hint.  He  says,  "  I  will  not  say  whether  breeches  pocket  or  trousers  pocket ; 
he  pulled  his  hand  out  of  his  pocket. 

"  Q.  He  had  his  hand  in  his  trousers  pocket;  his  right-hand,  I  suppose?— 
A.  It  was  his  right-hand. 

"  Q.  He  took  his  hand  out  of  his  pocket  in  this  way,  and  shook  hands  with 

Bradshaw? — J.  Yes.  . 

"  Q.  And  then  you  saw  in  Brarishaw's  hand  a  sovereign  or  half-a-sovereign?— 

A.  Yes." 

Then  the  cross-examination  goes  off  to  other  matters,  with  which  I  need  not 
trouble  you,  and  in  the  end  he  is  examined  by  the  Committee,  at  page  77,  and 
Question  2159. 

k<  Q.  You  say  you  saw  half-a-sovereign  or  a  sovereign  put  into  Bradshaw's 
hand? — A.  I  saw  it  in  Bradshaw's  hand." 

Mr.  James.]  He  does  not  adopt  the  question.  Sir  Frederic  Smith  says  he 
shook  hands  with  him  on  that  occasion. 

The  Attorney-General.]  He  says  he  saw  it  in  his  hand. 

Lord  Campbell.']  He  says  he  saw  half-a-sovereign  or  a  sovereign  in  Bradshaw  s 
hand.  Upon  this  you  have  the  distinct  negatives  of  four  persons.  You  have 
the  positive  negative  of  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  the  positive  negative  of  Bradshaw, 
and  also  of  the  two  gentlemen  who  were  present,  both  of  whom  distinctly  swear 
that  no  such  thing  passed,  that  no  half-sovereign  or  sovereign  was  given,  or  any 
thing  of  the  kind.  Is  it  true  or  not  ?  If  that  be  false,  how  much  light  does  it 
not  throw  upon  the  other  question  you  have  to  decide.  My  Friend  has  made  an 
observation ;  what  motive  had  this  man  in  coming  forward?  that  not  being  an 
elector,  he  had  no  interest  in  the  election.  Gentleman,  it  happens  too  frequently, 
I  am  afraid,  that  in  these  cases  parties  are  induced  to  come  forward  and  give 
false  testimony,  and  that  that  remark  is  not  confined  to  persons  who  are  electors, 
and  have  an  interest  in  the  election.  It  can  hardly  be  believed-  that  the  mere 
interest  in  an  election  would  induce  a  person  to  come  forward  and  commit  peiv 
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jury,  and  yet  perjury  is  too  often  committed.  Persons  who  do  these  things,  who 
get  the  testimony,  or  who  give  it,  are  not  willing  to  admit,  and  do  not  admit, 
that  they  have  received  a  reward  for  doing  so ;  but  we  know  that  practices  of 
this  kind  occasionally  take  place;  and  it  would  be  the  most  dangerous  thing  in 
the  world,  dangerous  to  the  security  of  everybody,  not  merely  as  regards  the 
rights  of  persons  elected  to  serve  in  Parliament,  or  the  rights  of  persons  who 
may  have  returned  them,  but  the  honour  and  credit  and  character  of  men  who 
may  be  involved,  if  you  insist  upon  the  detection  and  exposure  of  motive  as  a 
preliminary  condition  to  the  finding  a  man  guilty  of  perjury.  I  am  not  able  to 
give  you  the  motive ;  but  it  is  equally  fair  and  right  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact,  that  perjury  is  too  frequently  committed  without  its  being  possible  to  ascer- 
tain the  precise  motive  which  may  have  influenced  the  party. 

You  will  only  look  at  the  evidence  fairly  on  both  sides,  carrying  with  you  in 
your  minds  the  powerful  observations  made  by  my  learned  Friend  in  his  address ; 
but  if,  looking  carefully  and  dispassionately  at  the  evidence,  you  can  come  to  no 
other  conclusion  than  that  Mount  has  been  guilty  of  perjury,  you  have  nothing 
to  do  with  the  question  of  his  motives.  My  learned  Friend  made  one  observation 
with  reference  to  the  House  of  Commons;  he  said  the  House  of  Commons  would 
not  secure  the  satisfaction  of  the  public  if  they  put  this  forward  as  an  instalment 
of  the  means  that  they  would  resort  to  for  the  purpose  of  putting  down  corrupt 
practices.  My  learned  Friend  forgot  that  this  is  no  attempt  to  put  down  corrupt 
practices.  The  House  of  Commons  no  doubt  felt  it  to  be  their  duty  to  protect 
individuals  against  perjured  testimony  committed  before  committees  which 
represent  them  in  election  matters  ;  and  when  the  Chatham  Election  Committee 
thought  it  right  to  bring  before  the  House  a  resolution  that  in  their  judgment  a 
prosecution  ought  to  be  instituted,  the  House  of  Commons  thought  it  right  to 
act  upon  it. 

You  will  deliberate  upon  the  evidence  before  you,  and  whatever  may  be  the 
result,  I  am  quite  sure  that  the  House  of  Commons  and  the  public  will  be 
perfectly  satisfied  with  the  manner  in  which  you  have  discharged  your  duty. 

Summing  up. 

Summing  up.  Lord  Campbell^]  Gentlemen  of  the  Jury, — It  is  said  that  this  prosecution  was 

~ —  directed  by  the  House  of  Commons.     That  cannot  have  the  slightest  influence 

upon  your  minds  at  all.  We  are  to  see  whether  the  defendant  is  guilty  of  the 
offence  laid  to  his  charge  upon  the  evidence  which  is  brought  against  him. 

This  being  a  prosecution  for  perjury,  the  information  or  charge  divides  itself 
into  two  parts ;  the  one  respecting  a  conversation  alleged  to  have  taken  place 
between  Bradshaw  and  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  and  another  respecting  money  sup- 
posed to  have  been  given  by  Sir  Frederic  Smith  to  Bradshaw.  Gentlemen,  it  is 
for  you  to  say  whether  you  think  that  the  charge  is  satisfactorily  substantiated, 
either  on  the  one  head  or  on  the  other.  I  must  say,  for  my  own  part,  that,  so 
far  as  the  conversations  are  concerned,  the  evidence  is  by  no  means  satisfactory ; 
because  Bradshaw  contradicts  himself,  and  contradicts  the  evidence  he  before 
gave,  and  his  memory  is  wholly  defective ;  and,  without  any  imputation  upon  the 
honour  of  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  it  seems  to  me  pretty  clear,  that  his  memory  of 
these  conversations  is  not  very  accurate,  and  cannot  be  very  safely  relied  upon. 

But  then  there  is  another  part  of  this  charge  upon  which  very  grave  evidence 
has  been  given,  to  which  I  deemed  it  my  duty  to  draw  the  attention  of  the 
learned  Counsel,  whom  you  have  heard  in  defence  of  the  prisoner  now  standing 
on  his  trial ;  upon  that  there  certaiuly  is  very  grave  evidence  upon  which  you 
will  deliberate,  and  from  which  I  am  sure  you  will  draw  a  just  conclusion.  With 
regard  to  that  second  part  of  the  charge,  it  does  not  rest  on  conversation ;  it 
rests  upon  acts  that  are  sworn  on  the  one  side  to  have  been  done,  and  which  are 
denied  by  the  other. 

Now,  gentlemen,  this  information,  after  the  formal  parts,  stating  there  was  an 
election  for  the  borough  of  Chatham,  and  that  Sir  Frederic  Smith  was  returned ; 
that  there  Mas  a  petition  against  his  return  ;  that  that  was  referred  to  a  Select 
Committee ;  and  that  Mount,  the  now  defendant,  was  examined  as  a  witness 
there,  and  was  sworn,  goes  on  to  allege  the  substance  of  the  evidence  he  gave 
upon  which  this  charge  was  framed  ;  and  it  states  that  the  said  defendant  swore 
that  Sir  Frederic  Smith  did,  before  the  said  election  took  place  at  Chatham,  in 
the  presence  of  Mount,  the  now  defendant,  say  to  the  said  Bradshaw,  that  if  he, 
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Bradshaw,  would  give  his  vote  for  him,  the  said  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  at  the  said       Summing  up. 
election,  he,  the  said  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  would  get  him  into  the  College,  — — 

meaning  Greenwich  Hospital ;  that  on  the  occasion  aforesaid,  Sir  Frederic  Smith 
said  to  Bradshaw,  "  Have  you  not  a  son  in  the  yard?"  that  Bradshaw  answered 
"Yes;"  and  that  Sir  Frederic  Smith  then  said  to  Bradshaw,  <4If  you  will  pro- 
mise me  your  vote,  1  will  do  what  I  can  for  him  and  for  you  too/'  That  on 
the  occasion  aforesaid,  Sir  Frederic  Smith  pulled  his  hand  out  of  his  pocket 
and  shook  hands  with  Bradshaw ;  and  that,  as  Bradshaw  was  taking  his  hand 
away,  Bradshaw  seemed  to  him,  Mount,  the  defendant,  to  have  a  sovereign  or 
half-sovereign  in  his  hand;  that  Bradshaw  then  said  to  Sir  Frederic  Smith, 
"  Thank  you  ;"  that  Mount,  the  defendant,  then  saw  in  the  hand  of  Bradshaw  a 
sovereign  or  half-sovereign  ;  and  that,  three  or  four  days  after  the  election, 
Bradshaw  went  to  some  public-house  in  the  borough  of  Chatham,  known  by  the 
sign  of  the  Sun ;  that  Bradshaw  came  out  of  the  said  public- house,  and  then 
showed  to  him,  Mount,  the  now  defendant,  three  sovereigns,  which  he,  the  said 
Bradshaw,  then  held  in  his  hand. 

Now,  upon  this  alleged  evidence  there  are,  as  was  properly  stated  by  the 
learned  Gentleman  who  first  opened  the  information  to  you,  substantially  four 
assignments  of  perjury;  one  with  respect  to  a  promise  to  obtain  for  Bradshaw 
an  admission  into  Greenwich  Hospital ;  another  with  respect  to  his  son ;  and 
then  come  the  two  respecting  the  payment  of  the  sovereign  or  half-sovereign 
paid  before  the  election,  and  of  the  three  sovereigns  paid  after  the  election. 

Now,  gentlemen,  it  is  for  you  to  say,  first,  whether  it  is  proved  to  your  satis- 
faction that  Mount,  the  defendant,  gave  this  evidence;  and  then,  whether  to 
your  satisfaction  it  is  proved  that  these  assignments  of  perjury,  or  any  and  which 
of  them,  may  be  made  out.  Of  course  I  need  not  tell  you  that,  to  make  out 
the  crime  of  perjury,  it  must  be  shown  that  the  defendant  knowingly  and  wil- 
fully stated  what  was  false ;  and  he  must  be  proved  to  have  done  it  by  two 
witnesses  whom  you  believe,  or  by  one  witness  and  strong  circumstantial  evidence 
corroborating  the  testimony  of  that  witness. 

Now,  gentlemen,  I  will  read  over  to  you  the  material  parts  of  Mount's  exami- 
nation before  the  Committee,  which  it  is  alleged  that  he  gave,  and  I  will  parti- 
cularly and  anxiously  draw  your  attention  to  the  terms  in  which  he  swore 
respecting  the  payment  of  the  sovereign  or  half-sovereign,  and  of  Bradshaw 
having  it  in  his  hands.  I  have  the  evidence  before  me,  by  way  of  question  and 
answer,  taken  by  a  very  accurate  shorthand- writer.     He  is  asked  : 

"  Q.  Where  do  you  reside  ? — A.  I  resided  on  the  Brook  to  within  the  last  two 
months. 

"  Q.  On  the  Brook  at  Chatham  ?— A.  Yes. 

" (?,  Do  you  remember  the  last  election? — A.  Yes. 

"  Q.  You  had  no  vote? — A.  No  vote. 

"  Q.  Do  you  know  Henry  Bradshaw  ? — A.  Yes, 

"  Q.  What  was  Bradshaw  ? — A.  He  used  to  keep  a  lodging-house. 

"  Q,  Where  did  he  live  1— A.  On  the  Brook. 

"  Q.  He  had  a  vote  ?— A.  Yes. 

"  Q.  Where  is  Bradshaw  now,  do  you  know? — A.  No,  I  do  not. 

u  Q.  He  is  missing  from  Chatham,  is  he  not? — A.  I  do  not  know,  I  am  sure. 

"  Q,  Have  you  seen  him  lately  ? — A.  No. 

u  Q.  At  the  time  of  the  election  did  you  see  Sir  Frederic  Smith  canvassing 
about  the  borough  ?—A.  Yes. 

44  Q.  How  shortly  or  how  long  before  ihe  election  was  that,  do  you  think,  that 
you  were  with  Mr.  Bradshaw  and  Sir  Frederic  Smith  ? — A.  I  would  not  say  to  a 
few  days,  nor  to  a  week,  but  about  a  fornight  or  three  weeks  before  the  election. 

44  Q.  Had  Bradshaw  said  anything  about  his  vote  to  you  r — A.  He  had. 

4t  Q.  Before  you  saw  him  in  company  with  Sir  Frederic  Smith  ? — A.  Yes. 

44  Q.  Was  Bradshaw  with  you  when  you  saw  Sir  Frederic  Smith  coming ;  was 
he  coming  towards  you  ? — A.  We  stood  talking  together, 

44  Q.  Explain  where  you  saw  Sir  Frederic  Smith;  what  street  was  it  in? — 
A.  On  the  Brook." 

Another  meeting  has  been  talked  of  in  the  Military-road,  that  is  not  the  one  to 
which  Mount  speaks.     He  speaks  to  this  meeting  4i  on  the  Brook." 

44  Q%  About  what  time  of  the  day  was  it  that  you  were  standing  with  Brad- 
shaw ?-  A.  I  will  not  say  justly  what  time  of  day  it  was,  but  it  was  somewhere 
from  one  to  two  o'clock. 
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Summing  up.  "  Q-  As  you  were  standing  talking  to  Bradshaw,  did  you  observe  Sir  Frederic 
Smith  coming  ? — A.  No,  until  Bradsbaw  showed  him  to  me. 

"  Q.  Did  he  point  out  Sir  Frederic  Smith  ? — A.  Yes. 

"  Q,  Was  Sir  Frederic  Smith  coming  in  your  direction  ?— A.  Yes. 

"  Q.  You  say  that  as  he  was  coming,  Bradshaw  said  something  to  you  about 
the  vote  ? — A.  Yes. 

"  Q.  Do  not  say  what  it  was ;  did  Sir  Frederic  Smith  approach  Bradshaw,  and 
did  he  come  up  to  him? — A.  Yes. 

"  Q.  Was  Sir  Frederic  Smith  with  any  other  people  at  the  time,  did  you 
notice  ? — A.  There  were  five  or  six  men ;  there  might  be  six  or  seven,  or  more. 

"Q.  With  him  1-A.  Yes. 

"  Q.  Did  Sir  Frederic  leave  those  people,  and  come  up  to  Bradshaw,  or  did 
they  all  come  up  together? — A.  He  left  them,  and  came  up  to  Bradshaw. 

"  Q.  Did  he  speak  to  Bradshaw  ?—  A.  Yes. 

"  Q.  Did  you  hear  what  he  said  to  Bradshaw  ? — A.  Yes. 

"  Q.  Now,  tell  the  Committee  what  Sir  Frederic  said  in  your  own  way  r " — 

Now,  says  Mount,  who  was  then  the  witness : 

"A.  He  came  up  to  Bradshaw,  and  he  asked  him  for  bis  vote,  and  he  said 
he  did  not  know  about  that. 

"  Q.  That  is  Bradshaw ;  Bradshaw  said  he  did  not  know  about  that  ? — A.  Yes, 
and  then  he  said,  'Why  not' ? 

il  Q.  Sir  Frederic  Smith  said,  'Why  not'?— A.  Yes,  he  says,  '  Is  there 
,3Py thing  I  can  do  for  you'  ?" 

Sir  Frederic  Smith  is  supposed  to  put  that  question,  you  see,  to  Bcadshaw. 

'•  Q.  By  the  Committee.']  Who  said  that? — A.  Sir  Frederic  Smith. 
"Q.  By  Mr.  James,]  What  did  Bradshaw  say? — A.  Bradshaw  said,  "Yes, 
I  want  to  get  in  the  College." 

That  is,  to  be  admitted  into  Greenwich  Hospital. 

€€  Q.  What  College  was  that  ? — A.  Greenwich  College  ;  he  said,  €  What  pension 
do  you  have '  ? 

"  Q.  Sir  Frederic  said,  'What  pension  do  you  have'? — A.  Yes;  he  says 
'  15?.  a  year.' 

"  Q.  Bradshaw  said  15Z.  a  year? — A.  Yes,  Sir  Frederic  Smith  made  answer 
directly,  and  said,  '  It  is  not  enough  for  losing  an  arm.' 

"  Q.  Has  Bradshaw  lost  an  arm  ? — A.  Yes,  he  has. 

"  Q.  Do  you  know  what  Bradshaw  had  been  ;  where  had  he  lost  an  arm ;  had 
he  been  in  the  service  ? — A.  He  lost  his  arm  in  the  rope-ground. 

"  Q.  In  the  dockyard  ?—  A.  In  the  dockyard. 

"  Q.  Then  Sir  Frederic  Smith  said,  '  15  /.  is  not  enough  for  having  lost  an 
arm ;'  what  was  then  said  ? — A.  And  he  says,  '  If  you  will  give  me  your  vote, 
I  will  get  you  into  the  College.' 

"  Q.  Now  you  heard  that  distinctly? — A.  Yes,  I  did. 

"  Q.  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  '  If  you  will  give  me  your  vote,  I  will  get  you  into 
the  College'? — A.  Yes. 

"  Q.  What  was  said  then  ? — A.  And  then  he  says,  '  Have  you  not  a  son  in  the 
yard.'? 

"  Q.  Sir  Frederic  Smith  said  to  Bradshaw,  '  Have  you  not  a  son  in  the 
yard '? — A.  Yes  ;  and  he  says  '  Yes/ 

•'  Q.  Bradshaw  said  '  Yes  '? — A.  Yes  ;  and  then  he  says,  4  If  you  will  promise 
me  your  vote,  I  will  do  what  I  can  for  him,  and  for  you  too ;'  and  he  said, c  I  will 
do  it.' 

"  Q.  Sir  Frederic  Smith  said,  'If  you  will  promise  me  your  vote'? — A.  'I 
will  do  what  I  can  for  him,  and  you  too  ;'  and  he  says,  '  I  will  do  it.' 

"  Q.  Who  said  that  >—A.  Bradshaw. 

u  Q.  That  he  would  vote? — A.  That  he  would  vote  for  him. 

"  Q.  What  was  done  then  ? — A.  They  went  away." 

This  is  the  conversation  which  represents  Sir  Frederic  Smith  as  having  given 
a  promise  to  get  an  admission  for  the  father  into  Greenwich  Hospital,  and 
do  what  he  could  for  the  son.     Now  we  come  to  the  money  part  of  the  question. 

"  Q%  Did  they  shake  hands,  do  you  remember? — A.  Sir  Frederic  Smith  had 
got  his  hand  in  his  pocket,  and  he  pulled  his  hand  out  of  his  pocket,  and  shook 
hands  with  Bradshaw. 

"  Q.  You 
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"  Q.  You  saw  that?— A.  Yes,  I  saw  that ;  T  was  as  nigh  to  him  as  I  am  to      Summing  up. 

that  gentleman  {within  a  yard),  and  as  Bradshaw  was  taking  his  hand  away,  he  

seemed  to  me  to  have  either  a  sovereign  or  half-a-sovereign  in  his  hand,  but  I 
cannot  swear  which  it  was. 

"Q.  By  the  Committee.]  Do  you  think  it  was  one  or  the  other?— A.  Yes,  I 
do  think  so. 

"  Q.  By  Mr.  James.]  When  Bradshaw  had  that  in  his  hand,  what  did  he  say  ? 
— A.  He  did  not  say  anything ;  he  said,  4  Thank  you.' 

"  Q.  To  Sir  Frederic  Smith  ?  —  A.  Yes." 

Now  we  come  to  the  three  sovereigns. 

44  Q.  Now,  after  the  election,  did  you  go  with  Bradshaw  to  the  Sun?—  A. 
I  was  talking  to  him  out  in  the  town. 

44  Q.  How  soon  after  the  election? — A.  Before  Sir  Frederic  Smith'  left  the 
town ;  it  was  three  or  four  days  after  the  election,  word  came  down  that  Mr. 
Frederic  Smith  wanted  to  see  him. 

u  Q.  Wanted  to  see  Bradshaw  ? — A.  Yes,  and  he  left  me  and  went  up  to  the 
San. 

"  Q.  Bradshaw  left  you  ? — A.  Yes. 

"  Q.  This  was  three  or  four  days  after  the  election  ?—  A.  Yes. 

44  Q.  About  what  time  in  the  day  was  it? — A.  That  was  about  the  middle  of 
the  day ;  I  know  I  was  out  of  work,  and  I  stood  talking  out  in  the  town  to  him. 

"  Q.  Did  he  go  up  to  the  Sun  ? — A.  He  went  up  to  the  Sun. 

"  Q.  Did  you  go  with  him  ?—  A.  No,  I  walked  up  the  town,  a  distance  behind 
him. 

"  Q.  Did  he  go  into  the  Sun? — A.  He  came  out  of  the  Sun;  I  did  not  see 
him  go  in. 

44  Q.  You  saw  him  come  out ;  we  will  assume  he  had  been  in  ? — A.  Yes. 

44  Q.  Now  when  he  came  out,  did  he  show  you  any  money? — A.  He  did; 
three  sovereigns  he  had  got  in  his  hand." 

He  is  afterwards  further  examined  : 

44  Q.  You  said  that  when  he  came  out  he  opened  his  hand,  and  showed  yon 
three  sovereigns  ? — A.  Yes. 

"  Q.  At  the  time  he  showed  you  the  three  sovereigns,  what  did  he  say  ?— A. 
He  said  that  was  better  than  a  kick  of  the  backside ;  you  ask  me  for  the  words 
that  he  used,  and  those  were  the  words. 

4C  Q.  Did  he  say  anything  more  about  the  money  ?—  A.  No,  no  more. 

4*  Q.  Do  you  know  whether  his  son  was  got  into  the  College?—  A.  It  was  he 
that  wanted  to  get  into  the  College. 

44 Q.  Do  you  kno  w  whether  he  was  got  into  the  College  or  not? — ANot  that 
I  know  of." 

When  he  is  cross-examined  by  the  learned  Counsel  for  the  Sitting  Member, 
he  is  asked  this : 

44  Q.  Is  that  all  that  passed? — A.  That  is  all  that  passed  then.  That  was 
all,  without  it  was  his  having  his  hand  in  his  pocket  when  he  shook  hahds  with 
him,  as  I  told  you  before;  it  seemed  Bradshaw  had  either  a  sovereign  or  half-a- 
sovereign  in  his  hand,  and  Bradshaw  put  it  in  his  pocket." 

You  will  not  forget  that  he  uses  the  words  "  it  seemed,"  and  "  it  appeared/* 
but  at  other  times  he  says  he  saw  the  money. 

44  Q.  Did  Sir  Frederic  Smith  put  his  hand  in  this  way ;  had  he  his  hand  in  his 
breeches  pocket  here  (describing)  ? — A.  Yes. 

44  Q.  That  you  can  swear  ? — A.  That  I  can  swear  he  did ;  he  pulled  his  hand 
out,  and  shook  hands  with  Bradshaw. 

44  Q.  Your  are  quite  sure,  Mount,  that  Sir  Frederic  Smith  had  his  hand  in  his 
breeches  pocket,  here  ? — A.  I  am  confident  he  had  his  hand  in  his  pocket ;  he 
pulled  his  hand  out  of  his  pocket,  and  he  shook  hands  with  Mr.  Bradshaw. 

44  Q.  Out  of  his  breeches  pocket,  here  ? — A.  I  will  not  say  whether  breeches 
pocket  or  trousers  pocket ;  he  pulled  his  hand  out  of  his  pocket. 

44  Q.  He  had  his  hand  in  his  trousers  pocket;  his  right-hand,  I  suppose?— 
A.  It  was  his  right-hand. 

44  Q,  He  took  his  hand  out  of  his  pocket  in  this  way,  and  shook  hands  with 
Bradshaw? — A.  Yes.  A    , 
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Summing  up  "  Q-  And  then  you  saw  in  Bradshaw's  hand  a  sovereign  or  half-a-sovereign  ?— 
A.  Yes." 

That  finishes  the  examination  by  the  Counsel  under  this  head,  but  afterwards 
some  Members  of  the  Committee  put  certaiu  questions  to  Mount. 

"  Q.  You  say  you  saw  half-a-sovereign  or  a  sovereign  put  into  Bradshaw's 
hand  ? — A.  I  saw  it  in  Bradshaw's  hand. 

•'  Q.  And  you  saw  three  sovereigns? — A.  Yes. 

"  Q.  Is  it  very  common  at  Chatham  that  these  sovereigns  are  put  into  people's 
hands  ? — A.  I  never  was  in  Chatham  when  there  was  an  election  before. 

"  Q.  Did  you  see  it  in  other  cases  at  this  election,  that  sovereigns  were  put 
into  people's  hands  ? — A.  No ;  I  was  never  where  there  was  one  before ;  I  have 
been  right  out  in  the  country. 

"  Q.  Have  you  ever  been  a  voter?—  A.  No. 

"  Q.  Do  you  know  whether  Bradshaw  voted? — A.  Yes;  he  went  up  to  the 
polling-table,  because  I  was  there,  and  saw  him  going  up/' 

That  seems  to  be  the  material  part  of  the  examination,  but  if  either  of  the 
learned  Counsel  wish  any  other  part  read,  I  will  do  so  with  the  greatest  pleasure. 

Mr.  James.'}  I  would  merely  call  your  Lordship's  attention  to  the  statement 
in  answer  to  Questions  2074,  2075,  and  2076,  in  which  he  says  he  told  his 
employer  shortly  after  the  election. 

Lord  Campbell]  il  Q.  Did  you  not  tell  the  person  who  applied  for  the  rent 
that  you  expected  to  get  money  for  what  you  were  going  to  London  upon,  and 
that  when  you  came  down  again  you  would  pay  the  rent? — A .  Yes,  I  told  her  so. 

"  Q.  When  did  you  first  tell  this  story  ? — A.  What  story  ? 

"  Q.  The  story  you  have  been  telling  us  here? — A.  The  first  that  I  spoke  it 
to  was  to  a  gentleman  in  Troy  Town,  old  Mr.  Henry,  a  man  I  worked  for. 

"  Q.  When  was  it  you  told  it  to  him  ? — A.  Some  time  a  little  after  the  elec- 
tion ;  we  were  talking  about  the  election  and  one  thing  or  another,  and  I  was 
saying  what  I  heard  them  say  between  Mr.  Frederic  Smith  and  Mr.  Bradshaw, 
and  he  said  that  was  not  the  thing  that  was  right-  I  am  sure  I  did  not  think 
anything  about  its  being  a  job  to  come  up  here,  nor  anything  at  all  about  it." 

Gentlemen,  this  is  the  evidence  to  show  that  Mount,  before  the  Election  Com- 
mittee, swore  in  the  manner  and  to  the  substance  alleged  in  the  information. 
In  an  indictment  for  perjury  it  is  not  necessary  to  lay  the  very  words  ;  the  sub- 
stance is  enough  ;  and  if  the  evidence  given  convinces  the  jury  that  substantially 
the  evidence  alleged  was  given,  that  is  enough,  and  the  indictment  or  information 
may  be  supported.  Then  comes  the  important  question,  supposing  he  gave  that 
evidence,  it  may  be  true,  or  it  may  be  untrue,  or  it  may  be  given  under  some 
mistake,  or  there  may  be  some  suspicion  attending  the  evidence  given  by  the 
defendant,  or  it  may  appear  to  your  satisfaction  that  some  part  of  it  was  false* 
and  that  he  knew  it  was  false  at  the  time  he  was  examined. 

Gentlemen,  I  will,  in  the  discharge  of  my  duty,  just  read  over  the  material 
part  of  the  evidence  given  in  support  of  the  prosecution.  First  comes  Sir 
Frederic  Smith,  who  says,  "  I  am  in  the  Engineers.  I  was  a  candidate,  and 
was  returned  for  Chatham,  in  1852.  1  know  a  voter  named  Bradshaw;  in  the 
course  of  my  canvass  he  met  me  in  the  Military. road,  he  tendered  me  his  vote 
and  I  shook  hands  with  him."  I  think  that  Sir  Frederic  Smith's  memory  can- 
not be  very  accurate  about  this,  as,  according  to  the  account  of  another  witness, 
Mr.  Wells  asked  him  for  the  vote,  and  it  was  after  that  that  he  was  introduced 
to  Sir  Frederic  Smith.  This  is  supposed  to  have  happened  on  the  Military-road. 
Then  he  says,  "  On  a  subsequent  occasion,  within  a  fortnight,  I  saw  him  on  the 
Brook,  near  his  own  residence;  there  were  several  canvassing  with  me,  I  think, 
the  same  as  before  ;  I  said,  '  How  do  you  do,  Bradshaw  ? '  and  I  shook  handa 
with  him  and  passed  on."  Here,  again,  it  is  quite  clear  that  Sir  Frederic  Smith's 
recollection  is  defective.  I  do  not  suppose  that  he  means  to  suppress  the  truth, 
but  he  does  not  recollect  the  whole  of  it ;  for,  according  to  the  evidence  of  the 
other  witnesses,  a  good  deal  more  passed,  which  he  does  not  recollect,  but  to 
which  I  think  he  afterwards  spoke  to  a  certain  degree.  Then  he  says,  "  Neither 
on  the  Military-road  nor  on  the  Brook  did  I  ask  him  for  bis  vote,  nor  did  he  say 
he  did  not  know  about  it ;  I  did  not  ask  him  if  there  was  anything  I  could  do  for 
him ;  he  did  not  say  he  wished  to  get  into  the  College,  nor  did  I  ask  him,  nor 
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did  he  say  anything  about  his  pension."     I  think  there  is  great  reason  to  believe      Summing  up. 

that  Sir  Frederic  Smith  must  have  forgotten  that  at  Chatham  there  was  a  con-  

versation  about  getting  Bradshaw  into  the  College.  "  I  did  not  say,  '  If  you  give 
me  your  vote  I  will  get  you  into  the  College/  or  anything  to  that  effect ;  I  did 
not  say  '  Give  me  your  vote,  and  I  will  do  what  I  can  for  both  of  you.' "  Here 
comes  a  fact  about  which  there  can  be  no  doubt.  Looking  at  Sir  Frederic 
Smith  as  a  man  of  honour,  I  think  it  must  be  taken  that  no  money  passed  upon 
this  occasion.  He  cannot  be  mistaken  about  the  fact  he  is  speaking  about, 
because  whether  he  did  put  a  sovereign  or  half-sovereign  into  Bradshaw's  hand, 
he  must  know.  He  says,  "  I  put  no  money  into  his  hand  on  either  occasion ; 
I  did  not  pull  my  hand  out  of  my  pocket  and  shake  hands  with  him.  I  had 
no  breeches  or  trousers  pockets.  I  saw  Bradshaw  afterwards  and  before  the 
election ;  he  came  to  me  at  the  Sun,  and  said  he  was  anxious  to  get  into  the 
College ;  that  he  was  entitled  to  it  by  his  services  and  the  loss  of  his  arm,  and 
the  services  of  his  sons.  I  said  I  would  make  inquiry  whether  he  was  eligible 
or  not;  then,  subsequently,  he  said  he  had  a  pension  of  15/.  a  year,  and  it 
would  be  a  gain  to  the  public,  because  the  15/.  a  year  would  cease.  I  inquired 
of  Sir  James  Gordon  whether  it  depended  upon  him ;  I  mentioned  upon  what 
occasion  he  had  lost  two  sons ;  I  told  Bradshaw  his  petition  must  be  made  to 
the  Admiralty,  and  I  doubted  his  being  eligible.  I  took  him  to  the  Admiralty 
in  April  or  May ;  his  case  was  stated  to  Mr.  Briggs ;  I  learnt  afterwards  that 
Bradshaw  was  not  eligible."  Whether  there  was  any  promise  or  conversation, 
it  is  quite  certain  that  he  did  conduct  him  to  the  Admiralty  with  a  view  of 
getting  him  admitted,  if  possible,  to  Greenwich  Hospital.  Now  he  comes  to 
the  payment  after  the  election,  about  which  he  could  be  as  little  mistaken  as 
the  alleged  bribery  before  the  election.  <c  I  never  gave  Bradshaw  three 
sovereigns,  or  any  money ;  I  never  made  any  promise  to  Bradshaw  to  obtain 
his  vote ;  I  never  sent  for  him  to  the  Sun  to  give  him  any  money."  He  if 
cross-examined,  and  says,  "  I  was  unseated  by  the  Committee ;  there  was  a 
charge  against  me  of  having  bribed  Greathead,  by  procuring  for  his  son  the 
situation  of  a  letter-carrier  in  the  Post-office." 

Although  Sir  Frederic  Smith's  proceedings  may  not  be  approved  of,  that 
is  not  the  question  which  you  and  I  have  to  try.  We  have  to  try  whether  it 
is  established  to  your  satisfaction  that  Mount,  the  defendant,  committed  perjury 
in  the  instances  assigned.  "  Greathead  was  sworn,  and  gave  his  evidence 
before  the  Committee.  I  was  examined  on  that  case;  I  saw  Bradshaw  four 
times  before  he  voted ;  only  once  at  the  Brook  to  speak  to  him  ;  if  Bradshaw 
has  said  that  at  the  Brook  he  said,  *  I  understand  that  I  am  going  to  give 
you  my  vote,  and  I  should  like  to  get  into  Greenwich  Hospital,'  it  is  not 
correct ;  no  such  words  were  spoken."  There  seems  every  reason  to  believe 
that  Bradshaw  did  give  such  evidence.  "  I  did  not  say  to  him  at  the  Brook 
that  if  I  could  get  him  into  Greenwich  Hospital  I  would,  but  I  did  not  think 
my  interest  was  strong  enough ;  I  saw  him  in  the  outer  hall,  in  the  Sun, 
after  the  interview  at  the  Brook.  Bradshaw  began  the  conversation  about 
Greenwich  Hospital,  and  mentioned  to  me,  without  any  question,  that  he 
had  a  pension  of  15/.  a  year.  I  did  not  know  that  he  had  promised  Admiral 
Stirling  his  vote.  He  came  to  me  in  London,  about  two  months  before  the 
election ;  I  did  not  pay  his  expenses  to  London ;  I  did  not  canvass  him  before 
he  came  up.  It  is  quite  incorrect  that  I  asked  him  a  second  time,  or  at  all,  for 
his  vote.  My  canvass  lasted  five  months.  1  gave  him  no  promise,  either  before 
or  after  he  voted." 

Then  comes  the  casuistry  by  which  Sir  Frederic  Smith,  as  a  candidate,  is 
guided,  which  I  think  we  cannot  at  all  approve  of,  as  it  would  lead  to  very  mis- 
chievous consequences.  If  understood  in  such  a  place  as  Chatham,  or  any  such 
borough,  that,  after  a  promise,  exertions  would  be  made  to  obtain  the  voter  a  place, 
or  that  the  promise  will  not  be  made  until  there  is  a  promise  to  give  the  vote, 
you  can  easily  conjecture  what  influence  that  would  have  upon  the  voters.  Then 
•Sir  Frederic  Smith  says,  he  makes  a  distinction  between  a  promise  before  the 
voting  and  after  the  voting  ;  he  could  not  tell  us  distinctly  where  he  draws  the 
line,  but  he  makes  this  distinction,  that  after  he  has  got  the  promise  of  the  vote, 
he  may  then  lawfully,  in  his  opinion,  and  before  the  election,  and  before  the  vote 
is  given,  apply  for  the  place.  "  I  cannot  tell  what  applications  I  made  for  places 
for  voters  before  they  voted  ;  I  chiefly  made  applications  to  the  Admiralty  for 
labourers ;  I  never  obtained  any  by  a  promise  before  the  voters  voted.    I  applied 
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Summing  up.      for  places  for  those  who  had  promised  me."     Again,  I  say,  this  is  a  dangerous 

practice,  that  an  election  being  in  contemplation,  promises  should  be  given,  and 

then  the  promise  being  given,  and  before  the  day  of  election,  that  there  should 
be  these  applications  for  places.  That,  if  sanctioned,  would  open  a  very  wide 
door  for  corruption.  Then  he  says,  "  After  my  canvass,  and  before  the  voters 
voted,  I  applied  for  places  for  those  who  had  promised  me,  conceiving  that  I  was 
within  the  law.  I  should  have  thought  that  I  was  within  the  law,  in  applying  for 
Bradshaw  if  he  had  before  promised  me ;  I  frequently  called  on  those  who  pro- 
mised me."  Then  he  says,  "  I  know  John  Driver ;  bis  son  got  employment, 
and  Driver  refused  to  take  the  bribery  oath,  in  consequence  of  that  employment. 
Locke  refused  to  take  the  oath,  on  account  of  a  place  given  to  his  brother ;  I  had 
refused  to  listen  to  him,  because  his  application  was  in  the  same  conversation. 

Now,  here  what  Sir  Frederic  Smith  does,  is  what  neither  you  nor  I  can  approve 
of;  but  still  it  is  not  at  all  decisive  of  the  fate  of  this  prosecution.  This  witness 
having  refused  to  take  the  oath,  having  scruples  of  conscience,  and  rather  than  take 
the  oath,  waiving  his  right  to  vote,  Sir  Frederic  Smith  goes  to  him ;  Sir  Frederic 
Smith  says,  "  I  went  to  him,  when  he  refused  to  vote ;  he  said  his  scruple  was 
that  he  had  asked  me  for  a  place  for  his  brother,  and  that  he  had  been  told  by 
others  that  he  ought  not  to  take  the  oath,  and  that  the  application  had  influenced 
his  own  mind."  This  voter  having  told  Sir  Frederic  Smith  that  the  application 
had  influenced  his  mind,  and  that  for  that  reason  he  had  scrupled  to  take  the  oath. 
Sir  Frederic  Smith  says,  "My  answer  was,  that  if  I  did  not  feel  I  was  bribing  the 
voter  in  making  the  application  for  his  brother,  I  saw  no  reason  why  he  should 
Hot  vote."  I  should  have  thought  it  would  have  been  much  better  that  that 
point  of  conscience  should  have  been  left  to  the  conscience  of  the  voter.  Then 
Sir  Frederic  Smith  says,  "  I  made  application  to  the  Admiralty  for  all  who  asked 
me.  Wells  was  a  friend  of  mine ;  I  don't  think  I  wrote  Bradshaw's  name  in 
a  book.    The  books  were  destroyed  after  the  election." 

Gentlemen,  it  seems  to  me  that  Sir  Frederic  Smith's  evidence  respecting  the 
conversation  is  not  very  satisfactory,  but  you  have  anointed  denial  from  him  that 
any  money  passed  from  him  to  Bradshaw,  either  before  the  election  or  after  the 
election ;  and  upon  that  he  cannot  be  mistaken.  Bradshaw  is  then  called,  whose 
memory  evidently  is  very  infirm,  and  I  should  think  it  is  very  properly  admitted 
on  the  part  of  the  Attorney-General  that  no  reliance  can  be  placed  upon  his  state- 
ment respecting  the  conversations.  He  says,  "I  am  80  years  old;  I  know  Sir 
Frederic  Smith  ;  1  first  saw  him  when  he  came  to  canvass  on  the  Military-road  ; 
I  promised  I  would  give  him  my  vote;  at  that  time  nothing  further  passed.  The 
defendant  lodged  with  me ;  he  was  not  with  me  on  that  occasion  on  the  Military- 
road,  nor  at  any  time  when  Sir  Frederic  Smith  spoke  to  me."  Then  he  negatives 
that  conversation  which  I  before  referred  to,  as  to  getting  him  into  Greenwich 
Hospital,  and  doing  something  for  his  son.  "  He  did  not  ask  me  if  I  had  a  son 
in  the  Yard  ;  he  did  not  put  any  money  into  my  hand  then,  or  at  any  other  time.* 
Although  Bradshaw  is  very  old,  and  of  very  infirm  memory,  I  think  it  hardly 
possible  that  he  could  be  mistaken  with  respect  to  whether  he  received  money 
either  before  or  after  the  election.  "  I  never  came  put  of  the  Sun  with  three 
sovereigns  in  my  hand.  I  did  not  show  them  to  the  defendant,  and  say, i  these 
are  better  than  a  kick  on  the  backside.'  I  never  bad  any  conversation  at  the 
Sun  about  the  College,  nor  at  any  other  place."  With  respect  to  that,  I  think 
he  does  not  himself  mean  to  represent  that  his  memory  is  accurate.  "  1  went 
up  to  Sir  Frederic  Smith's  office  to  see  if  he  could  get  me  into  the  College ;  he 
said  he  did  not  think  I  had  seen  sea-service  enough  ;  I  came  home  ;  I  was  not 
at  the  Admiralty  at  all."  So  frail  is  his  memory,  that  he  denies  being  at  the 
Admiralty,  but  he  says  he  went  to  the  door ;  that  there  was  no  one  sitting  at  the 
Admiralty  that  day ;  that  he  never  went  back  again,  and  that  he  never  heard  any- 
thing about  it  afterwards.  He  attended  meetings  at  the  Sun  three  or  four  times 
afterwards,  but  not  after  he  returned  from  London.  So,  then,  in  his  examination 
in  chief,  no  reliance  can  be  placed  upon  his  recollection.  Then,  being  cross- 
examined,  he  says,  a  I  first  saw  Sir  Frederic  Smith  on  the  Admiralty-road ;  I  saw 
him  then  along  the  Brook  ;  I  did  not  speak  to  him ;  I  only  bid  him  good  morning ; 
he  did  not  ask  me  for  my  vote.  Before  I  was  examined  before  the  Committee,  I  was 
told  what  Mount  had  sworn,  by  a  person  who  asked  me  to  come  up  and  contra- 
dict what  Mount  had  said.  I  spoke  to  Sir  Frederic  Smith  on  the  Brook,  and  said 
I  would  stand  to  my  promise.  I  might  have  said  before  the  Committee  that  Sir 
Frederic  Smith  came  to  ask  me  for  my  vote  on  the  Brook."    It  is  quite  clear  he 
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must  have  said  that ;  it  shows  his  own  frailty  of  recollection,  and  the  frailty  of  recol-      Summing  up. 

lection  under  which  Sir  Frederic  Smith  labours.    "  I  think  Sir  Frederic  Smith  did  

pome  to  me  on  the  Brook ;  he  asked  me  for  my  vote."  That  Sir  Frederic  Smith  ppr 
sitively  denies.  ct  I  don't  think  I  swore  to  the  Committee  that  I  think  Sir  Frederic 
Smith  did  not  know  properly  whether  I  promised  my  vote  or  not ;  I  believe  I 
did  not  swear  that ;  I  cannot  tell  whether  he  did  understand  or  not  I  think 
I  did  swear  that  I  did  not  expect  that  Sir  Frederic  Smith  properly  understood  me ; 
I  was  not  talking  two  minutes  with  Sir  Frederic  Smith  on  the  Brook.  I  did  not 
say  on  the  Brook,  or  elsewhere,  *  I  understand  I  am  going  to  give  you  my  vote, 
and  I  should  like  to  get  into  Greenwich  Hospital,  if  you  can  do  it  for  me/  H$ 
did  not  say  that  if  he  could  he  would,  but  that  he  did  not  know  that  bis  influence 
was  strong  enough.  I  gave  the  answer, '  Yes,  that  is  right/  "  That  is  to  Ques- 
tion 4002. 

Mr.  James.]  And  number  4004  ? 

Lord  Campbell.]  Yes,  both  of  them.  He  says,  "  i  did  give  the  answer  men- 
tioned in  number  4002,  c  I  understand  I  am  going  to  give  you  my  vote,  and  I 
should  like  to  get  into  Greenwich  Hospital.'"  He  contradicted  Sir  Frederic 
Smith  flatly  upon  that.  Then  as  to  Question  4005,  he  says,  "  He  did  say  if  he 
could  get  me  into  Greenwich  Hospital  he  would,  but  he  did  not  know  that  his 
influence  was  strong  enough/'  There,  again,  they  contradict  each  other.  "J 
think  this  did  occur  at  one  time ;  I  cannot  say  whether  it  was  the  first  or  second 
time  that  Sir  Frederic  Smith  came  down ;  I  don't  know  whether  on  the  Brook 
or  on  the  Military-road;  it  was,  I  think,  either  on  the  one  or  the  other."  If 
you  believe  this,  there  was  this  conversation  about  getting  him  into  Greenwich 
Hospital  before  the  election,  and  at  the  time  that  the  promise  was  given.  "  I 
wanted  to  get  into  the  College  before  Mr.  Wells  canvassed  for  Sir  Frederic  Smith." 
Then  he  went  on  and  gave  an  account  of  his  having  been  induced  by  the  Blue 
party  to  go  to  Admiral  Stirling,  and  from  the  hope  of  being  admitted  into 
Greenwich  Hospital,  promising  to  vote  for  Admiral  Stirling,  after  he  says  he  had 
promised  to  vote  for  Sir  Frederic  Smith.  He  acknowledges  that  the  getting  into 
Greenwich  Hospital  was  the  motive  for  that  promise.  Then  comes  Mr.  J. 
Grover ;  he  says,  "  I  live  at  Chatham  ;  1  canvassed  with  Sir  Frederic  Smith  in 
March ;  I  was  with  him  on  the  Military-road.  Mr.  Wells,  jun.,  was  there.  Brad- 
shaw  first  spoke  to  Mr.  Wells,  who  introduced  him  to  Sir  Frederic,  and  Bradshaw 
immediately  promised  him  his  vote.  Mr.  Wells  had  asked  Bradshaw  for  his  vote. 
Nothing  more  was  said.  I  was  on  the  Brook;  Wells  and  others  were  with  Sir 
Frederic;  Sir  Frederic  shook  hands  with  Bradshaw,  and  asked  him  how  he  was/' 
There  was  a  shake  of  the  hands,  but  that  there  was  a  sovereign  passing  from  one 
to  the  other,  I  think  the  evidence  is  the  other  way.  "  I  was  close  to  Sir  Frederic, 
and  must  have  heard  anything:  that  was  said.  Sir  Frederic  was  near  enough  to 
know  what  passed  between  Wells  and  Bradshaw.  I  believe  Wells  first  spoke 
and  asked  him  to  vote  for  Sir  Frederic;  Wells  had  a  canvassing-book,  and 
marked  the  names  for  or  against ;  nothing  was  said  by  Wells  to  Bradshaw  or  by 
Bradshaw  to  Wells  about  Greenwich  Hospital.  I  was  afterwards  present  when 
they  met  at  the  Brook ;  nbthing  was  then  said  about  Greenwich  Hospital." 

Then  the  next  witness  is  Mr.  Isaacs,  who  says,  "  I  accompanied  Sir  Frederic 
Smith  on  his  canvass ;  I  saw  Bradshaw  with  Sir  Frederic  on  the  Brook ;  Sir 
Frederic  merely  said,  '  How  are  you,  Bradshaw '  and  shook  hands  with  him ; 
nothing  was  said  about  Greenwich  Hospital."  Then  he  negatives  the  conversa- 
tion that  Mount  had  sworn  to,  "There  was  no  money  put  into  Bradshaw's 
hand." 

Mr.  Wells  was  expected  to  come,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  he  is  not  here. 
He  might  have  given  important  evidence. 

This  is  the  whole  of  the  evidence  upon  which  you  are  to  deliberate  and  to 
determine.  I  again  say  that  it  seems  to  me,  that  so  far  as  the  conversations 
are  concerned,  the  evidence  is  so  unsatisfactory  and  so  contradictory,  the  two 
material  witnesses  for  the  prosecution  upon  material  points  flatly  contradicting 
each  other,  that  I  should  think  they  could  hardly  be  relied  upon*  But  with 
regard  to  the  sovereign  or  half-sovereign,  and  the  three  sovereigns,  the  evidence 
seems  to  be  very  strong  that  no.  money  passed  either  before  or  after  the  election. 
If  you  can  make  up  your  minds  as  to  that,  you  will  still  have  to  consider  whether 
that  was  sworn  untruly  by  Mount,  he  knowing  that  it  was  false.  He  does  cer- 
tainly use  the  words  "  it  seemed"  and  "  it  appeared"  several  times  during  his 
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Summing  up.  examination ;  and  if  he  had  merely  confined  himself  to  that,  you  would  probably 
not  have  thought  he  was  wilfully  stating  what  was  false,  because,  if  he  saw  a 
candidate  and  a  voter  under  certain  circumstances,  and  shaking  hands  together, 
and  heard  anything  like  the  words  "  Thank  you,"  why,  he  might  suppose  that 
money  passed,  although  there  was  no  bribery  at  that  time.  But  then"  it  is  my 
duty  to  remind  you,  that  he  says  several  times,  over  and  over  again,  that  he  saw 
the  money.  Then,  if  you  believe  that  no  money  passed  before  the  election,  if 
you  believe  that  no  money  passed  after  the  election,  and  if  you  think  that 
Mount,  when  he  swore  that  he  believed  that  what  he  swore  was  false,  why,  upon 
these  assignments,  it  will  be  your  duty  to  find  him  guilty. 

But  it  is  for  you  to  consider  whether  there  is  a  possibility  that  the  money 
might  pass,  although  the  evidence  seems  to  be  very  strong  the  other  way ;  there 
is  a  possibility  that  the  defendant  might  be  mistaken  in  what  he  supposed.  If 
you  believe  that,  if  you  have  any  reasonable  doubt  in  your  minds,  of  course  he 
will  have  the  benefit  of  that  doubt.  But  if  you  believe,  upon  the  evidence  before 
you,  that  he  swore  what  he  knew  to  be  false  respecting  the  money,  either  before 
the  election  or  after  the  election,  why,  upon  these  assignments,  it  will  be  your 
duty  to  find  him  guilty. 

Gentlemen,  the  case  is  entirely  in  your  own  hands,  and  I  am  sure,  as  was  said 
by  the  learned  Attorney-General,  whatever  your  verdict  maybe,  the  public  justice 
of  the  country  will  have  no  reason  to  complain. 

The  Jury  retired,  and  having  been  absent  upwards  of  an  hour,  returned  with 
their  verdict. 

Mr.  Campbell.]  Gentlemen,  are  you  agreed  upon  your  verdict? 

The  Foreman.]  We  are. 

Mr.  Campbell.]  Do  you  find  the  defendant  Guilty  or  Not  Guilty. 

The  Foreman.]  Not  Guilty  on  the  first,  second,  and  fourth  counts ;  Guilty  on 
the  third  count :  but  we  recommend  him  to  mercy,  because  we  believe  that 
under  cross-examination  before  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons,  he  was 
led  to  say  more  than  he  intended. 

Mr.  James.]  I  should  submit  to  your  Lordship  that  that  is  a  verdict  of  Not 
Guilty. 

Lord  Campbell.]  I  will  reserve  the  sentence  for  the  Court  above. 

Mr.  James.]  It  is  for  your  Lordship's  consideration  whether  that  is  not  a 
verdict  of  Not  Guilty. 

The'  Foreman.]  We  do  not  mean  that.  We  recommend  him  to  mercy,  and 
state  the  reason  why  we  recommend  him  to  mercy. 

A  Juror.]  We  find  him  Guilty  on  the  third  count. 

Lord  Campbell.]  That  is,  as  to  the  money  alleged  to  have  been  paid  before  the 
election. 

The  Foreman.]  Yes. 

Lord  Campbell.]  You  find  him  Guilty,  on  the  assignment,  as  to  the  sovereign 
or  half-sovereign,  accompanied  by  this  recommendation,  which  I  will  report  to 
the  Court. 

The  Foreman.]  That  is  our  verdict. 

The  Attorney-General  not  having  been  present  when  the  verdict  was  delivered, 
shortly  afterwards  came  into  Court,  when  the  following  took  place : 

The  Attorney-General.]  I  think  it  right  to  call  your  Lordship's  attention  to 
the  fact,  that  the  prisoner  has  been  unable  to  procure  bail ;  that  he  is,  conse- 
quently, in  prison ;  and  that,  unless  your  Lordship  passes  judgment  upon  him, 
he  will  remain  in  prison  till  November. 

Lord  Campbell.]  If  both  sides  wish  it,  I  will  pass  sentence  at  once.  It  is 
very  humane  and  considerate  on  your  part.  The  power  of  passing  sentence  at 
Nisi  Prius  does  not  exist  where  there  is  an  information  by  leave  of  the  Court ; 
but  I  believe  there  is  no  exception  with  respect  to  informations  by  the  Attorney- 
General. 
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The  Attorney-General.]  Only  in  cases  where  the  Attorney-General  opposes  it. 

Lord  Campbell]  Will  you  be  good  enough  to  refer  me  to  the  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment? 

The  Attorney-General']  11th  Geo.  IV.  and  1st  Will.  IV. 

Lord  Campbell]  Whilst  I  was  Attorney-General,  I  remember  trying  an  in- 
formation before  Mr.  Justice  Patteson  at  Chester,  in  which  I  prayed  judgment, 
and  it  was  immediately  pronounced. 

Mr.  James  here  entered  the  Court. 

Mr.  James.]  It  has  been  humanely  and  properly  suggested  by  the  Attorney- 
General,  that  the  defendant  is  now  in  custody,  and  would  remain  so  during  the 
whole  of  the  Long  Vacation,  when,  upon  consideration,  his  sentence  might  be  of 
a  milder  nature,  and  expire  before  that  period.  I  think  the  proper  course  will 
be,  upon  the  consent  of  both  parties,  to  pass  sentence  at  once. 

Mr.  James.]  I  will  agree  to  anything  your  Lordship  thinks  fit. 

Lord  Campbell]  I  find  that  it  is  the  9th  section  which  applies  to  this  point. 
In  this  case  the  Attorney-General,  instead  of  praying  that  judgment  may  be 
postponed,  prays  that  it  may  be  pronounced. 

Mr.  James.]  Your  Lordship  will  allow  me  to  mention  that  there  are  affidavits 
mentioning  the  fact,  that  the  money  was  merely  incidentally  stated,  the  charge 
being  bribery. 

The  defendant  was  directed  to  appear  in  court  to  receive  sentence. 

Lord  Campbell]  Stephen  Mount, — You  were  prosecuted  by  Her  Majesty's 
Attorney-General  upon  a  charge  of  having  committed  wilful  and  corrupt  perjury. 
Upon  several  assignments  the  jury  have  acquitted  you,  and,  as  I  think,  have 
properly  acquitted  you.  Upon  one  assignment  they  have  convicted  you,  and  I 
think,  have  properly  convicted  you ;  because  upon  that,  although  there  seems  to 
have  been  no  premeditated  scheme,  although  no  corrupt  motive  appears,  there 
can  be  no  doubt  upon  the  evidence  that  you  did,  in  the  most  distinct  manner, 
say  you  had  seen  this  sovereign  or  half-sovereign,  that  you  saw  Sir  Frederic 
Smith  pull  his  hand  from  his  breeches  pocket,  and  then  shake  hands  with  the 
party  who  was  to  be  bribed,  and  that  the  money  was  then  corruptly  conveyed 
from  one  to  the  other.  The  jury  have  found  you  guilty,  as  I  think  they  could 
hardly  do  otherwise,  upon  that  assignment ;  but  they  have  recommended  you  to 
mercy,  upon  the  ground  and  in  the  very  terms  which  I  will  read  to  you ;  "  We 
recommend  him  to  mercy,  because  we  believe  that  under  cross-examination  before 
the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons,  he  was  led  to  say  more  than  he 
intended.'' 

That  may  be  some  palliation,  but  amounts  to  nothing  like  a  defence ;  because 
it  is  clear  that  you  perfectly  understood  the  questions  that  were  put  to  you  over 
and  over  again.  Although  there  was  no  premeditated  scheme,  still  at  the 
moment  you  deliberately  swore  that  which  you  knew  not  to  be  true. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  offence  is  certainly  one  of  a  serious  descrip- 
tion ;  but  attending  to  the  recommendation  of  the  jury,  and  understanding  that 
you  have  been  one  month  in  prison,  the  sentence  of  the  Court  is,  that  for  this 
offence  you  be  imprisoned  for  Six  Months  longer  in  the  House  of  Correction,  in 
the  county  of  Middlesex.
